"Deferred  till  Monday  next"  is  again  the  fate  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  (p.  931). 

Bile  Bean  Cases  for  consideration  of  the  English  High 
Court  are  pending  (p.  936). 

The  first  Canadian  chemist  to  cut  prices  (Mr.  J.  T.  Lyons) 
died  on  the  first  of  this  month  (p.  925). 

From  the  High  Courts  we  report  cases  re  Price's  trade- 
marks, the  Soap  Trust,  and  Beecham's  pills  (p.  926). 

All  poison-prescriptions  ought  to  bear  the  name  and  address 
of  the  prescriber,  says  the  Winchester  Coroner  (p.  941). 

Six  and  a  Half  Million  Dollars  of  the  late  Mr.  G.  T. 
Fulford's  fortune  is  to  go  to  his  children,  instead  of  his  grand- 
children (p.  925). 

The  House  of  Lords  Select  Committee  has  completed  the 
inquiry  in  regard  to  the  practice  of  dentistry  and  medicine  by 
companies  (p.  931). 

The  Liverpool  Institute  of  Commercial  Research  is  doing 
good  work  in  connection  with  the  produce  chiefly  handled  in 
the  city  port  (p.  934). 

The  P.A.T.A.  did  well  last  year,  increasing  the  numbers  of 
protected  articles  and  members.  The  Council's  report  is 
summarised  on  p.  941.

Is  Turpentine  a  Drug  ?  Before  the  Magistrates  at  Brad- 
ford a  solicitor  argued  that  it  is  not,  but  the  Magistrates  were 
of  a  contrary  opinion  (p.  928). 

The  tale  that  is  told  about  lin.  camph.  losing  its  camphor  on 
exposure  is  once  more  discredited  by  a  public  analyst,  who- 
supplies  corroborative  data  (p.  922). 

The  Bromide-market  is  disturbed  by  a  rumour  of  rapproche- 
ment between  American  and  German  makers,  but  we  have 
received  a  denial  of  the  rumour  (p.  937). 

Vanilla  is  a  most  valuable  commodity  to  the  Seychelles,  but 
the  present  low  prices  are  discouraging.  The  position  is  re- 
viewed in  an  article  beginning  on  p.  935. 

A  New  Liquor  Bill  for  Scotland  seems  to  affect  the 
interests  of  chemists  and  others  who  sell  spirituous  medicines. 
Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  has  told  all  about  it  (p.  939). 

Messrs.  George  Lunan,  David  Gilmour,  and  J.  A.  Foreet 
have  replaced  Messrs.  A.  Spencer,  A.  Navsmith,  and  W.  P. 
Wilson  on  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch  (p.  938). 

The  Borderline  Problems  in  Botany  upon  which  Professor 
Farmer  discoursed  to  the  Chemical  Society  last  week  are  well 
worth  the  attention  of  chemists.  We  give  the  gist  of  the 
lecture  on  p.  939. 

What  is  a  "  Patent  "  Medicine  ?  This  question  is  troubling 
dealers  in  proprietary  medicines  in  Cape  Colony,  where  the 
Attorney-General  holds  the  same  view  that  has  been  ruled  by 
our  High  Courts  to  be  correct  (p.  925). 

Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  in  an  address  to  the  North  British  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  dealt  fully  with  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  Branch,  advocating  greater  autonomy,  and  criti- 
cised proposed  alterations  in  the  examination  by-laws  (p.  938). 

Mr.  Charles  Delacre,  founder  of  the  Pharmacie  Anglaise 
in  Brussels,  died  on  June  10.  Some  particulars  of  his  career 
are  given  on  p.  930,  where  also  we  report  the  death  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Macfarlane,  chief  analyst  to  the  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

Another  attempt  has  been  made  in  Ireland  to  get  a  ruling 
from  the  Judges  that  a  dental  company  is  unlawful.  We  give 
full  particulars  of  the  claim  made  by  the  Attorney-General 
and  the  argument  by  his  counsel  and  that  of  the  defendants — 
Myddletons,  Ltd.  (p.  926). 

A  Substantial  Advance  in  the  monopoly  price  of  Formosan 
camphor  is  the  chief  topic  of  interest  in  the  markets.  Quinine 
is  lower  officially,  but  otherwise  the  article  is  featureless. 
Aloin  is  dearer,  chamomiles  are  firmer,  and  copaiba  is  easier. 
Glycerin  is  very  firm.  A  small  auction  of  first-hand  drugs 
was  held  to-day  (p.  943). 

Division  of  the  Minor  is  the  principal  subject  in  our  corre- 
spondence pages,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  and  Jay  Mack  advocating  it. 
We  also  print  letters  on  window-displays,  hvdrarg.  oleas  c. 
petroleo,  standardisation  of  disinfectants,  fig-dust,  the  51.

Brevities. 

Judgment  was  given  at  Aldershot  County  Court  on 
June  12  against  Mr.  Ralph  J.  Evans,  chemist,  Camberley, 
at  the  instance  of  the  Midland  Advertising  Co.,  for  21.  12s.. 
one  year's  rent  for  an  advertising  space. 

At  Eastbourne  on  June  17,  Frederick  Chandler,  a  porter, 
was  sent  to  prison  for  two  months  for  embezzling  51.  10s. 
belonging  to  his  employer,  Mr.  Eichar'd  Bewley  Fletcher, 
•chemist  and  druggist,  Carlisle  Road.  Eastbourne. 

An  exhibition  of  engineering  models,  optical,  electrical, 
.and  scientific  instruments,  technical-education  appliances, 
-and  tools  is  to  be  held  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Hall, 
Vincent  Square,  Westminster,  S.W.,  from  October  22  to  26. 

At  Manchester  on  June  13,  J.  K.  Burland,  a  commercial 
traveller,  formerly  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  J.  M.  Reckitt 
'  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Newton  Heath,  was 
.sent  to  two  months'  hard  labour  for  embezzling  money 
belonging  to  his  employers. 

As  a  result  of  the  interview  with  Mr.  Jesse  Boot  regarding 
early  closing  at  Cheltenham  (referred  to  in  last  week's 
issue,  p.  888),  Mr.  Boot  agreed  to  close  his  premises  on 
Wednesday,  and,  the  High  Street  tradesmen  also  agreeing, 
early  closing  was  recommenced  this  week. 

It  is  stated  in  the  "  Financial  Times"  that  the  Castner- 
Keilner  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  about  eighteen  months  ago 
established  new  works  at  Wallsend-on-Tyne,  are  on  the  eve 
of  a  further  development  at  their  new  works.  An  extension 
•of  the  premises  and  plant  is  contemplated  by  whi'ch  they  will 
practically  double  the  output. 

An  explosion  occurred  on  June  14  in  the  dissolving-room 
of  the  silicate  department  of  the  soap-works  of  Messrs.  J. 
Crosfield  &  Son,  Ltd.,  at  Warrington.  The  roof  was  blown 
•off  and  the  side  walls  were  wrecked,  while  a  steam-pipe  was 
hurled  across  the  River  Mersey  a  distance  of  a  hundred 
yards.    Several  workmen  were  injured. 

A  serious  fire  occurred  on  the  premises  of  G.  &  H.  Green, 
Coventry  Wharf,  Shad  Thames,  S.E.,  on  June  15,  when 
large  quantities  of  ginger,  pepper,  chillies  and  other  spices, 
gelatin,  shellac,  and  camphor  were  destroyed  in  a  building 
of  five  floors.  The  fumes  from  the  burning  produce  proved 
intensely  irritating  to  the  firemen.  The  damage  will  pro- 
bably amount  to  50,000^. 

The  Lambeth  Borough  Council  have  been  considering  the 
advisability  of  notifying  the  vendor  when  a  sample  has  been 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts  and  has  been  found  genuine.  The  Health  Committee 
placed  the  result  of  inquiries  at  various  Borough  Councils 
{see  G.  &  D.,  April  6,  Col.  Supp.)  before  the  Council  on 
June  13,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  stick  to  their  present 
practice  of  no  notification. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  written  to  the  Ber- 
jnondsey  Borough  Council  sanctioning,  under  Section  77  of 
the  Public  Health  (London)  Act,  1891,  during  the  twelve 
months  to  end  March  31  next,  the  supply  of  diarrhcea- 
imxture  to  the  poorer  inhabitants  of  the  borough,  subject 
to  such  limitation  in  the  distribution  and  use  of  the  medi- 
cine as  may  be  held  necessary  by  the  medical  man  who  is 
responsible  for  advising  as  to  its  ingredients. 

Royal  Society. 
The  Ladies'  Conversazione  was  held  in  Burlington  House 
on'  Wednesday  evening,  June  19,  when  there  was  a  brilliant 
attendance.  Most  of  the  exhibits  shown  at  the  previous 
reception  (see  C.  <L-  D.,  May  11,  p.  706)  were  again  on  view, 
and  a  few  more.  Thus  Mr.  J.  Mackenzie  Davidson 
exiribited  stereoscopic  X-ray  photographs  in  a  revolving 
lenticular  stereoscope.  These  photographs  have  a  great 
advantage  over  a  single  X-ray  photograph,  in  that  they  at 
once  give  a  combined  image  which  shows  correctly  the  rela- 
tive size  and  position,  of  the  parts.  Mr.  Edward  Whym- 
por's  -series  of  photographs  taken  in  the  Alps  and  in  the 
Rocky  Mountains  of  Canada  were  very  fine.  Professor 
Charles  Stewart  had  a  highly  instructive  exhibit,  consisting 
of  specimens  illustrating  alternation  of  generation,  such  as 


rust  wheat  fungus,  moss,  fern,  etc.  Mr.  C.  E.  S.  Phillips 
exhibited  ingenious  electrical  appliances,  including  a  fibre 
electroscope,  in  which  the  gold  leaf  is  superseded  by  a  fibre 
of  electrically  conductive  glass.  Mr.  A.  A.  Campbell 
Swinton  showed  vacuum  tube  phenomena,  and  Professor 
H.  A.  Miers  a  series  of  experiments  illustrating  the  growth 
of  crystals  in  drops  of  solution  ;  and  one  showing  the  re- 
markable action  of  a  crystal  of  calcite  upon  a  solution  of 
sodium  nitrate. 

Royal  Society  of  Medicine. 
The  inaugural  meeting  of  this  new  Society  was  held  on 
Friday,  June  14,  in  the  hall  of  the  Royai  Medical  and 
Chirurgical  Society,  Hanover  Square.  Mr.  Haward  pre- 
sided at  the  start,  and  there  was  a  crowded  attendance, 
many  gentlemen  standing  throughout  the  proceedings.  The 
meeting  was  confined  to  Fellows,  of  whom  upwards  of  300 
were  present.  The  Chairman,  in  introducing  the  business, 
congratulated  the  meeting  on  the  fact  that  the  movement 
for  a  united  society  (first  begun  in  1808,  revived  in  1860, 
and  again  in  1870)  had  now  been  realised.  This  successful 
result  was  largely  due  to  Sir  William  Church  and  the 
Honorary  Secretaries.  The  suggestion  that  the  new  Society 
should  be  formed  having  been  made  in  1905  by  Sir  R. 
Douglas  Powell,  it  naturally  fell  to  him,  as  President  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  to  move  the  motion  con- 
stituting the  Society,  and  this  he  did  in  a  happy  speech, 
his  motion  reciting  the  names  of  the  fourteen  societies  that 
have  amalgamated.  This  was  seconded  by  the  President  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and  unanimously  agreed  to. 
Sir  William  Church  then  moved  that  the  supplemental 
charter  granted  by  the  King  be  accepted  and  adopted  by 
the  meeting,  and  the  same  gentleman  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  by-laws  which  had  been  prepared  by  the  provisional 
committee,  both  motions  being  passed  unanimously.  Sir 
Thomas  Smith  moved  the  election  of  Sir  William  Church  as 
the  first  president,  and,  in  doing  so,  referred  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  two  years  they  had  been  considering  this 
question  Sir  William  Church  had  not  been  absent  from  a 
single  committee  or  sub-committee  meeting  to  which  he  had 
been  summoned.  The  motion  was  carried  by  acclamation, 
and  Sir  William  Church,  on  taking  the  chair,  was  presented 
by  Mr.  Haward  with  the  master  key  of  the  building  in 
which  the  meeting  was  held.  The  new  President  returned 
thanks.  He  regarded  this  as  an  historical  event,  and  he 
thanked  the  Society,  for  which  he  predicted  a  great  future, 
for  the  honour  of  appointing  him  its  first  president.  On  the 
motion  of  Dr.  Pye-Smith  the  honorary  officers  and  Council 
were  appointed,  and  Sir  Thomas  Barlow  called  for  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  committees  and  sub-committees  which  had 
worked  so  faithfully  in  the  formation  of  the  Society. 

A- Series  of  Errors. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Bermondsey  Borough  Council  on 
June  18,  it  was  stated  that  the  surveyor  had  reported  to  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  the  following  series  of  de- 
ficiencies in  the  supplies  sent  in  by  Messrs.  Franklin  &  Co., 
one  of  the  Council's  contractors. 

A  quantity  of  gold  leaf,  supposed  to  contain  1,U00  gold- 
leaves,  when  counted  was  found  to  contain  only  500.  Messrs. 
Franklin  apologised,  and  sent  the  balance;  still  not  up  to 
requirements  in  quality. 

Messrs.  Franklin  delivered  twenty  cans  of  copal  varnish, 
supposed  to  contain  1  gal.  When  measured  each  can  was 
one  quart  short.  Cans  returned  and  fresh  consignment 
supplied.    These  were  half  a  pint  short  each. 

Thirty-six  sponges  delivered  not  up  to  sample.  When 
they  were  returned  only  nineteen  could  be  accepted,  and 
these,  though  tolerably  good,  were  not  up  to  sample. 

A  supposed  pound  of  oxalic  acid  delivered  was  half  a 
pound  short. 

Seven  cans  of  linseed  oil,  supposed  to  contain  10  gals, 
each,  were  in  all  10  gals,  short. 

Two  10-gal.  cans  of  turpentine  were  in  all  12  pints  short. 

When  written  to,  the  contractors  explained  in  regard  to  the 
varnish  that  the  measure  had  a  dent  in  the  side  which  had 
become  covered  with  successive  coats  of  varnish,  but  that, 
the  surveyor  considered,  did  not  account  for  a  deficiency  of 
one  quart  in  each  gallon  tin.  The  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee thereupon  recommended  that  all  contracts  with  the 
firm  be  terminated;  but  the  Council,  by  a  majority  of  five 
votes,  agreed  to  an  amendment  warning  Messrs.  Franklin  & 
Co.  that  serious  notice  would  be  taken  of  the  matter  if  these 
complaints  continue. 
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British  Optical  Association. 
The  examination  (dioptric  trade)  was  held  in  the  "  Troca- 
dero,"  London,  on  June  13,  Dr.  Clay  superintending  and 
Messrs.  Fluxtley,  Oxbrow,  and  Wingate  assisting  him.  In 
part  A  of  Section  III.  six  questions  were  set,  of  which  three 
had  to  be  answered.  In  Part  B  were  four  questions,  all  to 
be  answered  ;  in  Part  C  three  out  of  five  questions  had  to 
be  answered ;  and  two  each  in  Parts  D  and  E. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

Bro.  H.  J.  Heyhoe,  P.M.  2,879,  was  last  week  invested 
P.J.G.D.  for  the  ensuing  year  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Norfolk  Provincial  Grand  Masonic  Lodge. 

According  to  Mr.  T.  Gibson  Bowles,  formerly  M.P.  for 
Lynn,  the  local  chemists  and  linen-drapers  are  the  superior 
persons  and  aristocrats  of  the  town — that  is  what  he  soberly 
told  a  public  meeting  last  week.  Meanwhile  the  superb 
and  aristocratic  pill-punchers  grumble  on  account  of  quiet 
business. 

It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  a  fair  proportion  of  East 
Anglians  will  attend  the  B.P.C.  next  month,  writes  a  corre- 
spondent. There  is  at  least  one  excellent  train  per  day  to 
Manchester  from  all  the  principal  towns  in  this  district. 
Entire  change  of  scene  and  dialect  would  greet  the  Eastern 
visitor,  and,  apart  from  the  feast  of  intellectual  and  social 
promise,  a  man  might  choose  a  worse  place  than  Cottonopolis 
for  a  holiday  centre. 

Milan  Exhibition  Awards. 

The  list  of  special  awards  in  the  British  Section  of  the 
Milan  International  Exhibition,  1906,  has  just  been  pub- 
lished in  the  "London  Gazette."  We  have  already  pub- 
lished (C.  &  D.,  November  3,  1906,  p.  665)  the  awards  to 
industrial  exhibitors,  but  we  notice  that  the  "Diploma  di 
Benemerenza"  has  been  presented  to  (among  others)  Sir 
Samuel  B.  Boulton,  Bart.,  Sir  Boverton  Bedwood,  Sir 
Philip  Watts,  Sir  William  White,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Reid,  and 
Dr.  Otto  Hehner.  The  awards  to  collaborators  include  dip- 
lomas of  honour  to  Dr.  A.  R.  Garrick  (United  Alkali  Co., 
Ltd.),  Dr.  J.  A.  Voelcker  (Royal  Agricultural  Society  of 
England),  Mr.  M.  W.  Duddell  and  Mr.  Cyril  Young  (Cam- 
bridge Scientific-instrument  Co.,  Ltd.)  ;  gold  medals  to 
Dr.  G.  Barger,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Dr.  W.  Dowson, 
Mr.  Frank  Tutin,  Mr.  F.  N.  Baumann  and  Mr.  F.  J.  W. 
Thompson  (Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.),  and  to  Mr.  F.  C. 
Darton  (F.  Darton  &  Co.)  ;  silver  medals  to  Mr.  E.  Fades 
(Cresswell  Bros.  &  Schmitz,  Ltd.)  and  Mr.  P.  E.  F.  Peredes 
(Wellcome  Research  Laboratories).  In  the  Scholastic 
Exhibition  Dr.  Walter  Dowson  (Wellcome  Physiological 
Research  Laboratories)  and  Dr.  F.  B.  Power  (Wellcome 
Chemical  Research  Laboratories)  received  diplomas  of 
honour. 

Substitution  Justified. 

The  keenness  and  caution  of  Mr.  Robert  Keir,  chemist 
and  druggist,  of  86  Everton  Road,  prevented  a  tragedy  in 
Liverpool  last  week.  According  to  the  story  told  by  the 
prosecution  at  the  police  court  on  June  14,  James  Aaron 
March  (30)  went  to  Mr.  Keir's  shop  and  asked  to  be  sup- 
plied with  sugar  of  lead.  Mr.  Keir's  suspicions  were 
aroused  owing  to  his  customer's  conduct,  so  he  substituted 
ammonium  chloride  for  sugar  of  lead,  wrapped  it  carefully, 
and  labelled  it  "Poison."  This  powder  March  dissolved 
in  water  and  gave  to  his  two  boys,  aged  eight  and  six  re- 
spectively, to  drink.  The  man  was  subsequently  arrested 
and  charged  with  attempting  to  murder  his  children,  the 
Stipendiary  (Mr.  Stewart)  remarking  that  but  for  the 
shrewdness  of  the  chemist  poison  would  have  been  adminis- 
tered.  March  was  committed  for  trial. 

Manchester  Notes. 

An  attempt  was  made  last  Saturday  to  take  a  group 
portrait  of  the  local  Committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference,  but  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  the 
rain.  Another  attempt  will  be  made  on  Thursday  in  the 
grounds  of  the  Whitworth  Institute. 

Considerable  interest  is  being  taken  in  the  announcement 
that  the  Spectacle-Makers'  Company  exemption  as  regards 
chemists  may  be  considerably  modified  when  the  new- 
regulations  are  made.  A  local  chemist  with  more  than  a 
local  reputation  in  optics  has  already  a  score  of  pupils  whom 
he  is  coaching  for  the  November  examination,  which  is  to 
be  the  last  under  the  old  rules. 


An  unqualified  trader  recently  supplied  carbolic  acid  when 
the  oil  was  asked  for.  The  bottle  was  labelled  "  Carbolic 
oil  "  by  a  chemist,  who  had  previously  supplied  the  right 
article.  Two  people  were  rather  badly  burned  through  bath- 
ing the  skin  with  the  fluid.  Investigation  was  made  by  the 
authorities,  and  the  facts  were  placed  before  the  Blooms- 
bury  Council.  It  was  found,  however,  that  the  proof  of 
sale  was  too  weak  to  warrant  the  case  being  proceeded  with, 
either  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  or  the 
Pharmacy  Act. 

Midland  Notes. 

Colonel  Wyley  presided  (as  Chairman  of  the  Coventry 
Chamber  of  Commerce)  at  the  luncheon  to  the  Postmaster- 
General,  who  paid  an  official  visit  to  that  city  last  week. 

It  is  whispered  that  the  local  associations  are  to  go  to  the 
wholesale  for  a  President  lor  the  ensuing  year.  This  will 
make  the  third  in  succession,  the  others  being  Messrs. 
Jones  and  Gerrard. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock's  remark  at  the  local  Association's  annual 
meeting  about  the  B.P.C.  subscription  was  that  the  Con- 
ference had  adopted  (not  "stopped")  variation  by  fixing 
a  minimum  of  7s.  6d. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Mrs.  R.  Cadbury  took  place  at 
Lodge  Hill  Cemetery,  Selly  Oak,  on  Saturday,  June  15,  int 
the  midst  of  an  extraordinarily  large  number  of  public 
mourners,  in  spite  of  the  storm  of  blinding  rain. 

A  new  phase  of  the  Coventry  dispensary  dispute  has  ap- . 
peared  at  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Hospital,  where 
on  account  of  an  article  appearing  in  the  "Lancet"  there 
is  likely  to  be  friction  with  the  committee,  workers,  and 
patients. 

"  Good  opening  for  a  chemist  "  occurs  in  the  Birmingham, 
daily  Press  unusually  often  just  now,  and,  judging  from  the 
districts  named  and  the  enormous  extension  of  suburban 
building-operations,  there  appears  to  be  much  truth  in  the 
suggestive  advertisement. 

The  hiring  of  chemists'  windows  by  speciality-makers  lor  • 
the  purpose  of  making  an  imposing  show  and  advertising 
their  wares  is,  and  has  been,  much  in  evidence  in  Birming- 
ham during  the  past  few  months. 

A  most  interesting  exhibit  may  be  seen  in  Messrs. 
Southall's  shop-window  in  Bull  Street,  Birmingham.  The 
intention  is  to  show  the  source  and  nature  of  olive  oil.  All 
kinds  of  fruit  are  shown,  as  well  as  grades  of  oil,  glycerin, 
fatty  acids,  and  other  products. 

Birmingham  students  of  pharmacy  are  invited  to  turn 
down  Union  Street  and  have  a  peep  in  Mr.  Radford's  nice 
shop-window,  and  in  the  left-hand  corner  espy  some  magnifi- 
cent specimens  of  cultivated  red-cinchona  bark  remarkable 
for  the  size,  thickness,  and  diameter  of  the  quills. 

On  Friday,  June  14,  application  was  made  before  the 
Birmingham  Bench  by  Professor  Frankland  for  a  three  days' 
extension  of  licence  at  the  Grand  Hotel  for  the  convenience 
of  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  who  are 
to  visit  Birmingham  shortly.  It  was  granted,  although  a 
similar  application  made  some  time  ago  was  refused  tc  the 
local  pharmacists. 

Contract  Medical-practice. 
The  Bolton  Board  of  Guardians  on  June  12  considered  im- 
plications from  two  of  their  medical  otticers  for  increases  of 
salary.  Dr.  Rees,  who  is  paid  98/.  per  annum,  stated  that  last 
year  he  made  1.592  visits,  dispensed  2,772  bottles  of  medi- 
cine, performed  128  operations,  and  wrote  out  over  700  certi- 
ficates. Reckoning  this  on  the  basis  of  a  sixpenny  practice 
he  should  have  made  over  200?.  Dr.  Mawson,  who  asked  for 
a  net  sum  of  100/.  per  annum,  stated  that  in  the  first  year 
he  held  the  office  the  cash  value  of  his  work,  calculated  at 
the  minimum  rate  of  charges  for  an  ordinary  working-class 
practice,  was  450/.  The  Board  referred  the  whole  matter  to 
a  committee. 

Poor-law  Notes. 

The  Metropolitan  Poor-law  Dispensers'  Association  is 
sending  a  circular  letter  to  the  Metropolitan  Boards  of 
Guardians  enclosing  the  following  extract  of  a  communica- 
tion received  from  the  Local  Government  Board  with 
respect  to  the  salary  of  Poor-law  dispensers  : 

The  Board  are  willing  to  allow  the  maximum  180?.  to  be 

reached,  in  cases  where  the  Guardians  so  desire,  by  an 
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increment,  as  now,  of  20/.  after  four  years,  and  then  by 
biennial  increments  of  10/.,  instead  of  quadrennial  incre- 
ments as  at  present. 
This  is  in  pursuance  of  the  decision  arrived  at  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

Deaths  from  Anaesthetics. 
At  an  inquest  at  the  City  Coroner's  Court  last  week  on 
a  death  which  followed  the  administration  of  an  anaes- 
thetic at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  Dr.  F.  J.  Waldo  said 
he  had  dealt  as  City  Coroner  with  fifty- four  anaesthetic  cases 
during  the  past  six  years.  Of  these,  eighteen  deaths  occurred 
at  St.  Bartholomew's  and  thirty-six  at  other  hospitals. 
Chloroform  was  used  in  thirty-two  cases,  the  A.C.E. 
(alcohol,  chloroform,  and  ether)  mixture  in  fourteen,  ether 
in  four,  and  ethyl  chloride  in  four.  Of  the  eighteen  fatal 
cases  at  St.  Bartholomew's,  chloroform  was  used  in  four- 
teen, ether  in  two,  nitrous  oxide  ("laughing  gas")  fol- 
lowed by  ether  in  one,  and  chloroform  followed  by  ether 
in  one.  There  was  no  case  of  death  at  all  from  nitrous 
oxide  at  any  of  the  institutions  referred  to. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Messrs.  B.  Waterhouse,  Ltd.,  are  removing  their  branch 
shop  from  474  Ecclesall  Boad  to  18  Wellington  Street. 

At  the  Sheffield  Police  Court  on  Monday  last  a  medical 
man,  formerly  in  practice  in  Sheffield,  was  sent  to  gaol  at 
the  instance  of  the  Ecclesall  Guardians  for  neglecting  his 
family. 

The  photographic  chemists  is  an  increasing  quantity  here. 
Mr.  H.  G.  Williams,  who  has  specialised  in  this  direction 
for  some  time,  is  devoting  the  whole  of  his  Fitzwilliam 
Street  window  to  cameras  and  accessories,  in  addition  to 
half  his  show  space  on  the  Moor  side  of  his  premises.  Mr. 
B.  Ellis,  of  Ecclesall  Boad,  has  a  photographic  show,  as  also 
.Mr.  Bowland  Dixon,  of  Hunter's  Bar,  while  Messrs.  Hirst, 
Asquith  &  Co.  are  making  a  special  feature  of  this  line  at 
their  new  Rustlings  Road  pharmacy. 

The  criticisms  which  have  been  directed  at  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Sheffield  Union  Hospital  in  the  local  and 
medical  Press  are  apparently  now  to  fizzle  out.  A  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  on  Tuesday,  at  which  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  as 
chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  dealt  fully  with  the 
history  and  reasons  for  the  separation  of  the  hospital  from 
the  workhouse,  and  gave  an  opportunity  to  the  critics  to 
bring  forward  their  objections,  of  which,  however,  they  did 
(not  take  advantage. 

Analysts'  Reports. 
All  the  samples  of  drugs  taken  at  Walsall  last  quarter 
"were  of  the  proper  strength  and  quality. 

The  public  analyst  of  Bethnal  Green  has  examined  during 
the  past  five  weeks  five  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  four  of 
tartaric  acid,  and  one  of  cream  of  tartar.  All  were  genuine 
except  one  of  camphorated  oil,  which  was  deficient  in 
camphor.  Proceedings  were  taken,  and  the  vendor  had  to 
pay  costs. 

According  to  the  annual  report  of  the  public  analyst  of 
Wandsworth  just  issued,  of  the  905  samples  taken  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  during 
the  year  there  were  17  samples  of  drugs,  as  follows  :  Lime- 
water,  7;  iron  pills,  3;  tincture  of  iodine,  2;  mercurial 
ointment,  2 ;  camphorated  oil,  1 ;  liquorice  powder,  1 ; 
linseed  oil,  1.  All  were  found  to  be  genuine  with  the 
following  exceptions  :  Tincture  of  iodine  (25  per  cent,  de- 
ficient in  iodine  and  potassium  iodide)  ;  mercurial  oint- 
ment (64  per  cent,  deficient  in  mercury).  In  the  case  of  the 
tincture  of  iodine  proceedings  were  taken  against  the 
vendor,  and  he  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs,  amounting  to 
12s.  6d. 

In  his  report  for  1906,  Mr.  F.  W.  F.  Arnaud,  public 
analyst  to  the  Borough  of  Portsmouth,  states  that  he  ex- 
amined 1,003  samples  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts ;  of  these  only  138  (mainly  milk)  were  adulterated. 
The  drugs  examined  included  ground  ginger  (two),  ground 
cinnamon  (two),  baking-powder  (three),  meat-extract 
(three),  beeswax  (five),  linseed  oil  (one),  olive  oil  (four), 
castor  oil  (five),  glycerin  (three),  milk  of  sulphur  (two), 
mercury  pills  (two),  and  "  other  drugs  "  (four),  all  of  which 
were  genuine.  The  adulterated  samples  were  one  of  Par- 
rish's  food  (three  taken),  one  of  lime-water  (five  taken),  and 


four  of  camphorated  oil  (eight  taken).  One  sample  of 
fullers'  earth  (two  taken)  was  returned  as  "  inferior."  The 
lime-water  sample  was  27  per  cent,  deficient  in  lime,  the 
sample  of  Parrish's  syrup  contained  80  per  cent,  of  added 
water,  while  the  camphorated-oil  samples  were  2.5  per 
cent.,  53.3  per  cent,  6.6  per  cent.,  and  9.9  per  cent,  de- 
ficient in  camphor  respectively.  Referring  to  prosecutions 
in  camphorated-oil  cases,  Mr.  Arnaud  says  the  defence 
usually  raised  is  that  the  camphor  has  evaporated.  This 
contention,  however,  continues  the  analyst,  is  groundless,  as 
camphor  volatilises  from  oil  at  a  very  slow  rate  indeed, 
unless  considerable  heat  is  applied.  One  sample  of  cam- 
phorated oil  was  allowed  tc  remain  in  the  laboratory  for 
three  months  in  a  bottle  with  the  cork  removed,  and  found 
to  contain  the  following  percentages  of  camphor  : 

At  commencement   22.0  per  cent,  camphor 

1  month  after    21.75  „ 

2  months  after    21.66  ,, 

3  months  after    21.51  ,, 

The  total  loss  of  camphor  by  evaporation  was  therefore 
very  small.  Another  sample,  kept  for  nearly  five  months  in 
a  loosely  corked  bottle,  was  analysed  before  and  after  the 
expiration  of  this  term,  and  was  found  to  have  lost  but 
0.2  per  cent,  by  weight  of  its  camphor.

Mr.  A.  L.  Thompson,  Snargate  Street,  Dover,  has  been 
appointed  chemist  to  the  Dover  Town  Council  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The  Loddon  and  Clavering  Board  of  Guardians  have 
accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  McDougall  Bros.,  London, 
for  disinfectants. 

The  St.  Faith's  (Norwich)  Board  of  Guardians  have  ac- 
cepted the  tender  of  Mr.  J.  Cossey,  chemist  and  druggist, 
for  the  supply  of  trusses.

The  Huddersfield  Education  Committee  have  accepted 
the  tender  of  Mr.  R.  Cuthbert,  chemist  and  druggist, 
12  Westgate,  Huddersfield,  for  chemical  and  physical 
apparatus.

The  Hemsworth  Board  of  Guardians  have  declined  to 
adopt  a  recommendation  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
that  the  Guardians  should  supply  expensive  drugs  and  medi- 
cines for  the  outdoor  poor,  instead  of  the  medical  officer. 

The  Worksop  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the 
tenders  of  Messrs.  Gardner  &  Son  and  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
Ltd.,  London,  for  surgical  instruments,  etc.,  at  the  In- 
firmary, at  221.  9s.  3d.  and  361.  18s.  3d.  respectively. 

The  Camberwell  Guardians  have  accepted  the  following 
tenders  for  annual  supplies  :  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co., 
drugs,  etc.  (31  per  cent,  off  scheduled  prices)  ;  Apothecaries' 
Hall,  tinctures  and  carbolic  acid  for  infirmary  (12^  per  cent, 
off  scheduled  prices) ;  ditto  bandages,  surgical-dressings, 
etc.,  bandages,  3  in.,  white  open  wove  (15s.  9c?.  per  gross), 
ditto  2i  in.

(13s.)  ;  lint  (Is.  2i,d.  per  lb.),  cotton  wool  (IQ^d.  per  lb.), 
tow  md.  per  lb.),  boric  lint  (10^d.  per  lb.),  cyanide  gauze 
(ll-gd.  per  dozen  yards),  iodoform  gauze  (3d.  per  six  yards 
packet),  plain  sterilised  gauze  (3s.  l^d.  per  lb.  packet),  pink 
jaconet  (Is.

Saccharine  Saccharin. 
At  Thames  Police  Court  on  June  13,  Philip  Diamond 
(44),  described  as  a  mineral-water  manufacturer's  agent. 
St.  George's,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  "  concealing  and 
harbouring  "  2  lb.  of  saccharin  on  which  duty  had  not  been 
paid.  According  to  the  prosecution,  defendant  denied 
smuggling  the  saccharin,  but  admitted  that  he  did  a  secret 
trade  by  adulterating  saccharin  with  icing  sugar,  and 
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selling  the  mixture  at  15s.  per  lb.  in  packages  similar  to 
those  smuggled  into  this  country. 

"  Frseman  &  Co." 

At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  June  18,  Hewan  Archdale 
Freeman  (36),  manager,  and  Albert  Reuter  (37),  traveller, 
were  charged  on  remand  with  unlawfully  conspiring  together 
to  obtain  and  obtaining  of  and  from  Albert  Mills,  a  bottle- 
merchant,  of  Camberwell,  a  quantity  of  bottles,  value  91.  8s., 
by  false  pretences  and  with  intent  to  defraud.  They  were 
further  charged  in  conjunction  with  Leslie  Freeman  (38),  a 
house-agent  (who  was  brought  up  in  the  custody  of  two 
warders  from  Wandsworth  Prison),  with  conspiring  to- 
gether to  obtain  goods  by  false  pretences  and  with  intent  to 
■defraud.  In  outlining  the  additional  charges  Mr.  William- 
son, who  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Treasury,  said  the 
inquiries  made  by  the  police  went  to  show  that  premises 
occupied  by  the  three  prisoners  at  Queen's  Road,  New  Cross, 
were  used  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  goods  by  fraud,  and 
not  paying  for  them.  Business  appeared  to  have  been  carried 
on  under  the  styles  of  "Freeman  &  Co.,"  "The  Common 
Sense  Chemical  and  General  Supply  Co.,"  and  "Freeman's 
Vinegar  Co."  In  December  1905  the  prisoners  were  trading 
in  the  name  of  "  Freeman  &  Co.,"  and  at  various  dates  they 
obtained  a  quantity  of  goods  from  Messrs.  Reitmeyer  &  Co., 
chemical-merchants.  In  May  1906  "Freeman  &  Co."  were 
indebted  to  Messrs.  Reitmeyer  in  the  amount  of  10/.  8s.  4d. 
for  goods  supplied.  Messrs.  Reitmeyer  applied  to  the 
address  in  Queen's  Road  for  payment,  and  in  reply  to  their 
application  they  received  a  letter  purporting  to  come  from 
the  Common  Sense  Chemical  and  General  Supply  Co.,  saying 
that  the  firm  of  "Freeman  &  Co."  no  longer  existed,  and 
that  they  knew  nothing  of  that  firm.  In  January  1906 
prisoners  were  trading  in  the  name  of  "  Freeman's  Vinegar 
Co.,"  and  they  obtained  on  approval  from  Messrs.  Betts  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  goods  of  the  value  of  Zl.  Messrs.  Betts  applied 
for  payment,  and  received  a  similar  letter  from  the  Common 
Sens©  Chemical  Co.  In  another  case  goods  were  obtained 
from  a  Mr.  James  Hanson  and  not  paid  for.  A  number  of 
witnesses  were  called  in  support  of  the  case  for  the  prose- 
cution, and  as  against  Hewan  Freeman  and  Reuter  only 
evidence  was  given  in  support  of  the  charge  of  having,  in 
March  last,  conspired  together  to  obtain  from  Charles 
Windschuegl,  a  chemical-merchant,  eight  carboys  of  acetic 
acid,  value  111.  3s.  6d.,  by  false  pretences  and  with  intent 
to  defraud.  Mr.  Hopkins  (Magistrate)  intimated  to  the 
prisoners,  who  each  pleaded  not  guilty,  that  they  would  be 
committed  for  trial,  but,  in  order  to  carry  the  case  over 
until  the  next  sessions,  he  directed  a  formal  remand. 
The  Storage  of  Arsenic. 

At  the  adjourned  inquest  on  June  14,  on  the  body  of 
James  Kavanagh,  a  labourer  at  Messrs.  Pilkington's  Glass- 
works at  St.  Helens,  who  poisoned  himself  with  arsenic 
(C.  Jb  D.,  June  15,  p.  898),  the  Coroner  said  that  140  grains 
of  arsenic  was  found  in  deceased's  possession  ;  that  meant 
720  fatal  doses.  Detective  Roe,  who  had  made  inquiries 
since  the  adjournment,  said  he  found  5  cwt.  of  arsenic  in 
an  inner  room  at  the  glass-works,  in  charge  of  the  head 
mixer,  or  a  deputy  when  the  foreman  was  absent.  The  room 
was  open  in  the  day-time,  and  four  men  worked  there. 
Mr.  Shinner  (Inspector  of  Factories)  was  of  opinion  that 
the  arsenic,  which  was  brought  to  the  works  in  barrels, 
should  be  kept  separate  and  should  be  locked  up.  Mr. 
Dickinson  (representing  the  firm)  said  he  was  quite  ready 
to  adopt  the  Inspector's  suggestion.

Insurance. 

The  Cardiff  and  Penarth  Mutual  Plate-glass  Insurance 
Society,  Ltd.,  which  was  formed  only  a  year  ago,  seems  to 
be  doing  well.  A  bonus  of  50  per  cent,  off  the  renewal 
premiums  was  declared  at  the  last  meeting.  Perhaps  its 
prosperity  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  its  policy-holders 
include  such  well-known  chemists  as  Mr.  Albert  Hagon, 
Mr.  D.  Harries,  Mr.  Jesse  Williams,  and  Mr.  D.  J. 
Lewis.

The  Eastern  India  Railway  Co.  are  obtaining  the 
services  of  a  chemist  from  England  for  their  colliery  de- 
partment. 

The  Bengal  Government  have  appointed  Mr.  Rai  Chuni 
Lai  Basu  Bahadur,  M.B.,  F.C.S.,  to  act  as  chemical  examiner 
for  Bengal  and  professor  of  chemistry,  Medical  College, 
Calcutta. 

Cardamoms  in  Coorg. — The  Coorg  Administration  are 
offering  a  lease  of  the  cardamom  tracts  in  the  province  for 
twenty-one  years,  with  effect  from  the  current  official  year. 
Cardamoms  are  an  important  industry  in  that  district,  and 
there  is  keen  competition  at  the  sales. 

Lady  Doctor's  Death. — Intimation  has  been  received  of 
the  death  at  Darjeeling  of  Dr.  Niebel,  the  lady  doctor  of 
the  Lady  Curzon  Hospital  at  Bangalore.  Miss  Niebel  was 
an  M.D.  of  Brussels,  and  before  going  to  Bangalore  she  was 
in  charge  of  the  Lady  Dufferin  Maternity  Hospital  and  of 
the  Lady  Lyall  Hospital  at  Agra.  She  left  Bangalore  a 
year  ago  suffering  from  cancer. 

The  Lauder  Brunton  Lancet  for  the  treatment  of 
snake-bite  is  proving  a  success  in  the  Punjab.  Its  use  has 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  people,  with  the  result  that 
inquiries  have  been  made  from  village  shops  in  the  Salt 
Range  as  to  the  source  from  which  the  lancets  are  to  be 
obtained.  The  authorities  have  made  arrangements  to  keep 
a  small  supply  at  all  police-stations. 

The  "Japanese  in  Formosa. — The  Japanese  advance  into 
the  savage  territory  of  Formosa  reached  a  critical  stage  on 
June  13,  according  to  a  "  Times  "  telegram  from  Tokio  of 
June  16,  the  chief  native  stronghold  being  captured.  The 
operations  are  now  attracting  much  attention,  as  the  country 
occupied  has  never  previously  been  trodden  by  civilised  men. 
Moreover,  it  possesses  great  wealth  of  camphor-forests  and 
probably  of  minerals.  The  resistance  of  the  savages, 
hitherto  desperate,  is  now  believed  to  have  broken  down 
owing  to  the  capture  o-f  Chinto  mountain,  which  is  4,000  feet 
high.

M.  Lecomte,  the  Shah's  French  Pharmacist,  continues 
to  communicate  to  the  Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  analyses 
of  Persian  mineral  waters.  Those  of  Maragha,  Tamtame, 
and  Livan  formed  the  subject  of  his  last  paper. 

Academy  of  Medicine. — There  was  an  election  of  a 
member  of  this  Academy  last  Tuesday  in  the  Section  o£ 
Physics  and  Medical  Chemistry,  and  Dr.  Weiss  was  chosen. 
He  was  a  pupil  of  Professor  Gavarret  and  is  an  assistant 
professor  at  the  Paris  Faculty. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  June  meeting  the 
question  was  brought  forward  as  to  whether  synthetic 
camphor  can  be  employed  in  pharmacy  instead  of  natural 
camphor.  The  Society  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  latter 
being  alone  inscribed  in  the  Codex  should  be  the  only  one 
chosen  for  use  in  pharmacy. 

The  Photograi'hy  of  Colours. — At  the  weekly  meeting 
of  the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine  on  Tuesday  M.  Hal- 
lopeau  exhibited  some  remarkably  good  photographs  in 
colours  representing  patients  suffering  from  cutaneous  affec- 
tions. These  were  obtained  by  M.  Infroit,  chief  of  the 
radiography  laboratory  at  the  Tattpetriere  Hospital,  from 
new  autochromous  plates  supplied  by  Mil.  Lumiere  Freres, 
which  have  apparently  given  good  results. — Also  at  the 
Academy  of  Sciences  this  week,  M.  Dastre  presented,  in 
the  name  of  M.  Franck,  some  coloured  micro-photographs. 

A  "  Calomel"  Tale. — The  "Grand  Prix  de  Paris"  was 
lost  and  won  last  Sunday,  and  those  Paris  pharmacists 
who  are  something  of  sportsmen — and  we  can  number  a 
goodly  few — took  especial  interest  in  the  race  from  the  fact 
that  the  favourites  included  a  horse  bearing  the  familiar 
name  "  Calomel."  Now  sportsmen,  though  usually  keenly 
intelligent,  are  also  often  just  a  little  superstitious,  and 
sporting  pharmacists  here  backed  the  "  representative  of  the 
drug-trude " ;  but  Calomel  finished  a  bad  sixth.  Said  a 
well-known  and  popular  English  pharmacist  to  me  on  Mon- 
day morning,  "  Yes,  I  backed  '  Calomel '  as  the  others  did  ; 
but  men  I  forgot  for  the  moment  its  reputation  as  a  depress- 
ing drug,  but  I  feel  it  keenly  now — that  my  money  is  gone  !  " 

The  First  Lecture  of  M.  Grimbert,  the  professor  of 
the  new  chair  of  biological  chemistry  at  the  Paris  Superior 
School  of  Pharmacy,  was  attended  by  many  of  his  colleagues 
in  the  school  and  the  hospitals,  a  certain  number  of  members 
of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  and  the  School  of  Pharmacy, 
and  by  numerous  pharmacists,  all  of  whom  joined  a  large 
body  of  students  in  heartily  applauding  the  debut  of  the 
new  and  popular  professor.  He  gave  a  short  sketch  of  the 
history  of  the  science,  one  of  his  illustrations  being  quoted 
from  Sir  William  Crookes.  Professor  Grimbert's  friends 
and  pupils  have  formed  a  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
offering  him  a  work  of  art  to  commemorate  the  inauguration 
of  the  new  professorship  ;  Professor  Guignard,  Director  of 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy,  is  the  honorary  President 
of  the  committee. 

The  1907  Statistics  of  French  Pharmacy  Schools, 
published  in  the  Administrative  Bulletin  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, show  953  students  at  the  Paris  School,  159  at  Mont- 
pellier,  and  fifty-one  at  Nancy.  The  Mixed  Faculties  show 
161  pharmaceutical  students  at  Lyons,  188  at  Bordeaux, 
ninety  at  Toulouse,  and  133  at  Lille,  while  the  preparatory 
schools  have  298  students,  and  the  "  Full  exercise  "  schools, 
257  students,  Algiers  (forty),  Marseilles  (105),  Nantes 
(four),  and  Rennes  (sixty-five),  bring  up  the  total  to  2,290. 
Only  five  years  ago  the  total  was  3,590,  Paris  alone  having 
1,394,  and  Lyons,  Bordeaux,  Montpellier,  and  Marseilles 
each  over  200.  The  steady  diminution  is  a  remarkable 
feature,  and  if  it  continues,  as  seems  probable,  may  place 
the  profession  on  a  more  favourable  footing  in  years  to 
come.  There  are  still  836  "second-class"  students  in- 
scribed, who  are  divided  between  the  Superior  Schools  and 
Mixed  Faculties  (452)  and  the  "Full  exercise"  and  Pre- 
paratory Schools  (384).  The  falling-off  in  the  students  is 
attributed  to  the  suppression  of  the  second-class  diploma. 
The  836  above-mentioned  entered  their  names  before  the 
new  law  came  into  force,  and  can  consequently  pass  their 
examinations  under  the  old  regime.

Cape  Colony. 

Customs  Delays. — The  Cape  Town  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce have  received  numerous  complaints  about  the  delays 
which  take  place  when  the  Customs  detain  merchandise  for 
examination  under  the  Food,  Drugs,  and  Seeds  Act.  The 
Colonial  Secretary  has  requested  the  Chamber  to  com- 
municate complaints  direct  to  him,  and  promises  attention. 

Trade-marks. — Messrs.  Frederick  Stearns  &  Co.,  manu- 
facturing pharmacists,  Detroit,  Mich.,  U.S.A.,  are  register- 
ing the  trade-marks  covering  the  more  recent  additions  to 
their  specialities  sold  in  South  Africa. — The  New  York 
and  London  Drug  Co.  (Incorp.),  of  5  Piatt  Street,  New 
York,  U.S.A.,  intend  applying  for  registration  for  "  Nyal's 
Headache-cui'e."  The  mark  consists  of  the  entire  package, 
design,  and  imprint  of  manufacturers. 

Masonic. — Brother  T.  Pryce  Dutton  was  duly  installed 
Master  of  the  Travellers'  Lodge,  No.  3166,  English  Con- 
stitution, on  May  25,  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Woodstock, 
near  Cape  Town.  The  D.G.M.,  the  Very  Rev.  C.  W. 
Barnett  Clarke,  Dean  of  Cape  Town,  conducted  the  cere- 
mony. Brother  Dutton  is  the  northern  representative  of 
Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.,  Cape  Town,  and  hails  from 
Bristol,  England.  He  is  the  Vice-President  of  the  Western 
Province  Commercial  Travellers'  Association,  and  one  of 
the  oldest  men  on  the  road. 

The  Reviva  Case. — On  May  2  the  Reviva  Co.  received  a 
notification  from  the  Treasury  Department  that  an  infringe- 
ment of  section  5  of  Act  15,  1877,  as  amended  by  Act  38  of 
1887,  had  been  committed  by  the  company  in  question.  The 
alleged  offence  had  been  pointed  out  to  the  Treasury  officials 
in  a  communication  from  the  Attorney-General's  Depart- 
ment. Under  the  Act,  a  general  dealer's  licence  covers  the 
sale  of  "  patent  and  homoepathic  medicines  and  of  the  medi- 
cines commonly  known  as  Dutch  medicines,"  and  it  was 
contended  that  as  the  Reviva  products  did  not  come  under 
any  of  these  heads,  the  law  had  been  infringed  by  their  sale 
by  general  dealers.  It  was  also  contended  by  the  Govern- 
ment officials  that  the  sale  of  all  other  medicines  except  the 
classes  enumerated  in  the  Act  required  an  apothecary's 
licence.  This  has  caused  consternation  in  the  paUnt- 
medicine  camp,  and  it  is  stated  that  some  "  patent  "  vendors 
in  Cape  Town  have  recen'-'y  approached  Mr.  Howel  Jones, 
of  the  Law  Department,  on  the  subject,  and  have  also  taken 
counsel's  opinion.  The  difficulty  appears  to  lie  with  the 
interpretation  of  the  word  "  patent  "  in  the  section  referred 
to,  and  it  is  said  that  the  Law  Department  are  inclined  to 
the  view  that  it  means  only  medicines  patented  in  Cape 
Colony.  The  Treasury  Department  are  credited  with  being 
■determined  to  proceed  to  the  Supreme  Court  with  their  case 
against  the  Reviva  Co.,  which  they  will  make  a  test  case. 

The  New  Poisons  Schedule. — The  Cape  Government 
has  improved  of  late  when  issuing  regulations.  Of  course 
•every  chemist  in  the  Colony — out  of  it,  too,  for  that  matter — 
is  expected  to  read  the  "  Gazette,"  but  somehow  or  other 
they  do  not.  Perhaps  the  excuse  of  the  Cape  chemists 
is  that  the  publication  costs  sixpence,  and  in  these 
hard  times  sixpence  is  sixpence.  To  ensure  that  every 
registered  chemist  gets  new  regulations,  copies  are  sent 
through  the  mail,  and,  though  belated,  doubtless  the  idea  is 
appreciated.  The  new  Poisons  Schedule  (C.  &  D.,  May  25, 
p.  789)  was  actually  mailed  within  a  fortnight  of  its  coming 
into  force,  which  is  considered  in  pharmaceutical  circles  as 
an  improvement  in  officialdom.  A  chat  with  prominent 
members  of  the  drug-trade  at  the  Cape  did  not  elicit  any- 
thing very  special  in  so  far  as  proprietary  medicines  con- 
taining a  scheduled  poison  are  concerned.  There  did  not 
really  appear  to  be  any  reason  for  a  change  in  labels,  or 
for  the  affixing  of  a  poison-slip,  for  Clause  16  of  the  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act,  1899,  fully  covered  the 
situation.  Now  comes  the  opinion  from  one  who  should 
know  that  this  clause  has  nothing  to  do  with  it,  but  that 
Clause  54  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1891,  is  the 
one  affecting  proprietaries  which  contain  a  poison  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.  And  so  the  drug-trade  will,  in  the 
absence  of  any  other  opinion,  have  to  begin  with  their 
poison-slips. 


Canafctan  flews,

The  Paris  Medicine  Co.,  whose  main  office  and  labor- 
atory is  in  Pine  Street,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  U.S.A.,  has  com- 
pleted the  installation  of  a  fully  equipped  Canadian  branch 
laboratory  and  office,  which  are  located  at  Toronto,  Ont. 
In  future  they  will  make  all  their  goods  for  the  Canadian 
market  at  this  branch,  thus  avoiding  the  heavy  duty. 

A  Veteran  Medico. — The  medical  men  of  New  Bruns- 
wick are  planning  a  celebration  in  August  which  will  be 
unique  in  its  character,  and  that  is  sure  to  draw  to  St.  John 
the  leaders  of  the  profession  from  all  parts  of  the  province. 
The  celebration  will  be  a  tribute  to  Dr.  William  Bayard, 
who  in  that  month  will  complete  seventy  years  of  active 
work  as  a  practising  physician  in  the  province.  Although 
approaching  the  century,  Dr.  Bayard  is  still  enjoying  robust 
health,  and  can  be  seen  walking  or  driving  about  the  streets 
in  the  daily  discharge  of  his  duty  in  ministering  to  the  sick. 

Mr.  Fulford's  Will. — Mr.  Justice  Teetzel,  of  Toronto, 
has  just  given  judgment  regarding  the  will  of  the  late 
Senator  G.  T.  Fulford,  who  amassed  such  a  large  fortune 
from  Dr.  Williams's  pink  pills.  He  decided  that  the  late 
senator's  holdings  in  the  W.  T.  Hanson  Co.  and  the  Ful ford- 
Hanson  Co.,  which  handle  the  Dr.  Williams's  remedies  in 
South  America,  the  United  States,  and  Mexico,  are  not  to  be 
considered  as  part  of  his  proprietary-medicine  business,  the 
income  from  which  was  to  be  accumulated  for  the  benefit  of 
his  grandchildren.  This  will  now  be  distributed  among  the 
late  senator's  children.  The  amount  involved  is  about  six 
and  a  half  million  dollars. 

Rutherford  on  Radium. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Scientific  Section  of  the  Royal  Society,  Professor  Ernest 
Rutherford,  before  leaving  McGill  College,  gave  an 
account  of  some  recent  experiments  that  he  had  under- 
taken to  show  the  origin  and  life  of  radium.  These  experi- 
ments were  in  support  of  the  view  that  radium  is  a  changing 
substance  which  is  produced  from  another  element.  The 
original  ancestor  of  radium  is  uranium,  but  there  are  still 
some  intermediate  bodies  between  radium  and  uranium  to 
be  isolated.  Professor  Rutherford  noted  that  Boltwood  had 
recently  shown  that  radium  grows  in  a  solution  of  actinium. 
This  shows  that  the  immediate  parent  of  radium  is  sepa- 
rated from  actinium.  Professor  Rutherford's  experiments  in 
connection  with  the  growth  of  radium  in  actinium  solutions 
had  proved  it  possible  to  obtain  a  solution  of  actinium  which 
showed  no  growth  of  radium.  It  is  still  quite  uncertain 
whether  actinium  was  the  real  parent  of  radium. 

Mr.  John  T.  Lyons,  who  was  about  the  best  known  drug- 
gist in  Canada,  died  suddenly,  on  June  1,  from  apoplexy. 
Mr.  Lyons  was  the  originator  of  cut-rate  drug-trade  in 
Canada.  He  had  to  face  a  vast  amount  of  opposi- 
tion from  the  other  druggists  in  Montreal,  who  did 
everything  in  their  power  to  cause  him  to  desist, 
by  co-operation  among  themselves  first,  and  then  by 
bringing  pressure  to  bear  on  the  different  manu- 
facturers of  patent  medicines,  inducing  them  to  shut  off 
supplies,  etc.,  and  when  these  means  failed  a  number  of 
the  druggists  went  into  the  cut-rate  business  in  self- 
defence.  Mr.  Lyons  was  made  the  defendant  in  a  number 
of  lawsuits,  the  principal  of  which  was  with  the  Wampole 
Co.,  but  he  came  out  of  them  all  victorious.  He  was 
born  in  1864,  and  received  his  education  in  the  City  of 
Montreal,  attending  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  and  was  gold 
medallist  of  his  graduating  class,  though  owing  to  the  fact 
that  he  was  under  age  at  the  time  he  was  obliged  to  wait 
three  months  for  his  diploma.  He  had  four  large  stores  in 
Montreal  under  his  direction,  he  being  the  head  of  the  John 
T.  Lyons  Drug  Co.,  a  joint-stock  company  which  he  floated 
some  years  ago.  He  did  a  large  mail-order  business  all  over 
the  Dominion.  Mr.  Lyons  leaves  a  widow  and  nine 
children,  four  of  his  sons  being  employed  in  the  various 
drug-stores  in  Montreal.

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Hi^h  Court  Cases. 

Price's  Trade-marks. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  June  14,  Mr.  Justice 
Warrington,  on  the  application  by  Mr.  Cave,  K.C.,  fixed 
July  3  for  the  hearing  of  a  matter  relating  to  trade-marks 
of  Price's  Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  objections  by  that 
company  to  an  application  by  the  Compagnie  Industrielle 
Petroles  for  the  registration  of  certain  trade-marks. 

The  Lever-Harmsworth  Action. 
In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  Friday,  June  14,  Lords  Justices 
Vaughan  Williams,  Moulton,  and  Buckley  had  before  them 
the  case  of  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.  v.  the  Associated  Newspapers, 
Ltd.,  on  an  application  by  the  defendants  for  leave  to  appeal 
against  an  order  of  Mr.  Justice  Jelf  in  Chambers  direct- 
ing the  defendants  to  answer  certain  interrogatories  ad- 
ministered by  the  plaintiffs.  The  action  was  one  for  alleged 
libel  brought  by  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  against  the  defendants 
in  respect  of  certain  articles  published  in  the  "  Daily  Mail  " 
and  other  of  their  journals  commenting  upon  the  proposed 
soap  combination.  The  interrogatories  were  directed  to 
ascertaining  what  the  information  was  on  which  the  writer 
based  his  comments,  and  what  steps  were  taken  to  verify 
that  information. — Mr.  Isaacs,  K.C.,  in  support  of  the  appli- 
cation, contended  that  the  question  of  whether  the  comment 
was  fair  depended  upon  the  facts  of  the  case  and  not  upon 
the  state  of  the  mind  of  the  person  commenting. — The 
Court  refused  leave  to  appeal,  their  Lordships  expressing 
the  opinion  that  the  question  of  whether  the  interrogatories 
should  be  admitted  was  a  matter  of  discretion  for  the  Judge 
in  Chambers. 

Beecham's  Pills. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  June  14,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Kekewich,  application  was  made  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Joseph 
Beecham,  of  St.  Helens,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the 
defendants,  F.  H.  Prosser  &  Co.,  chemists  and  druggists, 
112-114  Spring  Hill,  and  404  Monument  Eoad,  Birmingham, 
from  selling  or  offering  for  sale  as  Beecham's  pills  any  pills 
not  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture. — Mr.  Martelli  appeared 
for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Marshall  Freeman  for  the  defen- 
dants. 

Mr.  Martelli,  in  support  of  the  motion,  said  that  defen- 
dants' assistants,  when  asked  for  a  pennyworth  of 
Beecham's  pills,  had  on  five  or  six  occasions  that  had  been 
traced  given  the  purchasers  boxes  of  pills  which  the  pur- 
chasers had  handed  to  the  plaintiff's  manager.  They  had 
been  tested,  and  found  to  be  pills  not  of  the  plaintiff's 
manufacture.  The  learned  counsel  read  extracts  from  affi- 
davits filed. 

Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  smilingly  inquired  whether  old 
women  were  sent  in  to  make  the  purchases.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Martelli  said  they  were  men  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Freeman  :  I  think  in  any  event  they  were  old  women, 
my  Lord. 

Mr.  Martelli  :  Anyway  they  were  of  the  male  sex. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Marshall  Freeman,  in  opposing,  said  he  was  in- 
structed to  say  that  an  extraordinary  mistake  had  been 
made  by  the  plaintiff.  His  clients  had  no  recollection  of 
the  sales  complained  of,  but  said  that  if  such  sales  were 
made  the  pills  were  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture.  They 
had  been  in  the  habit  of  purchasing  Beecham's  pills  for 
over  twenty-five  years,  and  whenever  asked  for  the  plain- 
tiff's pills  they  had  exclusively  supplied  them.  If  his  Lord- 
ship thought  that  an  undertaking  should  be  given  he  was 
quite  willing  to  give  one,  but  there  was  no  reason  for  treat- 
ing this  as  a  matter  of  urgency  needing  an  injunction.  His 
clients  made  no  admission  that  they  had  done  what  was 
alleged.  They  had  entered  an  appearance  to  the  action, 
and  had  filed  an  affidavit  specifically  denying  plaintiff's 
allegations. 

Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  said  that  he  had  observed  a  grow- 
ing tendency  in  that  court  for  counsel  to  rely  too  much  on 
affidavits  in  reply.  If  the  defendants  disputed  the  plain- 
tiff's evidence  they  ought  to  have  cross-examined  him  on  his 
affidavit  in  support  of  the  motion.  Evidence  had  been  given 
by  the  plaintiff  proving  the  purchase  from  the  defendants  ' 


of  what  were  called  "Beecham's  Pills,"  but  which  were- 
not  pills  made  by  the  plaintiff.  The  defendants  alleged) 
that  there  had  been  some  mistake,  but  the  only  way  of 
proving  that  was  to  cross-examine  the  plaintiff,  which  they 
had  not  done.  There  would,  therefore,  be  an  injunction 
until  trial  or  further  order. 

Mr.  Freeman  said  that  this  being  an  interim  matter 
they  had  not  considered  cross-examination  necessary  at  that 
stage. 

In  answer  to  the  Judge,  who  suggested  that  the  defen- 
dants might  be  well  advised  to  make  an  end  of  the  matter, 
Mr.  Freeman  said  his  instructions  were  not  to  consent  to- 
that  course. 

An  interim  injunction  was  accordingly  granted. 


Merchandise-marks  Act. 

SODA-CRYSTALS. 

At  the  Dublin  City  Commission  on  June  14,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Gibson,  there  was  listed  for  hearing  a  case  in  which 
Wm.  M.  Collins,  manufacturers'  agent,  Dublin,  was  prose- 
cuted for  applying  the  false  trade-description  of  "soda- 
crystals  "  to  an  article  which  contained  a  large  percentage- 
of  Glauber  salt.  The  case  had  been  before  Mr.  Smythe, 
K.C.,  in  the  Southern  Police  Court,  when  the  Magistrate- 
sent  the  defendant  to  be  tried  before  a  judge  and  jurv,  a& 
he  elected  to  be  tried  by  indictment,  and  not  summarily.  A 
big  Bar  was  retained,  great  interest  being  centred  on  the 
issue  of  the  trial.  The  complainant  (Wm.  Scott,  grocer, 
Monkstown,  co.  Dublin)  was  represented  by  Messrs.  Blood, 
K.C.,  Healy,  K.C.,  M.P.,  and  Gibson  (instructed  by  Mr. 
Sharpe,  solicitor) ;  while  the  defendant  was  represented  by 
Messrs.  Moriarty,  K.C.,  and  Chambers,  K.C.  (instructed  by 
Messrs.  Gerald  Byrne  &  Co.,  solicitors).  When  the  case  was- 
called  Mr.  Blood,  K.C,  said  that  counsel  on  both  sides  had 
consulted,  and,  subject  to  the  consent  of  his  Lordship,  they 
would  withdraw  the  case  on  the  defendant  undertaking  not 
to  purchase  any  more  "soda-crystals"  from  Continental 
manufacturers  of  the  article,  and  nothing  was  to  be  said  as  to 
costs.  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  while  behind  the 
prosecution,  had  no  desire  to  suggest  that  they  should  have 
a  monopoly  of  this  trade,  as  there  were  twenty-five  other 
manufacturers  in  Great  Britain,  so  that  Mr.  Collins  was  at 
liberty  to  get  the  soda-crystals  from  any  of  those  he  liked, 
so  long  as  he  got  it  pure,  which  could  be  had  from  any  of 
those  manufacturers.  Mr.  Moriarty,  K.C,  for  the  defen- 
dant, said  his  client  had  been  misled  by  the  Continental 
manufacturers  of  the  article,  and  as  a  matter  of  prudence  he 
was  prepared  to  undertake  not  to  buy  any  more  soda- 
crystals  from  manufacturers  on  the  Continent.  His  Lord- 
ship said  he  was  glad  to  assent  to  the  withdrawal  of  the 
prosecution  under  the  circumstances  mentioned.  It  was  a 
matter  of  supreme  interest  to  the  Irish  customer  that  he 
should  get  proper  soda-crystals,  for  soda-crystals  adul- 
terated with  Glauber  salt  were  of  no  use  for  washing  or 
spraying  purposes,  and  unfortunately  the  difference  between 
the  two  crystals  cannot  be  distinguished  by  the  eye.  Messrs. 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  were  quite  right  in  bringing  the  pro- 
secution. 


Dentists  Act. 

The  Attorney-General  for  Ireland  v.  Myddletons, 
Ltd. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  Dublin,  od 
June  13,  14,  and  15,  before  Mr.  Justice  Barton,  the  case 
entitled  "Between  his  Majesty's  Attorney-General  for 
Ireland  (at  and  by  the  relation  of  Kevin  E.  O'Duffy), 
plaintiff,  and  Myddletons,  Ltd.  ;  Alfred  Myddleton,  Wm. 
Boles,  James  Cochrane,  Wm.  Greenlee,  John  Walters,  and 
Bobert  C.  Gordon,  defendants,"  was  heard.  The  state- 
ment of  claim  set  out — 

1.  That  the  defendants  wrongfully  and  fraudulently  and1 
with  intent  to  injure  and  deceive  the  liege  subjects  of  his 
Majesty  and  to  injure  and  defraud  the  persons  registered 
under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878.  conspired  together  to  form,  and 
did  form,  and  procured  to  be  registered  the  defendant  com- 
pany, Myddletons,  Ltd. 

2.  That  the  defendant  company  was  incorporated  on  the 
28th  day  of  June,  1902,  and  was  registered  under  the  Com- 
panies Acts.  1862  to  1900,  as  a  company  limited  by  shares. 
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(having  a  nominal  capital  of  1,0001.,  divided  into  1,000  shares 
of  11.  each,  all  of  which  were  allotted  to  the  defendants 
•other  than 'the  defendant  company,  and  are  now  held  by 
them— 993  shares  being  allotted  to  the  defendant  Alfred 

Myddleton.  .,.,,»,„,  ,  » 

3.  That  the  defendants  Alfred  Myddleton  and  Amy 
Myddleton  are  the  directors,  and  the  defendant  Alfred 
Myddleton  is  the  manager  and  secretary  of  the  defendant 
company,  and  the  defendants  other  than  the  company  are  the 
signatories  to  the  memorandum  of  association  of,  and  the  only 
■shareholders  in,  the  defendant  company. 

4.  That  the  objects  for  which  the  defendant  company  was 
incorporated  were:  to  carry  on  in  every  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  or  elsewhere  all  or  any  of  the  trades  or  businesses  of 
surgeon-dentists,  dentistry,  teeth  specialists,  and  manufac- 
turers and  dealers  in  dental  materials  and  appliances,  and 
any  other  business  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  company,  can 
he  conveniently  carried  on  by  the  company  in  connection  with 
the  above  or  any  of  them,  and  to  employ  properly  qualified 
persons  to  act  on  the  company's  behalf  as  surgeon-dentists  or 
■otherwise  in  connection  with  the  said  business. 

5.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  conspiracy  aforesaid  the  defen- 
dant company  has  been,  and  is  still  being,  extensively  adver- 
tised in  Belfast,  Lisburn,  Lurgan,  Portadown,  Downpatrick, 
and  other  towns  in  the  North  of  Ireland  as  Myddletons,  Ltd., 
surgeon-dentists  and  specialists  in  American  dentistry,  and 
the  public  are  by  such  advertisements  bidden  to  ask  for  Messrs. 
Myddletons,  the  largest  dentists  in  Ireland,  and  the  adver- 
tisements and  handbills  of  the  defendant  company  are  pre- 
pared and  issued  with  the  object  of  inducing  the  public  and 
■customers  of  the  defendant  company  to  believe  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company  is  conducted  and  carried  on  by  persons 
registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  or  specially  qualified 
to  practise  dentistry. 

6.  That  the  defendant  company  was  formed  for  an  unlawful 
purpose — to  wit,  for  the  purpose  of  imposing  upon  and  de- 
ceiving the  public  by  falsely  representing  to  them  that  the 
business  of  the  company  was  conducted  or  carried  on  by 
persons  registered  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878. 

7.  That  the  defendant  company  is  not  registered,  or  capable 
of  being  registered,  under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878. 

8.  That  the  defendant  company  have  employed  the  defen- 
dant Alfred  Myddleton  to  carry  on  business  under  the 
memorandum  of  association  of  the  said  company  under  the 
titles  of  surgeon-dentist  and  dentist. 

The  plaintiff's  claim  was  (1)  for  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  defendant  company  from  advertising  for  custom  under 
and  from  taking  or  using  the  name,  style,  addition,  or 
description  of  dentists  or  surgeon-dentists,  or  any  name, 
style,  addition,  or  description  of  dentists  or  surgeon-den- 
tists, or  any  name,  style,  addition,  or  description  containing 
the  word  "  dentist,"  either  alone  or  in  combination  with 
any  other  word  or  words,  or  any  name,  title,  style,  addition, 
or  description  implying  or  reasonably  calculated  to  induce 
the  public  or  persons  dealing  with  the  said  company  to 
believe  that  the  business  carried  on  by  the  said  company 
is  conducted  or  carried  on  by  a  person  or  persons  registered 
under  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  or  specially  qualified  to 
practise  dentistry  ;  (2)  a  declaration  that  the  defendant 
company  was  not  formed  for  a  lawful  purpose  under  the 
Companies  Acts,  1862  to  1900,  and  is  not  entitled  to  be  or 
remain  registered  under  the  Companies  Acts  ;  (3)  an  in- 
junction to  restrain  the  defendant  company  and  the 
directors  and  members  from  employing  the  defendant, 
Alfred  Myddleton,  under  the  title  surgeon-dentist  or  den- 
tist, to  carry  on  business  under  the  memorandum  of  asso- 
ciation of  the  said  company  ;  (4)  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  defendant  company  from  carrying  on  the  business  of 
dentists  or  surgeon-dentists  under  the  memorandum  of 
association  of  the  said  company ;  (5)  an  injunction  to  re- 
strain the  directors  and  members  of  the  defendant  com- 
pany from  allowing  the  said  company  to  remain  registered 
under  its  present  memorandum  of  association. 

The  defendants  denied  all  the  allegations  in  the  state- 
ment of  claim  ;  and,  as  an  alternative  defence,  the  de- 
fendants denied  that  any  of  the  acts  complained  of  done 
by  them  were  wrongful,  fraudulent,  or  unlawful,  or  partook 
of  the  nature  of  a  criminal  conspiracy,  or  that  same  were 
done  with  intent  to  injure,  deceive,  impose  upon,  or  defraud 
anyone,  or  that  the  defendant  company  was  formed  or 
registered  or  that  same  exists  for  any  unlawful  purpose. 
As  a  further  defence,  the  defendants  stated  that — 

the  relator,  Kevin  E.  O' Duffy,  is  the  secretary  of  an 
organisation  seeking  to  create  in  Ireland  for  the  members 
thereof  a  mischievous  monopoly,  whereby  the  public  would 
have  no  recourse  for  artificial  mechanical  assistance,  or  for 
treatment  connected  with  the  teeth,  to  any  persons  save 


themselves,  or  said  organisation ;  whereas  Parliament  has 
refused  and  refuses  to  restrain  limited  companies  from 
carrying  on  such  trade  or  business  under  the  Companies 
Acts,  notwithstanding  repeated  efforts  of  the  relator's 
organisation ;  and  defendants  further  say  that,  as  a  result 
of  the  relator's  organisation  malpractices  and  the  exaction 
of  exorbitant  charges  are  shielded.  The  defendants  submit 
that  it  is  an  ease  to  the  liege  subjects  of  his  Majesty  that 
competition  should  exist  to  prevent  the  formation  of  a  ring, 
either  in  the  manufacture  or  manipulation  of  artificial 
teeth  and  their  adjuncts,  or  otherwise,  and  they  deny  that 
they  did  any  unlawful  act,  or  engaged  in  practice  contrary 
to  law. 

Messrs.  S.  Ronan,  K.C.,  A.  W.  Samuels,  K.C.,  and 
Gerald  Fitzgibbon,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Messrs.  W.  G. 
Bradley  &  Son,  solicitors)  appeared  for  the  prosecution  ;  and 
the  defendant  company  was  represented  by  Messrs.  S.  L. 
Brown,  K.C.,  T.  M.  Healy,  K.C.,  M.P.,  W.  M.  Whitaker, 
K.C.,  and  J.  M.  Whitaker,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Ingham,  solicitor). 

Mr.  Ronan,  K.C.,  for  the  complainant,  said  the  sugges- 
tion that  the  action  was  brought  from  improper  motives  by 
the  Attorney-General  was  one  which  that  Court  could  not 
tolerate.  The  defendants  had  admitted  that  a  number  of 
documents  had  been  put  in — advertisements  in  newspapers 
and  handbills  issued  by  them — in  which  they  styled  them- 
selves "Myddletons,  Limited,  Surgeon  Dentists,"  "We 
have  great  experience  in  the  use  of  anaesthetics."  As  far  as 
he  (counsel)  could  make  out,  the  only  man  in  the  case  who 
was  an  expert  was  a  plumber.  In  another  handbill  the 
defendants  had:  "Anaesthetics — gas,  ether,  chloroform — 
are  given  at  any  hour."  Another  bore  "  The  largest 
practice  in  Ireland  ;  over  100  branches."  There  could  be  no 
doubt  that  the  defendants  held  themselves  out  as  dentists. 
Counsel  quoted  Rowell's  case,  wherein  registration  was 
refused  by  the  Court  on  the  ground  that  it  would  be  a 
deception  of  the  public. 

Mr.  Justice  Barton  said  that  the  word  "Limited  "  came 
after  "  Dentist  "  in  Rowell's  case,  and  in  this  case  it  came 
before  "  Dentist." 

Mr.  Ronan  said  that  the  defendants  had  taken  the 
title  of  surgeon-dentists,  and  their  telegraphic  address 
was  given  as  "  Myddletons,  Dentists,  Belfast."  The  Lord 
Chief  Baron  said  that  "  Rowell,  Dentists,  Limited,"  in- 
volved a  fraud  on  the  public;  and  whether  the  "Dentists" 
was  before  or  after  "  Limited,"  he  (Mr.  Ronan)  said  it  also 
involved  a  fraud.  Having  quoted  a  number  of  cases  bear- 
ing on  the  case,  counsel  asked  the  Court  to  grant  the  relief 
sought. 

Mr.  B  rown,  K.C.,  for  the  defendant  company,  said  that 
the  case  was  brought — and  there  was  no  use  in  the  other  side 
attempting   to  disguise  the  fact — to  try  the  question, 
whether  a  limited  liability  company  could,  having  regard 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Dentists  Act,  1878,  describe  itself 
and  its  business  as  dentists.    Mr.  Ronan  had  suggested 
fraud,  but  his  Lordship  would  see  that  there  was  no  fraud 
in  the_  case.    Prior  to  1878  dentistry  was  a  perfectly  free 
trade  in  this  country,  and  it  was  for  a  long  time  carried  on 
simply  as  a  branch  of  some  other  business.   He  believed  that 
old  _  barbers  were  the  people  in  connection  with  whose 
business  it  was  most  generally  carried  on  in  olden  times. 
The  first  Act  that  dealt  in  any  way  with  the  regulation  of  the 
business  of  dentistry  was  the  special  Act  of  1858.  That 
gave  her  Majesty  power  to  grant  a  Charter  to  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  England  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
that  body,  if  they  chose,  to  examine  and  give  certificates  to 
persons  fit  to  practise  as  dentists.    But  the  55th  Section  of 
that  Act  expressly  enacted  that  nothing  in  this  Act  con- 
tained shall  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  prejudice 
in  any  way,  or  in  any  way  to  affect  the  lawful  occupation, 
trade,  or  business  of  chemists,  druggists,  and  dentists,  or  the 
rights,  privileges,  or  employment  of  any  dulv  licensed 
apothecary  in  Ireland.   It  was  not  till  the  year  1878  that  the 
trade  of  dentistry  became  regulated  by  law.    This  Act  pro- 
vides that  certain  persons  might  register  themselves,  but 
it  does  not  prevent  a  person  carrying  on  the  trade  of  den- 
tistry as  freely  as  he  likes.    It  merely  savs  that  in  carrying 
on  that  trade  he  must  not  describe  himself  to  the  public  as 
a  dentist,  or  in  any  other  way  which  would  imply  that  he 
had  registered  himself  under  this  particular  Act,  under  a 
penalty.  A  limited  liability  company  cannot  register  under 
the  Act;  that  was  a  common  case.    It  did  not  make  the 
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trade  of  dentistry  as  practised  by  a  non-registered  person 
illegal ;  nor  did  it  affect  the  position  of  a  limited  liability 
company  with  reference  to  dentistry,  carrying  on  the  trade 
of  dentistry  or  describing  itself  or  recovering  its  fees.  Mr. 
Ronan  had  sought  to  leave  his  Lordship  under  the  impres- 
sion that  the  principles  which  were  applicable  to  penalties 
under  the  similar  Act  which  applied  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists  were  not  the  same  as  applied  to  cases  like  this. 
They  were  absolutely  the  same.  The  case  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  v.  the  London  and  Provincial  Supply 
Association,  Ltd.,  was  really  the  foundation  of  the  law 
as  regarded  the  meaning  of  the  word  "person"  in  the 
Dentists  Act.  Counsel  then  read  the  report  of  the  case 
mentioned  and  its  decision  by  the  House  of  Lords. 

Other  counsel  on  both  sides  having  further  argued  the 
question,  Mr.  Justice  Barton  reserved  judgment. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cassia. 

At  Castle  Eden  last  week,  George  Terry,  of  Haswell,  was 
fined  20s.,  and  costs,  for  selling  cassia  which  contained 
11.32  per  cent,  of  mineral  matter,  including  9.86  per  cent, 
of  pure  sand. 

Beeswax. 

William  George  Daniells,  trading  as  a  chemist,  at  Lothian 
Road,  Brixton,  was  summoned  at  the  Lambeth  Police  Court 
on  June  14,  at  the  instance  of  the  Lambeth  Borough  Council, 
for  selling  as  beeswax  an  article  which  the  public  analyst 
certified  to  consist  of  45  parts  of  beeswax,  40  parts  of  resin, 
and  15  parts  of  paraffin-wax.  The  defendant  said  he  took 
over  the  shop  six  weeks  before  the  sample  was  taken.  The 
sample  sold  was  some  of  the  old  stock.  He  had  not,  prior 
to  the  inspector's  call,  sold  any  of  the  article  to  the  public 
nor  had  he  used  any,  and  after  the  sample  was  taken  he 
destroyed  what  remained.  Mr.  Hopkins  thought  the 
defendant's  explanation  was  a  reasonable  one  and  ordered 
him  to  pay  a  nominal  penalty  of  20s.  and  12s.  6d.  costs. 

Turpentine. 

At  the  Bradford  City  Police  Court  on  June  13,  Shaw 
Tringle,  of  170  Westgate,  who  is  a  drug-store  pi'oprietor, 
and  was  improperly  described  by  some  of  the  daily  news- 
papers as  a  chemist,  was  summoned  for  selling  a  pint  of 
turpentine,  which,  on  analysis,  was  found  to  contain  two 
parts  of  turpentine  to  three  parts  of  petroleum.  The  prose- 
cution urged  that  this  was  a  serious  matter,  as  turpentine 
is  sometimes  used  internally.  Moreover,  petroleum  is 
only  about  one-fifth  of  the  price  of  turpentine,  and  it  was 
suggested  that  that  was  the  reason  of  the  adulteration. 
Defendant's  solicitor  contended  that  there  is  a  distinc- 
tion between  commercial  turpentine,  which  is  used  for 
domestic  purposes,  and  medicinal  turpentine,  and  that  a 
distinction  is  made  in  the  name  of  the  two  commodities. 
The  ordinary  household  article  which  his  client  sold  is 
known  as  "turpentine,"  but  the  article  for  medicinal  use 
is  known  as  "oil  of  turpentine."  He  also  contended  that 
turpentine,  as  such,  is  not  a  drug,  and  therefore  did  not 
come  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  A 
penalty  of  1?.,  and  costs,  was  inflicted. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Damaging  Ammonia. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  April  19,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  Mr.  Walter  T.  Beaumont,  Bromley - 
by-Bow,  sued  the  Standard  Ammonia  Co.,  85  Gracechurch 
Street,  to  recover  the  sum  of  72/.  19s.  for  damage  done  to 
a  barge  while  loading  ammonia  into  it.  Defendants  said 
the  barge  was  unsea worthy,  whereby  the  ammonia  was 
damaged,  and  they  counter-claimed,  but  the  Judge  found 
for  the  plaintiff,  with  costs. 

A  Drug-stores  Sued. 
In  the.  Lord  Mayor's  Court,  London,  on  June  13,  before 
Sir  F.  Bosanquet,  K.C.  (the  Common  Serjeant),  and  a 
jury,  the  case  of  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  v. 
R.  L.  Griffiths  &  Co.  was  disposed  of.  This  was  a  claim 
by  the  plaintiffs  against  defendants,  trading  as  the  Addis- 
combe  Drug-stores,  60  Cherry  Orchard  Road,  Croydon,  for 
71.  lis.  7d.,  the  balance  of  the  price  of  drugs,  etc.,  supplied. 


Mr.  F.  B.  Wyatt,  clerk  in  the  employ  of  the  plaintiffs, 
said  that  the  drugs  in  question  were  sent  in  to  the  defen- 
dants, and  periodical  demands  for  payment  had  since  been 
made.  The  defendants  had  written  excusing  themselves 
on  account  of  trade  being  bad.  The  jury,  after  hearing  the 
evidence,  returned  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the 
amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

Zylene  and  Coruxian. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  17,  before  Judge 
Eentoul,  K.C,  a  claim  was  made  by  the  liquidator  of 
Martin's  Hydrofuge,  Ltd.,  Upper  James  Street,  Golden 
Square,  to  recover  771.  16s.  Id.  for  zylene  supplied  to  the 
defendant,  Mr.  Eugene  Szehely,  trading  as  the  Coruxian 
Leather-preserving  Co.,  125  High  Holborn.  Mr.  Herbert 
Nield,  M.P.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  that  the  company  was- 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  and  distributing  a 
certain  secret  chemical-process  as  applied  to  commercial  pur- 
poses called  "zylene,"  which  was  a  production  used  very 
largely  in  one  form  or  another  for  dressing  and  preserving 
leather.  The  defendant  originally  traded  as  the  Chemical 
Produce  Co.,  Berners  Street,  and  through  Dr.  Artz,  manag- 
ing-director of  the  plaintiff  company,  obtained-  zylene  frcn> 
the  plaintiff  company  to  the  amount  of  25/.,  leaving  the  sum 
sued  for  due.  The  defendant's  case  was  that  Dr.  Artz 
approached  the  defendant  with  regard  to  taking  up  the 
retail  agency  of  the  plaintiffs'  solutions,  and  the  goods  were 
to  be  supplied  to  him  free  to  the  amount  of  50/..  and  after- 
wards 100/.  He  was  to  pay  for  all  goods  over  100/.  and  to 
clear  off  the  original  indebtedness  of  100/.  as  he  could. 
Plaintiffs  had  refused  to  carry  out  his  orders,  and  he 
had  suffered  damages  to  the  amount  of  177/.,  in  conse- 
quence of  which  he  counterclaimed.  He  had  supplied  zylene 
under  his  own  coined  name  of  "coruxian"  to  Messrs. 
Randall  and  other  firms.  His  brother,  an  analytical  chemist 
to  the  Hungarian  Government,  had  discovered  zylene  and 
could  make  it  himself.  According  to  the  arrangement  which 
he  made  with  Dr.  Artz  he  was  not  to  pay  for  the  goods  if 
the  business  was  not  successful.  Judge  Rentoul  found  for 
the  defendant  on  the  claim,  and  dismissed  the  counter- 
claim.

Slamannan,  against  the  above, 
and  the  Sheriff  Substitute  (Mr.  Mackenzie)  has  ordered  the 
debtor  to  appear  for  public  examination  at  his  chambers, 
34  Countv  Buildings,  7.0  Huteheson  Street,  Glasgow,  on 
June  27,  at  10  o'clock.  Mr.  William  Francis  Cameron,  writer, 
156  St.  Vincent  Street,  Glasgow,  is  agent.

Partnership  Dissolved. 

Hamblin,  H.  T.,  and  Mulliner,  E.  J.,  under  the  style  of  H.  T.

Thomas  Andrews,  F.R.S.,  F.R.S.E.,  M.Inst.C.E.,  F.C.S., 
metallurgical  chemist,  aged  sixty.  Mr.  Andrews  received 
his  scientific  education  at  the  Laboratory  Collegiate  School, 
and  at  the  Sheffield  School  of  Chemistry,  and  succeeded  his 
father  as  proprietor  of  the  Wortley  Iron  Works.  He  had 
made  extensive  researches  in  various  branches  of  metal- 
lurgical, physical,  chemical,  electrical,  and  engineering 
sciences. 

Crundall. — On  May  11  Mr.  Augustus  Horton  Crundall, 
Melbourne,  Australia,  aged  fifty-seven.  He  was  registered 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  Great  Britain  in  1872  and  in 
Victoria  in  1884.  He  had  charge  of  the  chemists'  depart- 
ment of  the  Mutual  Store  at  the  time  when  the  Pharmacy 
Act  Amendment  Act  of  1885  was  put  into  operation,  and  in 
consequence  was  the   subject  of  the  test-case  by  the 
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Pharmacy  Board  against  the  Mutual  Store.  The  case  was 
decided  against  the  Store,  which  had  to  abandon  the  depart- 
ment. Mr.  Crundall  took  over  this  part  of  the  business  on 
his  own  account  and  carried  it  on  for  many  years. 

Delacre. — At  Brussels,  on  June  10,  Monsieur  Charles 
Louis  Ambroise  Delacre,  pharmacien.  and  head  of  the  firm 

Ch.  Delacre  &  Cie.,  Phar- 

 macie  Anglaise,  50-52  rue 

Condenberg,  Brussels,  aged 
eighty-one.  M.  Delacre 
was  born  at  Dunkirk, 
France,  on  June  7,  1826,  so 
that  he  had  at  his  death 
just  entered  upon  his 
eighty-second  year.  His 
parents  intended  that  he 
should  become  an  advocate, 
and  accordingly  he  com- 
pleted his  classical  studies 
at  the  Paris  University  in 
1846,  when  he  graduated 
as  a  bachelor  of  letters.  At 
that  time  a  reverse  of  for- 
tune  compelled  him  to  seek 
a  more  immediately  lucra- 
tive career  than  law,  and  accordingly  he  entered  pharmacy, 
and  in  1852  took  his  diploma  as  pharmacien.  About  that 
time,  when  visiting  Brussels,  he  noticed  that  English  pro- 
ducts were  popular  there,  and  it  occurred  to  him  that  there 
would  be  an  opening  for  an  English  pharmacy  in  the  city. 
He  had  not  much  capital,  but  with  what  he  had  he  fitted  up 
a  pharmacy,  first  having  mastered  the  English  language, 
which  he  afterwards  spoke  and  wrote  readily.  He  con- 
ducted his  pharmacy  with  marked  success  from  1853  until 
1869,  for  he  put  great  energy  into  it  and  did  not  spare  him- 
self. This  told  on  him,  and,  tiring  of  hard  work,  he  sold 
out  to  M.  Dupuy.  A  year  of  comparative  inaction  followed, 
then  he  founded  a  chocolate  and  biscuit  factory  at  Vilvorde, 
which  is  still  managed  by  two  of  his  sons.  This  venture 
also  proved  a  distinct  success.  In  1882  the  English  phar- 
macy again  came  into  M.  Delacre's  possession,  and  he  had 
carried  it  on  since,  latterly  with  his  son,  M.  Ambroise 
Delacre,  as  partner.  Until  1902  the  pharmacy  was  situated 
in  rue  Villa  Hermora,  but  in  that  year  it  was  transferred 
to  a  palatial  building  in  rue  Condenberg,  which  had  been 
constructed  to  M.  Delacre's  order,  and  is  in  the  old  Flemish 
style.  As  in  many  directions  M.  Delacre  showed  remark- 
able business  ability  and  the  best  characteristics  of  a  phar- 
macist, it  is  not  surprising  that  he  gave  his  son  Ambroise 
pharmaceutical  experience  specially  adapted  to  his  fashion- 
able and  international  business.  Accordingly  M.  Delacre, 
jun.,  spent  two  years  with  Messrs.  John  Bell  &  Co.,  Oxford 
Street,  London,  and  also  had  experience  in  the  United 
States,  Germany,  and  France,  as  well  as  in  his  own  country. 
During  the  past  seven  years  or  more  M.  Delacre  relieved  his 
father  of  the  more  onerous  duties  of  management,  and  since 
the  1885  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  (which  he 
attended  as  a  sort  of  honorary  international  interpreter) 
he  has  made  a  name  for  himself  in  Continental  pharmacy. 
It  was  the  intention  of  the  late  M.  Delacre  to  associate  a 
second  son  with  Ambroise  in  the  pharmacy,  but  this  younger 
son,  Dr.  Maurice  Delacre,  preferred  the  academic  side,  and 
after  taking  his  doctorate  in  science  he  became  Professor 
of  Chemistry  at  Ghent  University,  a  position  which  he  still 
holds.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Academy.  The  late  M. 
Delacre  was  a  genial  and  kindly  man,  a  generous  host,  and 
was  well  known  to  many  pharmacists  throughout  the  world. 

Elliot. — At  Berwick-on-Tweed,  on  June  12,  Mrs. 
Elliot,  widow  of  Mr.  John  Elliot,  chemist  and  druggist, 
aged  ninety-eight.  Mrs.  Elliot  was  a  native  of  Berwick, 
where  her  late  husband  carried  on  business  as  a  manufac- 
turing and  agricultural  chemist  for  nearly  sixty  years. 
Until  within  a  comparatively  short  time  ago  Mrs.  Elliot 
enjoyed  excellent  health. 

Macfarlane. — A  cablegram  from  Ottawa  was  received 
in  London  last  week  announcing  that  Mr.  Thomas  Mac- 
farlane,  chief  analyst  to  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  died 
there  suddenly  on  June  12.  Mr.  Macfarlane  was  a  native 
of  Pollokshaws,  near  Glasgow,  and  received  his  scientific 
education  at  the  Andersonian  College,  Glasgow,  and  at  the 


Royal  Mining  School,  Vryburg,  Saxony.  He  went  to 
Canada  in  1860  and  practised  for  twenty-two  years  as  con- 
sulting chemist,  chiefly  in  ccnnecticn  with  mining.  In  1886- 
he  was  appointed  chief  analyst  in  th.3  Revenue  Department 
cf  the  Dominion,  and  since  then  had  held  this  important 
position.  The  work  of  his  De- 
partment has  been  instrumental 
in  raising  the  quality  of  drugs, 
foods,  and  agricultural  products. 
Over  100  bulletins  dealing  with 
articles  that  come  under  the 
Adulteration  Act  and  the  Fer- 
tilisers Act  have  been  issued  from 
the  Department.  These  bul- 
letins contain  reports  by  Mr. 
Macfarlane  summarising  thou- 
sands of  analyses  by  the  chemists 
on  his  staff,  and  his  reports  were 
characterised  by  broad  views  of 
all  the  interests  concerned  in  the 
subjects  dealt  with.  Mr.  Mac- 
farlane was  elected  a  member  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Canada  in  1882,  and  four  years  later  became 
President  of  its  Chemical  Section.  He  became  con- 
nected with  the  Imperial  Federation  movement  from 
its  inception  by  the  late  Right  Hon.  W.  E.  Forster  in 
1885,  and  always  "  kept  his  best  eye  open  for  Canada's  in- 
terests," says  one  who  knew  him  well.  Through  the  same 
source  we  learn  that  his  policy  for  Federation  of  the  Empire 
was  a  modification  of  the  Hofmeyer  scheme  by  which  a 
universal  ad  valorem  duty  was  to  be  levied  upon  all  foreign 
goods  entering  the  Empire,  the  results  to  be  devoted  to  Im- 
perial purposes.  This  policy  was  not  favourably  regarded  in 
the  Dominion,  as  the  imports  of  foreign  goods  into  Canada 
greatly  exceed  those  of  any  other  colony  per  capita.  Nor 
were  all  his  views  endorsed  by  his  colleagues  in  the  Imperial 
Federation  movement,  but  all  recognised  his  absolute  sin- 
cerity in  political  matters.  As  one  of  the  chief  permanent 
officials  of  the  Canadian  Government  he  was  much  respected 
in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  Dominion,  and  he  was  well  known 
and  respected  by  the  pharmaceutical  community  in  the 
Dominion.  His  last  work  in  connection  with  pharmacy  was 
the  drafting  of  the  Bill  in  regard  to  the  sale  of  proprietary 
medicines,  which  had  been  referred  to  him  for  revision,  but 
which  was  not  proceeded  with.  Mr.  Macfarlane  was  a 
member  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry.

The  Pharmacy  Bills. 
The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bills  still  hang  fire.  There- 
was  an  expectation  in  some  quarters  that  the  Government's 
measure  might  be  taken  to-morrow  (Friday).  But  the  list 
of  orders  which  the  Prime  Minister  enumerated  for  this 
sitting,  though  long,  did  not  include  the  Poisons  Bill.  The 
Pharmacy  Bill  is  in  even  a  more  hopeless  condition  :  on 
Monday  last  it  was  again  "  deferred  till  Monday  next." 

Medical  and  Dental  Practice  by  Companies. 
Lord  Hylton's  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords 
heard  further  evidence  on  June  14  in  reference  to  the 
Bills  dealing  with  these  matters.  Among  other  witnesses 
examined  was  Mr.  Muir  Mackenzie,  formerly  legal  assessor 
to  the  General  Medical  Council,  who  remarked  that  no  oppo- 
sition had  been  offered  to  the  Medical  Bill.  Viscount 
Knutsford  asked  whether  his  attention  had  been  drawn  to- 
the  fact  that  a  certain  number  of  dental  companies  com- 
posed of  unqualified  persons  appeared  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
good  in  districts  where  registered  practitioners  were  not 
practising.  Witness,  in  reply,  declared  that  he  had  never 
come  across  a  company  carried  on  to  the  advantage  of  the 
public,  and  he  was  convinced  that  the  mischief  caused  by  un- 
qualified men,  however  great  their  experience  was  assumed 
to  be,  was  very  grave.  He  did  not  think  it  would  be  possible 
for  unqualified  persons  now  practising  as  joint-stock  com- 
panies to  continue  as  private  companies  after  the  passing  of 
the  Bills.  Mr.  Lushington,  the  present  legal  assessor  to  the 
General  Medical  Council,  shared  this  view,  pointing  out  that 
in  the  case  of  companies  not  incorporated  under  the  Com- 
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parties  Acts  their  members  could  be  got  at  as  individuals. 
Mr.  W.  H.  Winterbottom,  solicitor  to  the  General  Medical 
Council,  gave  evidence  in  reference  to  statements  made  be- 
fore the  Committee  that  the  passing  of  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion would  ruin  the  business  of  many  bona-fide  dental  com- 
panies. He  said  that  in  one  case  the  wife  of  a  man 
took  up  500  shares,  while  one  share  each  was  held  by  a 
dental  assistant,  a  chauffeur,  a  clerk,  and  members  of  the 
manager's  family.  There  were  many  similar  companies  in 
which  there  was  no  bond-fide  capital.  They  were  practi- 
cally one-man  companies,  whose  only  desire  was  to  obtain 
shelter  and  the  limited  liability  afforded  by  the  Joint-stock 
Company  Acts.  Mr.  Frederick  Butterfield,  of  Manchester, 
Secretary  of  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Extractors  and 
Adapters  of  Teeth,  said  there  were  at  least  forty-three  towns 
with  populations  up  to  25,000  or  30,000  in  which  there  were 
no  registered  dental  practitioners.  The  needs  of  these 
towns  were  entirely  provided  for  by  unregistered  dentists. 
A  good  deal  of  the  business  was  done  by  companies,  and  it 
would  be  a  great  hardship  if  these  were  dissolved.  This 
concluded  the  evidence. 


agricultural  IRotes. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  issued  a 
pamphlet  (No.  195)  on  American  Gooseberry  Mildew,  in  the 
course  of  which  prevention  and  treatment  of  this  scourge 
are  described.  As  to  prevention  the  following  notes  will 
be  useful  to  retail  chemists  who  may  be  called  upon  for  the 
chemicals  : 

Spray  the  bushes  with  a  solution  of  liver  of  sulphur  at 
intervals  of  from  fourteen  to  twenty  days  from  the  time  tho 
leaves  open  until  the  fruit  is  set.  A  solution  of  1  oz.  to  3  gals. 
■  of  water  is  recommended  for  the  first  spraying,  and  the 
.  strength  should  be  increased  to  a  solution  of  1  oz.  to  2  gals,  of 
water  at  the  second  spraying.  In  some  climates  it  has  been 
found  that  spraying  with  1  oz.  to  2  gals,  of  water  has  injured 
the  leaves  of  the  gooseberry.  During  the  winter  months, 
before  the  leaf-buds  begin  to  swell,  the  bushes  should  be 
thoroughly  sprayed  with  a  solution  consisting  of  1  lb.  of  blue- 
stone  and  1  lb.  of  soft  soap  dissolved  in  25  gals,  of  water. 

In  the  case  of  infected  bushes  copper  sulphate  is  also  used, 
but  destruction  of  the  infected  material  is  requisite.  As  to 
this,  see  the  pamphlet,  which  may  be  obtained  free  of 
charge  and  post  free  on  application  to  the  Secretary,  Board 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  4  Whitehall  Place,  London, 
S.  W.  Letters  of  application  so  addressed  need  not  be 
stamped.   Mention  the  C.  <&  D. 

With  reference  to  the  pest  of  ants,  which  are  now  turning 
their  attention  to  various  garden  fruits,  the  best  exter- 
minator is  carbon  bisulphide.  The  insects  are  traced  to  the 
rnest,  2  oz.  of  bisulphide  poured  into  it,  and  the  hole 
stopped  up  with  clay.  The  same  treatment  is  followed  in 
Ahe  case  of  wasps'  nests,  says  the  "  Journal  "  of  the  Board.

Baking-powder. 

Dr.  A.  Beythien,  in  his  1906  report  as  chemical  analyst 
for  Dresden,  mentions  that  "  Germania "  baking-powder 
is  a  mixture  of  sodium  bicarbonate  25,  cream  of  tartar  60, 
and  maize  starch  15. 

Hamamelis  Toilet-cream. 

A  Correspondent  in  "The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of 
Australasia "  gives  the  following  formula  for  this  prepara- 
tion : 

Sapo.  animalis  (Grbb's  curd  soap)    8  oz. 

Glycerin,  boracis,  B.P   8  oz. 

Aq.  rosse   24  oz. 

Liq.  ext.  hamamelidis   40  oz. 

Spt.  vini  rect.    8  oz. 

Otto  rosse     ...  q.s. 

Mix  together  the  glyc.  boracis,  aq.  rosae,  and  hamamelis, 
and  in  this  dissolve  the  soap,  which  should  be  in  shavings, 
with  the  aid  of  a  gentle  heat;  strain  through  muslin;  stir 
constantly  till  cold,  then  add  the  otto  and  S.V.R. ;  set  aside, 
and  stir  once  daily  for  a  fortnight  before  bottling. 
The  correspondent  adds  :  "I  have  a  ready  sale  for  the  above 
in  2-oz.  bottles,  and  also  supply  it  in  bulk  to  the  local  hair- 
dressers for  use  on  their  customers  after  shaving." 
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The  above  prescription  was  dated  "  Martis  27.28,"  and 
is  just  as  easy  to  read  in  the  original  as  in  the  reproduc- 
tion.

Card-register  for  Prescriptions. 

According  to  the 
"  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia,"  the  card-register 
in  place  of  the  prescription-book  has  now  been  tried  by  Mr. 
Gulliver,  of  Bowen  &  Co.,  Collins  Street,  Melbourne,  for 
several  months,  and  he  is  growing  every  month  more  and 
more  enthusiastic  in  its  praise.  The  system  adopted  is  to 
have  large  cards  12  in.  by  6  in.,  each  of  which  will  afford 
space  for  six  to  ten  prescriptions,  according  to  length.  A 
difficulty  was  first  experienced  in  the  way  of  numbering 
the  prescriptions,  and  this  and  the  strictly  alphabetical  order 
at  first  presented  some  complications.  Full  consideration 
of  the  question  has  led  to  the  following  scheme  as  the  best 
that  so  far  has  been  devised.  The  cards  are  first  numbered 
by  machine-numbering,  so  as  to  avoid  all  risk  of  duplication. 
A  book  of  the  same  size  as  the  cards  is  prepared,  and  the 
lines  are  numbered  1  to  5,000,  as  the  case  may  be.  When 
a  card  is  taken  out  the  number  is  carefully  registered, 
"15,  Robotham,  Mrs."  All  prescriptions  are  then  num- 
bered in  the  usual  way,  15a,  156,  15r,  in  accordance  with 
their  order  on  the  card.  If  Mrs.  Robotham  comes  in  for 
her  prescriptions  and  gives  her  name  the  card  is  at  once 
picked  out  of  the  strictly  alphabetical  order.  If  an  order 
is  brought  in  for  prescription  15a,  a  reference  to  the  numeri- 
cal register  shows  that  15  is  Robotham,  and  the  card  is  at 
once  taken  out  and  prescription  15a  dispensed.  It  is  a  pecu- 
liarity of  the  prescription-book  that  both  the  numerical  and 
the  alphabetical  references  are  necessary.  But  the  system 
described  above  is  simple,  not  likely  to  lead  to  any  complica- 
tions, and  provides  all  the  necessary  references  with  a 
wonderful  saving  of  time.

The  Division  of  the  Minor, 

familiar  though  the  topic  may  be, 
has  never  yet,  so  far  as  I  can  recollect,  secured  the  full 
discussion  to  which  it  is  entitled.  In  the  editorial  articles 
of  this  journal,  by  Dr.  Symes,  and  by  many  other  con- 
vinced advocates  of  the  reformation,  the  advantages  of  the 
desired  modification  have  been  fully  set  forth.  It  is  the 
other  side — if  there  be  another  side — which  has  not  been 
heard  from.  There  are  experts  _who,  recognising  the  im- 
perfections of  the  examination  system,  are  not  confident 
that  these  would  be  neutralised  by  the  proposed  division. 
But,  as  a  rule,  those  who  block  the  way  instead  of  arguing 
against  change  merely  shunt  the  discussion  on  to  side-lines  : 
the  compulsory  curriculum,  generally,  or,  as  Mr.  Carteighe 
did  the  other  day,  to  a  legendary  refusal  of  the  Privy 
Council  to  consent  to  the  alteration  without  a  special  enact- 
ment. Concerning  this  latter  objection,  it  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  until  Mr.  Carteighe  gives  chapter  and  verse  in  support 
of  his  recollection  or  impression  it  is  of  no  value.  There  is 
no  published  record  to  show  that  the  Privy  Council  have 
ever  had  the  question  before  them.  There  is  more  to  be  said 
for  the  curriculum  contention.  This  the  Privy  Council  have 
admittedly  refused  to  sanction  without  statutory  authority, 
and  educationalists  who  have  not  much  faith  in  examina- 
tions anyway,  and  think  that  the  test,  such  as  it  is,  might  be 
weakened  by  the  division,  may  reasonably  suspend  their 
endorsement  of  it  until  evidence  of  a  satisfactory  curriculum 
is  formally  added.  The  reform  party,  however,  insists  that 
division  is 

Both  Legal  and  Expedient. 

As  to  the  legality,  a  few  words 
may  be  added  to  the  exposition  of  the  sections  of  the  statutes 
given  in  the  editorial  of  last  week.  According  to  the  1868 
Act  the  qualifying  examination  is  to  be  the  examination  pro- 
vided under  the  1852  Act  for  assistants ;  and  the  1852  Act 
in  confirming  the  Charter  says  that  persons  are  to  be 
examined  in  certain  subjects  "  in  such  manner  as  the  Council 
of  the  Society  shall  deem  proper  " ;  and  that  variable  manner 
includes,  according  to  the  Charter,  power  to  fix  "  the  times, 
[not  the  time],  place,  and  manner  of  examining  candidates 
for  admission."  On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  observed 
that  evidently  only  one  examination  is  contemplated  or 
authorised ;  and  it  may  be  possible  to  contend  that  the  so- 
called  division  does  in  fact  result  in  creating  two  examina- 
tions in  the  place  of  the  one.  But  behind  and  beyond  these 
considerations  lies  the  more  important  one  whether  the  divi- 
sion of  the  examination  is  indeed  a  desirable  object  to  aim  at. 
We  want  the  examination  to  be  a  fair  test  of  the  competence 
of  pharmaceutical  candidates ;  and  the  reformers  say  with 
much  force  that  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to  expect  any 
ordinary  student  to  do  himself  justice  if  he  is  required  to 
work  himself  up  to  examination  pitch  in  six  subjects  at  once. 
But  may  it  not  be  argued  against  this  that  if  the  subjects  are 
properly  chosen— that  is,  if  a  person  cannot  be  regarded  as 
competent  in  pharmacy  unless  he  is  fairly  well  acquainted 
with  all  of  them— he  can  scarcely  be  passed  as  qualified  unless 
he  is  so  acquainted  with  them  all  at  the  same  time  ?  It  is  not 
sufficient  that  he  should  have  been  familiar  with  three  of 
them  at  some  previous  period,  and  should  then  have  been 
permitted  to  clear  his  memory  of  these  so  as  to  make  room 
for  he  other  three.  Would  the  division  of  the  examination 
tend  in  this  direction  ? 


The  Laudanum  Josephi  Michaelis 

quoted  last  week  from  the 
Great  Dunmow  MS.  is  apparently  an  elaboration  of  the 
formula  of  Oswald  Croll  (or  Crollius),  who  was  one  of  the 
most  industrious  of  the  followers  and  exponents  of  Para- 
celsus. Croll  died  in  1609,  after  compiling  a  bulky  volume 
entitled  "Basilica  Chymica,  continens  Philosophicam 
propria  laborum  experientia  confirmatam."  This  was  subse- 
quently translated  into  German  and  French,  and  one  of  the 
German  editions  was  published  at  Leipzig  in  1634  by 
Michaelis  and  Hartmann.  The  date  of  the  MS.  is  given  as 
1644-5.  Croll  classified  his  formulae  under  seven  sections- — ■ 
Vomitiva,  Cathartica,  Diuretica,  Diaphoretica,  Confortantia. 
Anodyna,  and  Odorifera — and  each  of  these  was  subdivided 
into  seven  therapeutic  sections  indicating  the  part  of  the 
body  which  needed  treatment.  The  Turner's  laudanum  re- 
ferred to  in  the  same  article  as  following  the  Michaelis 
formula  in  the  Dunmow  MS.  was  an  older  preparation,  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  allusion  to  it,  found  in  another  old  MS. 
also  in  the  British  Museum  (Diary  of  John  Manningham, 
Harl.  MS.  5353.  1602-3),  is  the  earliest  mention  of  laudanum 
as  a  commercial  substance  yet  discovered  in  English.  John 
Manningham  says  : 

There  is  a  certaine  kinde  of  laudanum  which  may  be  had  at 
Dr.  Turner's,  appothecary,  in  Bishopsgate  streate ;  the  virt  ue 
of  it  is  verry  soveraigne  to  mitigate  anie  payne;  yt  will  fur 
a  tyrne  lay  a  man  in  a  sweete  trans  as  Dr.  Parry  told  me  he 
tryed  in  a  fever 

From  Paracelsus  to  Sydenham, 

say  from  about  1530  to  1650r 
laudanums  became  highly  popular  panaceas  all  over  Europe 
for  wealthy  patients.  They  were  generally  fearful  and 
wonderful  compounds,  mostly  pills  or  confections.  But  the 
name  was  not  limited  to  opiates.  Corrosive  sublimate  was 
called  laudanum  minerale.  The  laudanum  nostrum  of  Para- 
celsus was  in  the  form  of  pills,  which  it  is  said  he  used  to 
carry  with  him  in  the  basket  hilt  of  his  sword.  He  gave  out 
that  they  were  compounded  of  gold  and  pearls  and  other 
costly  ingredients,  but  his  disciples  revealed  that  opium  was 
the  principal  constituent.  There  is  not  much  doubt  that 
Paracelsus  invented  the  name,  and  some  pedantic  etymolo- 
gists, who  insist  that  it  was  only  a  variant  of  labdanum. 
have  been  amusingly  indignant  at  the  theory  that  it  could 
possibly  be  a  derivative  from  laudare  or  laudandum.  As  if 
word-inventors  trouble  themselves  about  philological  laws. 
Sydenham's  laudanum  was  the  first  popular  liquid  laudanum, 
and  the  excellence  of  the  formula  has  been  proved  by  the 
experience  of  250  years.  Bouehardat's  remark  that  its  com- 
bination of  tonic  and  sedative  properties  gives  it  a  value 
which  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  other  opiate  is  worth 
noting  in  these  days,  when  it  is  thought  to  be  stupidly  old- 
fashioned  to  prescribe  compound  medicines.  It  is  far  from 
certain  that  the  historic  theriaca  deserves  the  sneers  which' 
modern  therapeutists  invariably  bestow  upon  it. 

Shakespeare  Uses  a  "Curse  Word" 

in  "The  Winter's  Tale" 
(Act  II.,  scene  1),  which  some  of  his  commentators  have  been 
disposed  to  identify  with  laudanum.  Antigonus,  addressing 
the  King  of  Sicily  in  defence  of  his  slandered  queen,  Her- 
mione — the  play  is  supposed  to  have  been  a  delicate  de- 
fence of  Queen  Elizabeth's  mother,  Anne  Boleyn — says 
passionately  : 

You  are  abused,  and  by  some  puttors-on 

That  will  be  damned  for't;  would  I  knew  the  villain, 

I  would  land-damn  him. 

Land-damn  is  otherwise  unknown,  and  it  so  lacks  the  usually 
picturesque  tone  of  Elizabethan  oaths  that  it  has  proved  an 
inscrutable  puzzle.  The  only  meaning  it  has  been  found 
possible  to  attach  to  it  is  the  suppression  of  urine,  land 
(hland)  being  an  old  Anglo-Saxon  term  for  urine.  But  this 
has  struck  the  commentators  as  furnishing  such  an  obviously 
ineffective  anathema  that  they  have  been  driven  to  the 
common  expedient  of  charging  the  fault  on  the  printer  or 
the  copyist,  who,  it  is  presumed,  concocted  the  strange 
imprecation  out  of  the  then  unfamiliar  laudanum,  which  it 
is  conjectured  may  have  been  the  word  which  Shakespeare 
wrote.

EMtorial  Comments. 


Commercial  Research. 

Those  who  have  scientific  training  and  who  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  mixing  among  importers  of  produce  cannot  have 
failed  to  observe  during  the  past  dozen  years  a  dis- 
tinct growth  in  the  appreciation  of  scientific  methods  on 
the  part  of  such  importers,  as  well  as  dealers  in  various  pro- 
ducts. Unhappily  in  London  complete  advantage  has  not 
been  taken  of  this  spirit  except  by  a  few  chemists  and 
pharmacists  individually  and  by  the  Scientific  Department 
of  the  Imperial  Institute.  It  cannot,  however,  be  said  that 
the  Institute  has  had  much  encouragement  in  this  direction, 
and,  like  Kew,  it  is  not  sufficiently  close  to  the  commercial 
centre  to  be  that  living  entity  in  commercial  research  which 
is  desirable.  There  is  no  question  that  if  the  supremacy  of 
the  port  of  London  is  to  be  maintained  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  some  provision  for  such  research,  for  there  is  little 
doubt  that  commercial  development  in  the  future  will  go 
with  scientific  knowledge.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  a 
splendid  start  in  this  direction  has  been  made  in  the  port 
of  Liverpool,  where  two  years  ago  an  Institute  of  Com- 
mercial Research  in  the  Tropics  was  established  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Liverpool  University.  It  is  well  known  that 
Liverpool  is  the  principal  port  in  the  world  for  West  African 
and  other  tropical  produce,  and  its  University  authorities 
are  keenly  alive  to  the  need  for  concentrating  their 
educational  efforts  upon  the  subjects  that  specially  pertain 
to  the  city's  commercial  and  industrial  occupations.  The 
Liverpool  Institute  of  Commercial  Research  was  established 
at  the  end  of  June  1905,  with  the  support  of  Sir  Alfred  Jones 
and  Mr.  W.  H.  Lever,  who  each  guaranteed  1,000/.  for  four 
years,  and  they  were  backed  by  Mr.  H.  Sutton  Timmis  and 
Mr.  John  J.  Evans,  of  the  well-known  drug-house.  The 
Institute  started  with  an  assured  annual  income  of  2,600/., 
and  under  Viscount  Mountmorres,  F.L.S.,  F.R.G.S.,  as 
Director,  it  has  been  working  steadily  and  progressively,  by 
general  research  and  expeditions,  to  promote  the  knowledge 
of  produce  which  regularly  comes  into  Liverpool,  as  well 
as  in  respect  to  new  sources  of  such  produce  and  new  pro- 
ducts which  are  offered  commercially.  The  Institute  has  a 
scientific  staff  consisting  of  Dr.  Eric  Drabble  and  Dr.  C.  H. 
Murray  in  the  Department  of  Economic  Botany,  Dr.  Spence, 
Mr.  E.  S.  Edie,  B.Sc,  Dr.  A.  T.  de  Mouilpied,  and  Mr. 
Prosper  H.  Marsden  (as  pharmacological  chemist)  in  the 
Department  of  Economic  Chemistry,  with  other  scientific 
men  as  referees  in  special  subjects  The  Institute  issues  a 
quarterly  journal,  and  the  last  issue  of  it  contains  a  report 
by  Viscount  Mountmorres  on  the  work  done  during  the  first 
twenty  months  of  its  existence.  In  this  the  Director  tells 
that  one  of  the  first  things  done  after  the  constitution  was 
determined  on  was  to  start  experimental  botanical  grounds 
ia  the  fields  of  Messrs.  Gartons,  Ltd.  From  the  first 
the  Institute  found  a  great  mass  of  work  to  be  done. 
The  chemical  investigations  are  carried  out  in  the  University 
laboratories,  and  outside  assistance  is  occasionally  called 
in — as,  for  example,  when  dealing  with  the  absorbent  value 
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of  ramie  fibre,  Dr.  Drabble  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Upsher 
Smith,  working  in  the  laboratories  of  Messrs.  Robinson 
&  Son,  Chesterfield.  The  Institute  has  also  sent  out  five 
expeditions  to  foreign  countries.  The  first  was  Mr. 
Montgomery's  visit  to  Germany,  Holland,,  and  Belgium  to 
study  the  working  of  similar  institutions  in  those  countries. 
The  Director  undertook  a  similar  mission  to  the  United 
States  in  August  1905.  In  November  1906  an  expedition 
was  sent  sent  to  West  Africa  to  study  problems  connected 
with  rubber,  cocoa,  fibre,  and  maize.  This  expedition 
visited  Senegal,  French  Guinea,  Sierra  Leone,  Liberia,  the 
Ivory  and  Gold  Coasts.  The  botanical  material  collected 
was  worked  out  at  the  Kew  Herbarium  by  Mr.  Leo  Farmar, 
who  unfortunately  has  since  died,  assisted  by  Dr.  Stapf  and 
other  members  of  the  Herbarium  staff.  A  highly  valuable 
West 'African  herbarium  of  nearly  800  specimens  was  the 
result,  and  duplicates  of  it  have  been  presented  to  Kew 
and  to  the  Irish  Department  of  Agriculture.  Another  ex- 
pedition was  to  the  Lagos  and  Cape  Coast  agricultural 
shows,  and  an  expedition  to  Kingston,  Jamaica,  was 
arranged,  but  was  interrupted  by  the  earthquake.  These  five 
expeditions  are  fully  described  in  the  report,  and  there  can 
be  no  question  as  to  their  value,  not  only  to  Liverpool  trade, 
but  to  the  British  possessions.  If  it  had  been  necessary 
to  justify  the  establishment  of  the  Institute,  the  first  report 
of  the  Director  affords  this,  but  we  anticipate  that  much 
more  may  be  expected  from  it  in  the  future  now  that  the 
lines  of  research  are  fairly  established.  Liverpool  is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  this  venture,  and  we  hope  that  every 
port  in  this  country  which  is  a  market  as  well  as  a  harbour 
will  ere  long  take  similar  steps  to  watch  from  the  scientific 
side  the  produce  which  it  handles.  This  cannot  be  done 
unless  municipal  enterprise  backs  the  local  scientific  spirit. 
London  ought  to  be  the  first,  but  she  is  generally  a  laggard 
in  connecting  commerce  with  research.  We  trust,  however, 
that  the  example  shown  by  Liverpool  and  the  reforming 
zeal  which  is  now  attacking  the  port  of  London  problem  will 
result  in  some  such  institute  of  research  being  established 
in  the  City. 


Indian  Opium. 

If  there  be  a  drug  which  induces  incessant  watchfulness  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  of  India,  that  drug  is  opium. 
Though  the  poppy  will  grow  in  most  parts  of  India,  its 
cultivation  in  British  territory  is  permitted  only  in  parts  of 
Bengal  and  of  the  United  Provinces,  with  the  unimportant 
exception  of  a  small  amount  of  cultivation  for  local  use  in 
the  Punjab  and  on  the  frontier  of  Upper  Burma.  The 
opium  revenue  is  partly  raised  by  a  monopoly  of  the  pro- 
duction of  the  drug  in  Bengal  and  the  United  Provinces, 
and  partly  by  the  levy  of  a  duty  on  all  opium  exported  from 
native  States.  Every  year  the  Government  of  India  pre- 
scribe the  acreage  for  poppy-cultivation,  grant  licences  to 
intending  growers,  even  advance  them  money  to  prepare 
the  land  for  the  crop,  take  all  the  produce  at  a  fixed  price, 
manufacture  the  opium  therefrom,  and  regulate  a  year 
beforehand  the  export  market.  This  gigantic  monopolist 
dictates  the  price  to  the  grower,  to  the  vendor,  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  reaps  a  net  revenue  all  told  of  over  four  millions 
sterling.  Whether  it  be  spirits,  toddy,  opium,  cocaine, 
ganja,  or  other  drugs  of  similar  character,  the  Indian 
Government  aim  at  exclusive  control,  so  as  to  regulate  the 
consumption  in  the  interests  of  the  welfare  of  the  con- 
sumers. Throughout  the  British  territory  a  licensed  re- 
tailer of  opium  has  to  obtain  his  supplies  from  the  Govern- 
ment factories  at  Patna  and  Ghazipur.  So  also  the  ex- 
porter.   The  fixing  of  the  quantity  for  export  a  year 


beforehand  prevents  speculation  and  fluctuations  in  prices, 
and  every  month  chests  of  export  or  "provision"  opium 
are  sold  by  auction  in  Calcutta,  the  produce  of  which  sales 
swell  the  revenue  to  the  extent  of  nearly  five  millions 
sterling.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  the  Indian  Govern- 
ment make  far  more  out  of  their  export  trade  than  they 
do  out  of  their  home-consumption  trade.  The  Excise 
fi-om  opium  consists  of  licence-fees  and  duty,  and  yet  the 
whole  amount  does  not  reach  a  million  sterling,  whereas 
the  auction-sales  and  transport-duty  on  export  opium  are 
six  times  as  much.  Necessarily,  the  cost  of  administra- 
tion, manufacture,  and  other  expenses  incidental  to  a 
monopoly  are  great.  For  every  pound  sterling  taken  by 
the  Indian  Government  more  than  one-third  is  expended 
in  administrative  and  other  costs.  China  continues  to  be 
India's  biggest  customer,  but  of  late  years  the  quantity  has 
declined,  on  account  of  the  increasing  competition  of  the 
Chinese  drug  and  the  efforts  to  suppress  the  opium-habit  in 
China.  It  appears  that  in  India  654,000  acres  were  under 
cultivation  with  the  poppy  in  the  Ganges  Valley  in 
1905-6,  but  the  Government  decided  to  reduce  this 
to  562,000  acres  in  1906-7.  The  production  at  the 
factories  at  Patna  and  Ghazipur  in  1905-6  included  8,774 
chests  of  opium  for  the  Excise  Department,  about  300  lb. 
of  various  opium  alkaloids,  30  maunds  (one  maund  = 
82^  lb.)  of  medical  opium,  and  51,770  chests  of  provision 
opium  for  the  Chinese  market.  Various  restrictions  are 
imposed  on  retailers  and  consumers  of  smoking-opium. 
Thus  in  Calcutta  no  shops  are  licensed  for  selling  it,  but, 
although  the  Indian  Government  may  refuse  to  sell,  the 
gentle  native  does  not  refuse  to  smoke  it.  Clubs  have 
started  in  some  numbers,  in  which  opium-smoking  goes  on 
unchecked,  and  so  far  the  law  has  been  rendered  inopera- 
tive. In  Burma  the  consumer  is  registered,  and  allowed  to 
purchase  so  much  opium  per  day.  The  quantity  was 
formerly  fixed  at  180  grains ;  but  when  it  was  discovered 
that  this  was  too  much  for  one  individual,  and  that  he  sold 
the  surplus  to  non-registered  consumers,  the  limit  was 
reduced.  Increased  prosperity  has  resulted  in  increased 
opium-smoking  in  various  parts,  so  that  the  officials  have  to 
estimate  for  this  contingency,  otherwise  illicit  cultivation 
and  production  occur,  to  say  nothing  of  smuggling.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  reported  that  in  Bombay  the  rising  genera- 
tion is  not  taking  to  opium,  but  rather  to  the  cigarette, 
which  is  said  to  be  rapidly  gaining  in  favour  throughout 
India.  The  quantity  of  opium  exported  direct  to  the 
United  Kingdom  from  India  is  very  small,  being  about 
62,000  lb.,  as  compared  with  a  total  import  of  825,000  lb. 
The  export  trade  in  opium  from  the  United  Kingdom 
amounted  last  year  to  283,133  lb.,  America  taking  nearly 
one-half.  The  Indian  opium  which  comes  to  London  is 
practically  all  for  transhipment  to  the  West  Indies  and 
other  parts,  where  Asiatics  want  it  for  smoking-purposes. 
It  is  not  used  here  either  for  medicinal  or  manufacturing 
purposes. 


Seychelles  Produce. 

The  report  on  the  Seychelles  for  1906,  which  has  just  been 
issued  by  the  Colonial  Office,  clearly  indicates  that  the 
islands  have  not  yet  recovered  from  the  depression  which 
started  in  1902,  when  the  high  prices  of  vanilla  were  coming 
to  an  end.  The  period  under  review  was  one  of  "extreme 
penury  and  privation  "  among  the  community  as  the  result  of 
two  consecutive  disastrous  seasons,  but  this  year  (1907)  there 
are  abundant  signs  of  a  revival  of  agriculture  and  sounder 
trade.  Much  economy  has  been  shown  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  revenues,  and  the  year  1906  closed  with  a  sub' 
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stantial  surplus  in  the  Treasury.  The  imports  (without 
specie)  were  valued  at  Rs.  811,366,  of  which  32  per  cent, 
represents  goods  from  the  United  Kingdom,  47  per  cent. 
British  possessions,  and  21  per  cent,  foreign  countries. 
The  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  are  of  a  varied 
character,  the  more  important  items  being  Manchester 
goods  and  hardware.  About  the  only  heavy  chemical  im- 
ported is  caustic  soda  for  soap-making,  of  which  the  United 
Kingdom  supplied  Rs.  15,411  worth  last  year.  The  de- 
clared value  of  the  staple  exports  was  Rs.  794,681,  exclusive 
of  specie,  or  Rs.  13,350  less  than  the  previous  year ;  but  on 
analysis  the  figures  are  more  satisfactory,  indicating  a  de- 
velopment of  other  resources  than  vanilla.  Indeed,  vanilla 
has  shrunk  enormously,  the  crop  of  1906  being  the  smallest 
since  1895.  Only  17,118  kilos,  was  exported,  against  48,208 
kilos,  in  1905,  the  shrinkage  representing  a  loss  of 
Rs.  181,058  in  value.  In  spite  of  the  reduced  exports  the 
local  price  has  not  proportionately  improved,  the  average  in 
1906  being  Rs.  5.95  per  kilo.,  against  Rs.  5.87  in  1905.  The 
report  gives  a  tabulated  statement  showing  the  exports  and 
values  each  year  from  1895  to  1906.  This  indicates  that  the 
highest  price  obtained  was  Rs.  33.06  per  kilo,  in  1900  (say, 
20s.  per  lb.),  when  only  17,569  kilos.,  valued  at  Rs.  580,877, 
was  exported.  Practically  the  same  quantity  was  ex- 
ported last  year,  yet  the  average  price  per  kilo,  was  only 
Rs.  5.95  (say,  8s.  per  kilo.,  or  3s.  7±d.  per  lb).  Even  this 
low  price  leaves  a  profit,  as  vanilla  needs  little  capital  to 
produce  and  is  essentially  a  poor  man's  crop.  Included  in 
the  17,118  kilos,  exported  last  year  were  7,000  kilos,  of  the 
1905  crop  shipped  during  the  earlier  months  of  1906.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  local  stocks  in  April  of  this  year 
were  "absolutely  depleted."  The  exports  to  the  United 
Kingdom  were  only  9,605  kilos.,  declared  at  Rs.  56,604, 
against  22,566  kilos,  in  1905,  valued  at  Rs.  137,185.  Several 
years  ago  we  demonstrated  that  London  is  by  far  the  best 
market  in  the  world  for  selling  vanilla.  Local  opinion  con- 
firms this  "  when  prices  are  good,  but  Paris  sales  are 
steadier  when  demand  is  dull."  The  report  says  this  con- 
clusion is  based  on  the  fact  that  there  are  regular  monthly 
sales  in  London,  where  parcels  are  sometimes  put  up  for 
forced  sale  ;  whereas  in  Paris  there  is  no  open  market,  but 
the  principal  buyers  having  standing  contracts  with  whole- 
sale consumers,  are  ready  to  buy  at  a  figure  not  subject  to 
market-fluctuations.  Those  are  the  views  held  by  local 
planters,  but  whether  they  are  sound  is  open  to  question. 
Granting  fair  weather,  it  is  estimated  that  the  1907  crop  will 
attain  the  satisfactory  quantity  of  50,000  kilos.,  but  the 
quality  may  be  below  the  average.  In  respect  to  other 
Seychelles  products,  the  report  bears  evidence  that  great 
efforts  are  being  made  to  initiate  and  develop  subsidiary 
industries  to  make  up  for  losses  in  vanilla.  The  principal 
development  appears  to  be  in  the  output  of  coconut  pro- 
ducts— copra,  coconut  oil,  and  soap  being  produced  in  in- 
creasing quantities.  The  principal  markets  for  soap,  of 
which  the  production  was  360  tons  in  1906,  are  Zanzibar  and 
Madagascar,  where  a  strong  position  has  been  established 
in  spite  of  European  competition.  Coconut-plantations 
have  been  improved  and  extended,  the  preparation  of  copra 
has  been  improved,  and  it  is  now  generally  realised  that 
these  industries  must  form  the  staple  agricultural  resource 
for  the  present  and  future.  The  exploitation  of  guano  and 
phosphate  deposits  has  now  been  organised  on  a  business 
basis,  and  already  a  substantial  trade  is  being  done.  Man- 
grove-bark is  a  new  industry.  Trial  samples  (58  tons) 
of  the  bark  have  been  shipped  to  France,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated that  100,000  tons  is  in  sight,  of  which  15,000  tens 
of  Ehizofhora  contains  44  per  cent,  tannic  acid.  In  addi 
tion,  attention  is  being  paid  to  Para  rubber  and  sponge 


culture.  The  Curator  of  the  Botanic  Station,  in  an  appen- 
dix to  the  report,  calls  attention  to  the  possible  develop- 
ment of  trade  in  citrus-products,  and  mentions  that  the 
Imperial  Institute  has  reported  very  favourably  on  a 
sample  of  citrate  of  lime  prepared  in  the  island  of  Silhouette, 
which  yielded  66.89  per  cent,  of  citric  acid.  This  result  has 
led  to  the  erection  of  the  necessary  machinery  received  from 
Europe  for  manufacture  on  a  large  scale.  Attention  is  also 
directed  to  the  distillation  of  essential  oils,  such  as  ylang- 
ylang,  citronella,  lemongrass,  and  bigarade.  Two  distilling- 
plants  for  lemongrass  oil  have  been  erected  at  Sans  Souci, 
Mahe,  and  Silhouette,  and  a  third  apparatus  is  to  be  erected 
this  year.  Samples  submitted  to  the  Imperial  In- 
stitute were  found  to  be  of  "  very  good  quality  and 
worth  from  8d.  to  8|rf.  per  oz."  Since  the  samples  were 
reported  on  everybody  knows  that  the  prices  of  lemongrass 
oil  have  declined  considerably,  owing  to  the  fact  that  Indian 
planters  have  been  tempted  to  devote  a  much  larger  area  to 
lemongrass.  As  a  consequence,  values  dropped  last  year  from 
about  8d.  to  3d.  per  oz.,  and  to-day  the  oil  is  not  worth  more 
than  7>^d.  to  4(7.  Such  altered  conditions  ought  to  be  suffi- 
cient to  deter  planters  from  extending  cultivation  in  the 
Seychelles  and  elsewhere,  but  as  the  crop  yields  well,  and 
is  obtainable  every  three  or  four  months  in  those  islands, 
the  planter  will  be  loth  to  abandon  it.  The  Seychelles  are 
blessed  with  an  almost  perfect  climate  and  a  rich  soil ;  but 
the  lack  of  capital  and  cheap  and  frequent  shipping  facili- 
ties to  European  markets  are  among  their  most  pressing 
needs.

Bile-beans. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  curiosity  in  the  trade  respecting 
the  withdrawal  of  the  appeal  by  the  Bile  Bean  Manufactur- 
ing Co.  against  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Session,  Edin- 
burgh, in  their  action  against  Mr.  G.  G.  Davidson,  the 
curiosity  being  chiefly  in  regard  to  the  reason  for  the  with- 
drawal. This  is  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  at  least 
two  cases  are  pending  in  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  London. 
During  the  present  year  quite  a  number  of  chemists  have 
been  proceeded  against  by  the  Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co. 
for  selling  as  bile  beans  pills  which  are  not  of  the  company's 
manufacture,  and  the  sellers  in  most  cases  have  given  under- 
takings to  stop  the  practice.  Two  retailers,  however,  are 
contesting  the  actions  against  them.  Writs  were  served  m 
Tanuary  and  proceedings  have  been  going  on  since.  It  is 
lot  expected  that  the  cases  will  come  into  open  court  before 
he  long  vacation,  but  if  they  do,  they  may  be  heard  in 
Wigust. 
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Bromides. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  early  in  the  year  negotiations 
took  place  in  London  and  Berlin  between  the  Vereinigte 
Chemische  Fabriken,  of  Leopoldshall  (on  behalf  of  the 
German  Bromide  Convention),  and  the  representatives  of 
the  Dow  Chemical  Co.  (on  behalf  of  the  United  States  pro- 
ducers), with  the  idea  of  terminating  the  existing  war  of 
prices  of  bromides  which  has  dragged  on  for  several  years 
past.  On  that  occasion  no  definite  arrangement  was  come 
to,  although  the  deliberations  no  doubt  brought  about  a 
better  feeling  among  the  rival  interests.  It  is  now 
reported,  on  the  authority  of  the  "Frankfurter  Zeitung," 
that  fresh  endeavours  to  reach  an  understanding  have  again 
been  made  by  the  resumption  of  negotiations  in  London 
during  the  past  fortnight,  as  a  result  of  which  it  is  said  that 
matters  have  so  much  progressed  that  the  end  of  the  price- 
war  may  be  expected  within  a  conceivable  period,  if  it  has 
not  already  been  decided  upon  in  principle.  The  chief 
stumbling-block  to  a  settlement  hitherto  has  been  the  fact 
that  the  German  convention  continues  to  dump  large  quan- 
tities of  bromine-preparations  on  the  American  market. 
The  Americans  now  desire  that  the  German  exports  should 
be  kept  within  certain  limits,  and  that  their  movements 
should  be  controlled  by  the  Dow  Chemical  Co.  Such  con- 
ditions, if  accepted,  would,  of  course,  hamper  the  growth  of 
the  German  industry ;  yet  it  is  considered  that  the  partial 
loss  of  the  American  market  would  be  small  in  comparison 
with  the  sacrifices  which  the  producers  of  bromides  have  been 
obliged  to  make  for  the  past  three  years  or  more.  An  ad- 
vance in  the  market  for  bromides  would  be  welcome  in 
many  quarters,  including  second-hand  holders,  who, 
although  they  bought  cheaply,  have  not  been  able  to  realise 
their  goods  at  a  profit.  In  the  United  States  there  has  been 
no  indication  of  any  impending  change,  and  such  is  the  pes- 
simistic view  that  in  certain  quarters  contracts  have  recently 
been  made  for  delivery  over  the  remainder  of  the  year  at 
the  prevailing  low  prices. 

Since  the  above  was  written  we  have  made  inquiries  in 
London  from  the  agents  of  the  Dow  Chemical  Co.,  who 
inform  us  that  no  such  negotiations  have  taken  place 
recently.  This  gives  the  impression  that  the  paragraph 
comes  from  an  "inspired"  source,  and  must  be  read  with 
all  reserve.  If  eventually  an  agreement  should  be  reached 
and  the  official  prices  advanced,  some  considerable  period 
would  elapse  before  they  became  effective,  as  the  second- 
hand stocks  weigh  heavily  on  the  market,  and  any  slight  im- 
provement in  prices  or  demand  would  immediately  be  taken 
advantage  of  by  cheap  sellers. 

Pasteur  and  Lister. 

Referring  to  the  recent  visit  of  the  British  University 
delegates  to  Pasteur's  widow,  the  Paris  correspondent  of 
the  "Pall  Mall  Gazette"  raises  the  point  as  to  whether 
the  two  great  savants,  Pasteur  and  Lister,  ever  met,  and 
suggests  that  it  was  in  the  Pantheon,  at  the  Victor  Hugo 
Centenary.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  in  the  great  amphi- 
theatre of  the  Sorbonne  and  at  the  Pasteur  Jubilee,  and 
the  fact  is  recorded  in  the  official  painting  commemorating 
the  occasion  which  was  exhibited  at  the  Salon  and  repro- 
duced in  the  C.  &  D.  The  picture  is  now  at  the  Sorbonne. 
The  incident  represented  is  where  Lister  is  stepping  forward 
to  shake  hands  with  Pasteur. 


Quebracho  Wood  and  extract  are  now  important  items  of 
export  from  Rosario.  Last  year  110.090  tons  was  shipped,  or 
8,386  tons  more  than  in  1905,  Germany  absorbing  the  bulk  of 
the  trade.

Lysol-poisoning. 

Dr.  Friedlander  recommends  ("Pharm.  Zeitung")  the 
use  of  oil,  beef  or  other  fat,  or  white  of  egg,  as  an  antidote 
to  poisoning  by  lysol.  Water  or  aqueous  liquids  are  stated 
to  be  objectionable.  The  quantity  of  the  fat  or  white  of  egg 
should  be  four  or  five  times  that  of  the  lysol  taken  into  the 
stomach. 

Neuralgia  and  Headache. 

Dr.  Leonard  Williams,  in  discussing  the  forms  of  head- 
ache and  neuralgia  which  arise  from  an  unsatisfactory  state 
of  the  blood,  says  that  in  convalescence  after  illness  the  diet 
should  be  liberal,  and  include  a  good  red  wine  and  plenty 
of  butter  or  other  fat.  As  to  medicines,  an  iron  mixture  is 
good,  such  as —

When  headache  or  neuralgia  is 
due  to  anaemia  or  defective  nutrition,  better  results  are

MEETING  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
Friday,  June  14.    Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  presided  and 


gave 

An  Addeess, 

in  which  he  reviewed  the  work  done  by  the  Executive 
during  the  past  year.  Among  the  other  points  referred 
to  was  the  representation  made  to  the  Governors  of 
George  Heriot's  Trust  to  institute  a  pharmaceutical  de- 
partment in  connection  with  the  proposed  extension  of  the 
Heriot-Watt  College,  including  class-rooms  and  a  labora- 
tory for  a  professor  of  pharmaceutics  and  the  sympathetic 
consideration  which  they  were  informed  it  would  receive. 
The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bills  were  alluded  to,  and  he 
said  it  would  be  the  duty  and  opportunity  of  pharmacists 
to  present  to  the  Select  Committee  a  full  statement  of  the 
reasons  against  the  Government  Bill,  and  in  favour  of  the 
claims  made  in  the  Society's  Bill.  He  next  spoke  of  the 
degrees  in  pharmacy  of  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sities, and  observed  that  in  the  Minor  examination  there 
has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  percentage  of  passes 
and  a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  candidates  failing  in 
practical  work.  He  considered  that  a  properly  recognised 
curriculum  of  study  for  every  student  would  be  advan- 
tageous, and  believed  this  object  could  be  partially  attained 
without  any  new  law,  and  that  the  Minor  examination 
could  be  divided  without  any  new  authority.  No  one  had 
yet  pointed  out  the  clause  or  clauses  which  forbid  it.  The 
membership  in  Scotland  had  increased  by  nineteen  during 
the  year.  The  Chairman  then  proceeded  to  say  that,  after 
four  years'  experience  in  that  position,  it  might  not  be  in- 
appropriate that  he  should  say  a  few  words  on  the 

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  N.B.  BRANCH. 

The  official  definition  of  the  Branch  and  the  Constitution 
of  the  present  Executive  exist  by  virtue  of  a  resolution  of 
Council  dated  November  3,  1886.  But  it  should  never  be 
forgotten  that  there  existed  for  many  years  previously  a 
Branch  Council,  and  president  annually  elected,  who 
possessed  rather  more  power  and  autonomy  than  the  present 
Executive.  The  election  and  proceedings  of  the  Branch 
Council  were  duly  reported  in  the  official  journal,  and  such 
communications  took  place  between  London  and  Edinburgh 
that  the  status  of  the  Council  in  Edinburgh  was  evidently 
fully  recognised  until  it  suited  the  purposes  of  a  few  men 
to  pretend  otherwise.  At  the  same  time,  he  would  freely 
admit  that  there  was  some  inconvenience  in  the  names 
"  Council  "  and  "  President  "  as  applied  to  a  branch  insti- 
tution, and  it  was  quite  desirable  that  the  relations  of  the 
Executive  to  the  Council  should  be  freely  defined.  On  the 
whole  the  constitution  works  well  enough.  Probably  no 
measure  of  devolution  would  ever  give  perfect  satisfaction. 
Yet  there  is  one  guiding  principle  which  he  thought  applies 
in  all  such  cases,  and  that  is,  "  Trust  the  subordinate  body 
as  far  as  possible,  and  never  interfere  unless  absolutely 
necessary."  Of  course,  the  Council  in  London  must  be 
supreme ;  but  it  may  be  questioned  whether  the  branch 
might  not  be  made  more  useful  and  more  efficient  by  a  more 
complete  application  of  the  above-mentioned  principle.  The 
Assistant  Secretary  acts  as  clerk  to  the  Executive,  but  is 
at  the  same  time  liable  to  be  instructed  by  the  Secretary  in 
London.  That  is  all  right  in  regard  to  legal  and  other 
business  with  which  the  Executive  does  not  deal,  but  is 
apt  to  cause  some  friction  when  the  matter  in  question  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Executive.  It  is  in  one  aspect  not  an 
ideal  arrangement,  and  might  conceivably  be  improved, 
though  the  success  of  all  arrangements  depends  very  much 
on  the  spirit  in  which  they  are  worked.  As  Scottish  legal 
procedure  differs  from  English,  it  would  prima  facie  appear 
appropriate  that  the  Executive  might  arrange  with  the 
Assistant  Secretary  as  to  proceedings  in  Scotland.  He  did 
not  see  why  they  should  not,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Council  would  control  the  money  expended.  He  thought  it 
would  be  an  advantage  to  give  the  Executive  authority  to 
appoint  a  treasurer  who  would  not  necessarily  be  the 
chairman.  If  it  were  objected  that  that  would  make  two 
treasurers  in  the  same  society,  one  man  could  be  called 


"Financial  Secretary,"  "Convener  of  Finance  Com- 
mittee," or  some  name  other  than  treasurer.  "  Chamber- 
lain "  would  be  a  good  name.  It  would  even  be  a  distinct 
advantage  to  allow  the  appointment  of  the  vice-chairman  to 
carry  with  it  the  treasurership  when  the  Executive  con- 
sidered that  desirable.  One  of  the  questions  which  has 
been  virtually  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  all  the  way 
along  is  that  concerning  the  granting  of  a  university  degree 
in  pharmacy — i.e.,  so  far  as  the  Scotch  Universities  are 
involved.  Mr.  Dott  here  instanced  the  pharmacy-degree 
matter  recently  in  dispute  as  an  instance  in  which  the 
Council  might  be  guided  by  the  Executive,  and  he  protested 
against  the  terms  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last 
Council-meeting.    He  next  dealt  with  the  Society's 

TEOPOSED  BY-LAWS. 

In  this  he  first  referred  to  the  proposed  alteration  of 
Section  X,  2,  wherein  are  introduced  the  words,  "  for  the 
examination  of  such  persons  in  Scotland  as  may  desire 
to  be  examined  there,"  he  said  that,  although  it  had 
been  expressly  stated  that  the  words  are  not  intended  to 
limit  the  examination  in  Scotland  to  persons  residing  in 
Scotland,  it  might  be  regarded  as  a  cunningly  devised  in- 
stalment of  Home  Rule  for  Scotland,  and  he  considered  it 
would  be  better  to  retain  the  old  form  of  words  which  is 
in  consonance  with  the  general  meaning  and  intention  of  the 
Act.  Mr.  Dott  was  unable  to  fathom  why  it  is  proposed  to 
delete  the  maximum  number  of  persons  constituting  boards 
in  England  and  Wales,  and  Scotland.  In  Section  X,  10,  of  the 
existing  by-laws  the  examiners  are  empowered  to  conduct 
examinations  according  to  regulations  made  or  adopted  by 
them  and  approved  by  the  Council.  In  the  proposed  by-law 
the  power  of  making  regulations  is  taken  from  the  boards 
and  reserved  to  the  Council.  Mr.  Dott  considered  that  this 
change  should  be  strongly  resisted,  examiners  being  much 
better  judges  of  examination-matters  than  the  Council.  He 
considered  the  change  in  Section  X,  11,  equally  objection- 
able. This  by-law  at  present  requires  Minor  candidates  to 
submit  a  certificate  of  having  passed  an  examination  in 
English  grammar,  Latin,  a  foreign  language,  algebra,  arith- 
metic, and  Euclid.  In  the  proposed  by-law  the  subjects  of 
the  certificate  are  not  mentioned,  and  Mr.  Dott  considered 
it  would  authorise  the  usurpation  of  one  of  the  duties  of  the 
boards  by  the  Registrar.  He  also  considered  that  the 
amendment  of  Section  X,  23,  should  not  be  sanctioned.  The 
proposed  new  by-law  in  this  case  also  puts  into  the  hands  of 
the  Registrar  the  power  now  exercised  by  the  Boards  of 
Examiners  in  the  case  of  medical  certificates  or  other  satis- 
factory evidence  submitted  by  candidates  who  have  failed 
to  attend  the  Minor  or  Major  examination. 

He  concluded  by  thanking  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill,  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  for  much  help  willingly  given  during  his  year  of 
office. 

Election  of  Executive. 
The  Assistant  Secretary  then  submitted  the  scrutineers' 
report,  which  showed  that  seventy-eight  persons  were 
nominated  and  thirty  agreed  to  act  if  elected.  Of  719 
voting-papers  issued  266  were  returned,  one  being  informal.

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On  the  motion  of  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Boa,  the  report  was  adopted  and  the  scrutineers  thanked. 

The  Chairman  then  declared  the  election  of  the  seventeen 
gentlemen,  who,  together  with  the  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  (Glasgow),  and  Mr. 
David  Storrar  (Kirkcaldy),  will  constitute  the  Executive 
for  1907-8. 

Mr.  Doig  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Dott,  who,  he 
said,  had  discharged  the  duties  of  Chairman  during  four 
years  with  tact,  judgment,  and  fairness.  During  the  last 
year  the  work  had  been  exceedingly  pleasant,  and  they  could 
not  do  better  than  express  their  sense  of  the  admirable  way 
in  which  Mr.  Dott  had  discharged  the  duties  of  the  chair, 
and  also  for  the  very  interesting  resume  of  the  year's  work. 
He  had  put  many  suggestions  before  them,  which  he  trusted 
would  be  fruitful. 

Mr.  Kerr  seconded,  and  said  he  had  greatly  enjoyed  Mr. 
Dott's  address,  because  it  contained  so  many  new  sugges- 
tions. 

The  Chairman,  having  acknowledged  the  vote,  said  he 
was  very  glad  that  a  new  Chairman  would  be  appointed  at 
their  next  meeting. 

Meeting  of  the  Executive. 

Prior  to  the  meeting  of  members  a  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive was  held  in  the  Board  Room,  Mr.  Dott  in  the  chair. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  announced  that  he  had  re- 
ceived an  intimation  of  resignation  as  Divisional  Secretary 
from  Mr.  Leith  (Rothesay).  The  resignation  was  accepted, 
and  a  vote  of  thanks  awarded  to  Mr.  Leith,  and  the  Assistant 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  arrange  for  a  successor.  It  was 
agreed  to  nominate  Mr.  Beatt,  of  Huntly,  as  successor  to  the 
late  Mr.  Chalmers,  Divisional  Secretary  of  that  district. 
Excisable  Liquors  for  Medicinal  Purposes. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  had  a  com- 
munication from  Mr.  Lennox  (Glasgow)  with  regard  to  the 
Liquor  Licensing  Bill  for  Scotland,  of  which  Mr.  Balfour,  a 
member  for  one  of  the  divisions  of  Glasgow,  is  sponsor. 
There  are  two  words  in  the  Bill  of  interest  to  chemists.  In 
Clause  1  it  is  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  the  Bill 
shall  affect  the  statutory  permission  for  the  sale  of  methy- 
lated spirits  or  the  selling  of  excisable  liquors  for  medicinal 
purposes.  He  (Mr.  Hill)  did  not  know  of  any  statutory 
authority  that  permits  the  sale  of  excisable  liquors  for 
medicinal  purposes.  It  is  only  by  the  grace  of  the  Excise 
authorities  that  they  were  permitted  to  do  so.* 

Mr.  Doig  said  that  when  he  was  in  London  recently  he 
was  surprised  to  find  on  going  into  a  chemist's  shop  that  they 
had  a  licence  to  sell  medicated  wines  which  cost  21.  10s. 
There  was  nothing  of  the  same  kind  in  Scotland. 

Mr.  Hill  said  that  was  not  a  medicated-wine  licence,  but 
a  wine-licence.  There  is  a  Revenue  regulation  by  which 
they  can  have  a  wine-licence  for  the  sale  of  British  wines 
by  a  licence  obtained  direct  from  the  Revenue  on  a  magis- 
trate's certificate. 

Mr.  Doig  said  there  seemed  to  be  an  immense  quantity 
of  these  wines  sold.  This  chemist  sold  Z01.  worth  in  two 
months. 

Mr.  Hill  said  another  point  in  the  Bill  is  that  under 
Section  2,  Clause  6,  it  is  provided  that  it  will  not  be  law- 
ful for  any  chemist  to  sell  any  excisable  liquors  in  any 
prohibition  area  unless  on  the  order  of  a  medical  practi- 
tioner, and  that  one  order  could  only  apply  to  one  sale,  and 
the  order  must  be  repeated  for  a  second  sale.  Hitherto 
tinctures  had  all  been  regarded  as  excisable  liquors  in  a 
statutory  sense,  and  that  clause  would  prohibit  the  sale  of 
any  tincture  in  a  statutory  sense.  The  whole  thing  turned, 
he  said,  upon  the  words  "excisable  liquor,"  and  it  is 
evident  that  the  promoters  of  the  Bill  mean  one  thing  and 
the  statute  another.  Tincture  of  gentian  cannot  be  sold 
without  a  licence,  and  what  is  required  is  a  proper  defini- 
tion of  the  words  "excisable  liquors."  Obviously  what 
they  meant  was  whisky,  brandy,  wine,  etc.    Another  point 

*  The  Bill  does  not  repeal  the  remnant  of  16  George  II., 
chap.  8,  which  exempts  physicians,  apothecaries,  surgeons, 
or  chemists  from  the  spirit-licence  requirement  for  the  sale 
of  spirits  used  in  making  up  medicines  for  the  sick,  lame,  or 
distempered  only.  It  is  when  tinctures  are  sold  as  alcoholic 
beverages  that  a  licence  is  necessary.

in  the  Bill  is  that  all  vessels  containing  alcohol  should  be 
labelled  "  Excisable  liquor,"  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  seller,  but  that  is  not  what  they  mean.  Strictly  speak- 
ing, that  would  apply  to  all  tinctures.  The  Glasgow  Asso- 
ciation had  taken  this  matter  up,  and  Mr.  Currie  and  Mr. 
Gilmour  had  acted  as  a  deputation  to  interview  Mr.  Balfour, 
and  he  presumed  they  would  be  able  to  report  on  the 
result. 

Mr.  Currie  said  Mr.  Balfour  did  not  know  what  was  in 
the  Bill,  and  when  he  was  asked  for  a  definition  of  the  words 
"excisable  liquors"  he  was  utterly  at  sea.  He  referred 
them  to  the  agent  who  drafted  the  Bill,  and  they  acted  on 
his  suggestion  and  reported  to  the  Association  what  had 
taken  place.  The  deputation  waited  on  Mr.  Balfour's  Par- 
liamentary Secretary,  who  agreed  to  re-draft  Clauses  1  and  2 
of  the  Bill  and  submit  them  for  their  approval.  That  was 
the  state  of  affairs  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  also  spoke  briefly,  saying  that  the  Bill 
was  drafted  some  years  ago  by  Sheriff  Crawford,  and  Mr. 
Kyle  had  accepted  it  very  much  as  it  came  from  Mr.  Craw- 
ford's hands.  The  intention  was  to  prevent  any  shops  from 
being  turned  into  public-houses. 

This  was  all  the  business,  and  the  meeting  terminated. 


Cbcmtcal  Society. 

AT  an  extraordinary  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Society, 
held  on  Thursday,  June  13,  at  Burlington  House 
(Sir  William  Ramsay  presiding),  Professor  J.  B.  Farmer, 
F.R.S.,  discoursed  on 

Some  Borderline  Problems  in  Botany. 
The  professor  began  by  comparing  science  to  a  symmetri- 
cal and  well-developed  oak-tree,  the  main  stem  andbranehes 
of  which  are

phery the  branches 
and  foliage  inter- 
lace in  a  manner 
conducive  to  the 
welfare  of  the  tree 
but  perplexing 
and  confusing  to 
the  observer.  And, 
just  as  pruning  is 
useful  to  the  tree, 
so  the  paring-off  of 
some  specialised 
speculation, 
brought  about  by

brought  forward  for  the  consideration  of  chemists  some  of 
the  problems  now  perplexing  botanists. 

Protoplasmic  activity,  he  said,  is  regarded  at  present 
from  two  points  of  view  ;  one  set  of  philosophers  consider 
the  protoplasmic  unit  as  an  engine  using  a  certain  quantity 
of  fuel  to  do  a  corresponding  amount  of  work,  in  the  cource 
of  which  some  waste  products  are  formed  ;  while  a  second 
group  regard  it  as  a  mobile  unit  which  is  continuously  re- 
generating itself  at  the  expense  of  simpler  materials  and 
simultaneously  breaking  down  into  degradation-products. 
Chemical  and  perhaps  physical  help  is  required  in  eluci- 
dating what  actually  takes  place  in  the  synthesis  of  proto- 
plasm. Closely  connected  with  this  matter  is  the  problem 
of  respiration  in  plants.  It  is,  he  thought,  now  clearly 
established  that  by  the  action  of  protoplasm,  probably  in- 
directly through  such  an  agent  as  an  oxydase,  sugar  and 
similar  carbohydrates  are  converted  into  alcohol  and 
carbon  dioxide,  with  formic  acid  probably  as  an  inter- 
mediate stage,  but  there  are  still  unexplained  side-issues — 
e.g^,  he  has  found  that  when  germinating  peas  are  placed 
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in  a  solution  of  methylene  blue,  they  become  stained  with 
the  dye,  but  after  a  time  the  blue  colour  disappears  owing 
to  the  reduction  of  the  dye  to  the  leuco-compound.  He  has 
explained  this  to  himself  as  perhaps  due  to  the  absorption 
of  oxygen  from  dissociated  water  and  the  consequent 
liberation  of  hydrogen,  which  reduces  the  dye.  At  any  rate, 
hydrogen  is  found  in  the  gas  exhaled. 

Translocation  phenomena  the  lecturer  also  suggested  as 
worth  attention.  It  is  well  known  that  solutions  of  sugars 
are  readily  handed  on  from  cell  to  cell  in  the  living  plant, 
but,  curiously  enough,  when  a  piece  of  plant  tissue  is  cut 
and  placed  in  water  no  sugar  diffuses  out,  and,  similarly, 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  introduce  through  the  walls  of 
living  cells  solutions  of  such  materials  as  sugars  and  salts. 
On  the  contrary,  such  parasites  as  the  dodder  are  easily  able 
to  extract  from  their  host-plants  the  juices  which  serve  for 
their  nutrition. 

Attention  was  then  directed  to  the  changes  which  take 
place  in  the  fertilisation  of  the  ovum  of  Fucus  and  in 
heterotype  cell-division,  and  it  was  suggested  that  the 
eventual  rupture  of  the  ovum  wall,  which  precedes  the 
entry  of  spermatozoids  in  the  former  case,  and  the  migra- 
tion of  the  microsomes  to  the  periphery,  followed  by  the 
aggregation  in  pairs  along  what  is  eventually  the  line  of 
division  of  the  cell,  in  the  second  example,  may  be  due  to 
the  production  of  opposed  static  electric  charges,  which 
finally  neutralise  each  other.  This  naturally  led  on  to  a 
short  reference  to  recent  observations  on  the  phenomenon 
of  reproduction,  and  Loeb's  brilliant  work  on  sea-urchins 
was  mentioned,  especially  the  fact  that  if  the  cells  of  the 
embryo  of  a  sea-urchin  be  isolated  each  can  give  rise  to  a 
small  but  perfect  animal,  whereas,  if  imperfect  separation 
of  two  cells  occurs,  the  product  is  a  monstrosity  of  the 
■"Siamese  twins"  order,  all  going  to  show  that  there  is 
some  directing  force  governing  the  development  for  the 
benefit  of  the  whole  organism.  This  process  can,  however, 
be  profoundly  modified  by  the  action  of  certain  reagents ; 
thus,  sea-urchin  embryos  allowed  to  develop  in  water  con- 
taining lithium  salts  in  solution  produce  sea-urchins 
possessing  a  peculiar  and  constant  morphological  structure 
so  marked  that  they  are  placed  in  a  special  group  as  lithium 
sea-urchins. 

Plant-organisation  was  the  last  subject  referred  to  by 
the  professor,  and  he  asked  for  suggestions  as  to  how  it  is 
that  species  are  able  to  go  on  growing  and  performing  their 
functions  always  in  the  same  way  so  that  one  knows  exactly 
what  to  expect.  There  are  few  ways  of  disturbing  the 
process,  but  he  gave  one  instance  in  the  production  of  galls 
on  oak-tree  leaves,  where,  as  the  result  of  the  irritation  of 
the  insect  produced  from  the  egg  first  deposited  in  the 
puncture,  a  special  development  of  tissue  of  a  peculiar  kind 
is  brought  about — i.e.,  a  gall.  He  had  made  many  attempts 
during  the  last  few  years  to  bring  about  such  a  special 
development  of  tissue  by  irritating  living  plant-tissue 
mechanically  and  with  chemicals,  but  in  every  case  the 
tissue  either  died  or  responded  to  the  stimulus  by  produc- 
ing a  corky  layer  and  shunting  the  irritant.  Even  in  the 
case  of  galls  the  insect  appears  to  be  constantly  secreting 
something  that  makes  the  gall  grow. 

In  this  connection  the  curious  effect  of  the  smut  which 
affects  the  common  red  lychnis  was  also  mentioned.  When 
the  pest  is  parasitic  on  the  male  plant  it  destroys  the  in- 
ternal tissue  of  the  anthers,  eventually  filling  the  latter 
with  its  own  spores ;  but  when  it  affects  the  female  plant  it 
causes  the  otherwise  abortive  stamens  to  develop,  and 
eventually  deposits  its  spores  in  their  anthers,  as  it  does 
(normally  in  those  of  the  male  plant. 

At  the  close  of  the  lecture  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Professor 
Farmer  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Horace  Brown,  who  offered  the 
interesting  suggestion  that  the  bursting  of  the  wall  of  the 
ovum  of  Fucus  prior  to  the  entry  of  the  spermatozoids  is 
due  to  a  kind  of  osmotic  pressure  set  up  by  rapid  diffusion 
of  soluble  cell-contents.  It  was  understood  that  this  motion 
was  to  be  seconded  by  Dr.  Livers,  but  the  latter,  in  the 
course  of  a  short  metaphysical  disquisition,  in  which  he 
suggested  that  many  of  the  problems  mentioned  by  the 
lecturer  could  be  solved  by  the  assumption  that  there  is  a 
kind  of  polarising  power  which  separates  all  matter  into 
positive  and  negative  materials,  forgot  this  pleasant  duty, 
which  therefore  fell  to  Dr.  Tilden,  who  discharged  it  in 
his  own  characteristic  way.

N.  Renouf ;  committee,  Mrs.  Freke,  Miss  Gilliatt,  Miss 
Bedell,  Miss  Kibble,  and  Miss  Burt. 

Drug-stores  Association. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Nottingham  branch  of  this  body 
was  held  at  New  Basford,  Nottingham,  on  Thursday, 
June  13,  and  was  well  attended.  Mr.  Pinder  occupied  the 
chair,  and  in  his  address  emphasised  the  necessity  for  co- 
operation among  retailers. — Mr.  Claude  Manfull  (local  Sec- 
retary) gave  a  lengthy  report  on  the  work  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  pointed  out  the  advantages  of  and  necessity  for 
local  branches.  He  stated  that  he  would  like  Nottingham  to 
set  an  example  to  the  whole  country  as  to  the  unanimous  sup- 
port and  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  by  forming  them- 
selves into  a  local  affiliated  Association.  He  detailed  the 
work  the  D.S.A.  has  done  and  is  doing  for  unregistered 
men. — The  suggested  rules  were  then  read  and  discussed, 
the  most  important  one  being  that  no  retailer  could  become 
a  member  of  the  local  Association  unless  he  is  a  member  of 
the  D.S.A.  The  necessity  of  this  was  fully  recognised,  and 
was  unanimously  agreed  to. — The  whole  of  the  retailers 
present  joined  the  Association,  and  the  following  subscribed 
an  extra  guinea  each  :  Messrs.  Pinder,  Hunt,  Hooley, 
Barton,  and  Manfull. — The  Secretary  read  a  letter  of 
address  from  the  President  of  the  D.S.A.  congratulating 
the  Nottingham  retailers  upon  the  enthusiastic  manner  in 
which  they  had  responded  to  the  call  to  arms  and  wishing 
the  local  Association  every  success. 

The  Following  Officers  were  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
year  :  President,  Mr.  Pinder ;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs. 
Barton  and  Hunt ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Hooley ;  Hon.  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  C.  Manfull,  with  a'  committee  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Hutchinson,  Cousins,  and  Clarke. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd. 

The  directors  of  this  Association,  in  their  annual  report  to 
be  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  members  on  July  18, 
state  that  during  the  past  year  260  new  members  joined  the 
Association,  making  a  total  of  3,201.  The  subjects  upon 
which  legal  advice  has  been  given  to  the  members  are  then 
enumerated,  and  particulars  given  of  seven  claims  for 
damages  made  against  members  of  the  Association  con- 
sidered and  settled.  These  comprised  (1)  dispensing  a 
strong  solution  of  mercury  perchloride  for  a  weaker  one,  as 
eye-drops;  (2)  the  sale  of  salt  of  sorrel  in  mistake  for 
Rochelle  salt;  (3)  camphorated  oil  for  olive  oil;  (4)  dis- 
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pensing  a  wrong  article  for  tannalbin  ;  (5)  the  sale  of  potas- 
sium bichromate  in  place  of  bicarbonate;  (6)  the  sale  of  red 
precipitate  for  red  pepper;  and  (7)  the  contamination  of  a 
draught  with  minute  fragments  of  glass.  Brief  particulars 
are  also  given  of  nine  cases  defended  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  in  six  of  which  the  directors  feel  justified 
in  qualifying  the  charges  with  the  word  "alleged,"  as  five 
of  the  charges  were  dismissed,  three  of  them  uncondition- 
ally, two  of  them  on  a  payment  of  costs,  and  in  the  sixth  the 
charge  was  withdrawn  on  the  same  basis.  The  accounts 
for  the  year  which  ended  on  December  31,  1906,  show  re- 
ceipts 1,527?.  4s.  6d.,  interest  30/.  15s.  10d.,  and  donation 
11.  Is.,  making  a  total  of  1,559/.  Is.  4c/.,  against 
1,194/.  18s.  4d.  expended,  thus  showing  a  balance  of  464/.  3s. 
The  principal  items  of  expenditure  were  259/.  18s.  6d.  for 
salaries,  184/.  17s.  6d.  for  "Anti-cutting  Record, " 
256/.  6s.  Zd.  for  legal  charges  and  expenditure,  136/.  16s. 
in  payment  of  claims,  and  89/.  4s.  9rZ.  for  travelling- 
expenses.  According  to  Rule  24,  when  the  reserve  amounts 
to  1,000/.  the  directors  may  apply  the  surplus  to  paying  a 
dividend  not  exceeding  5  per  cent.  It  is  now  proposed  that 
the  limit  should  be  placed  at  2,000/. 

Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. 

The  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Council  of  this  Associa- 
tion for  the  year  1906  shows  that  the  number  of  manufac- 
turers' subscriptions  paid  was  215,  or  an  increase  of  one; 
but  this  increase  is  not  a  measure  of  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  protected  articles,  which  now  occupy  fifty-four 
pages  in  the  Association's  year-book,  as  compared  with 
forty-six  in  1905,  and  these  figures  warrant  the  Council  in 
saying 

the  Association  has  successfully  weathered  the  storm 
brought  about  by  the  necessity  for  withholding  supplies 
from  the  co-operative  societies.  It  was  anticipated  that 
there  would  be  a  very  large  depletion  in  the  list,  and  it  is 
very  satisfactory  to  report  that,  notwithstanding,  the  diffi- 
culties referred  to,  the  membership  list  of  the  manufac- 
turers' section  and  the  list  of  protected  articles  breaks  the 
Association's  record. 

In  the  wholesale  section  twenty-two  subscriptions  were  paid 
last  year,  and  in  the  retail  3.769,  as  compared  with  3,647  in 
1905  and  3,459  in  1904.  It  is  stated  that  the  stop-list  was 
never  in  so  satisfactory  a  condition. 

Several  persistent  cases  of  cutting  were  dealt  with  during 
the  year,  and  a  very  large  number  of  test  samples  were  pur- 
chased throughout  the  country  generally.  The  increase  in 
the  Association's  prosperity  has  enabled  the  Council  to  do 
much  more  in  the  direction  of  making  these  test  purchases, 
and  it  may  safely  be  said  that  the  item  in  the  financial 
statement,  showing  that  in  connection  with  this  work 
271/.  8s.  10d.  was  spent,  will  give  some  indication  of  the 
energy  With  which  this  branch  of  the  Association's  work  is 
now  carried  on. 

Reference  is  next  made  to  the  question  of  substitution.  The 
Council,  besides  giving  warnings  in  several  instances  of 
alleged  substitution  which  resulted  in  the  practice  com- 
plained of  being  stopped,  has  also  refused  to  place  upon  the 
list  articles  got  up  to  resemble  others  already  on  it,  and  one 
protected  article  was  removed  from  the  list  for  the  same 
(reason.  The  income  for  the  year  amounted  to 
2,223/.  4s.  Id.,  made  up  as  follows  :  Manufacturers'  sub- 
scriptions, 1,128/.  15s. ;  wholesalers' subscriptions,  115/.  10s. ; 
retailers',  942/.  5s.;  honorary  members',  15/.  15s.,  besides 
a  balance  from  the  previous  year  of  1.327/.  12s.  Id.  Of  the 
total  all  but  1,674/.  5s.  6d.  was  expended,  salaries  amounting 
to  779/.  4s.  lid.,  "Anti-cutting  Record"  300/.  13s.  6d., 
purchases  and  expenses  connected  with  cases  of  cutting 
271/.  8s  10c/.,  travelling  96/.  lis.  10d..  and  various  other 
sums,  mainly  in  the  way  of  rent  and  office  expenses. 


B.C., 
has  given  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  British 
Columbia  Pharmaceutical  Association  he  will  move  that  the 
Association  adopt  as  authoritative  standards  for  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  not  included  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, the  "Compendium  of  Canadian  Formulae"  (issued 
by  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy),  the  "  National  Formu- 
lary "  (issued  by  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association), 
and  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  ("edited  by  Peter  MacEwan, 
Ph.C,  F.C.S.,  and  published  bv  The  Chemist  and  Dri/gcist. 
42  Cannon  Street,  London,  E.C.,  England"). 


FOUR  of  the  thirteen  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  the  past  week  were  misadventures. 
An  accidental  overdose  of  laudanum  caused  the  death  at 
Hampstead  of  Mr.  Oliver  Rhys-Williams,  a  Chelsea  artist, 
— A  Manchester  widow  named  Symonds  and  Jessie  Golds- 
worthy  (63),  a  baker  in  New  Street,  Dorset  Square,  London, 
each  poisoned  herself  with  laudanum.  In  the  case  of  Miss 
Goldsvvorthy,  the  laudanum  had  been  purchased  at  four 
different  chemists'  shops. — The  young  daughter  of  Philip 
Rees,  of  Abertillery,  obtained  possession  of  some  creosote 
her  aunt  was  using  for  toothache,  and  drank  sufficient  to 
poison  herself.  The  jury  censured  the  mother  and  the  aunt 
for  being  so  careless  with  so  dangerous  a  poison. — Thomas 
Alfred  Gerard,  a  Nottingham  soap-manufacturer,  took  an 
overdose  of  morphine  by  inadvertence  to  cure  insomnia. — 
At  an  inquest  held  at  Winchester  relative  to  the  death  of  ai 
nurse  named  Neven  it  was  stated  that  in  a  handbag  belong- 
ing to  deceased  were  found  a  prescription  for  cocaine-solu- 
tion and  a  bottle  of  the  solution  which  had  been  prepared 
by  Mr.  Gibb,  chemist,  Winchester.  The  prescription  bore 
several  names  of  chemists,  and  nine  different  quantities  of 
the  solution  had  apparently  been  supplied  in  nine  days  by 
chemists  at  Bishop's  Waltham,  Wickham,  Botley,  and  Win- 
chester, and  there  were  also  four  other  prescriptions  made 
out  in  different  names.  Dr.  Cyril  Wace  said  the  prescrip- 
tions were  most  irregular,  and  possibly  they  were  not  made 
out  by  a  medical  man  at  all,  and  the  Coroner  (Mr.  Henry 
White)  commented  on  "  the  loose  way  in  which  the  chemists 
had  acted."  All  poison-prescriptions,  he  said,  ought  to 
bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  prescriber.  A  verdict  of 
death  from  cocaine-poisoning  by  misadventure  was  returned 
by  the  jury. — At  the  adjourned  inquest  on  the  body  of  Mrs. 
Elsie  Tinley  (C.  &■  D.,  June  8,  p.  877),  who  died  from 
cocaine-poisoning,  Captain  Matthews  said  the  cocaine  he 
gave  to  deceased  three  years  ago  he  obtained  from  the  Fol- 
lowers' Hospital.  The  jury,  in  returning  a  verdict  of 
suicide,  said  Captain  Matthews  was  indiscreet  in  supplying 
the  deceased  with  so  large  a  quantity  of  cocaine. — William 
Mayhew  (58)  and  Emma  Spong  (53)  were  found  dead  in  a; 
room  at  Brixton,  the  evidence  at  the  inquest  being  that 
death  in  each  case  was  due  to  poisoning  by  potassium  cya- 
nide.— Carbolic  acid  was  used  as  a  suicide-medium  by  Eliza- 
beth Ann  Rice  (47),  of  New  Cross,  and  by  Margaret  Ellen 
Clark,  a  New  Brighton  waitress. — Richard  Thomas  Rose 
(70),  a  Dalston  French  polisher,  poisoned  himself  with 
oxalic  acid,  and  the  same  poison  was  taken  by  William 
Baldwin  (76),  of  Westcliff,  who  suffered  from  cancer.  Mr.

— Margaret  Hingston 
(29),  of  Forest  Hill,  who  was  the  daughter  of  a  retired  land- 
agent,  poisoned  herself  with  weed-killer — a  preparation  of 
nicotine.

Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association.

Among 
alien  plants  or  plants  very  seldom  seen  in  the  district,  and 
probably  introduced  in  the  manner  described,  were  found 
Brassica  alba  (a  very  luxuriant  crop),  Silene  dichotoma, 
(laucalis  daucoides,  Lithospermum  arvense,  Anchusa 
italica,    Asptrugo    procumbens,    and    Sambucus  cana- 


in  the  afternoon.  One  contingent  left  Glasgow  at  9.25  a.m., 
and  the  other  Edinburgh  at  9.15  in  the  morning.  Pro- 
ceeding by  Larbert  and  Callander,  the  company,  num- 
bering 160  ladies  and  gentlemen,  traversed  the  world-famed 
district  of  the  Trossachs  to  the  Trossachs  Hotel.

THE  drug  and  chemical  markets  have  shown  few  features 
of  interest  this  week,  and  the  price-fluctuations,  with  one 
or  two  exceptions,  are  unimportant.  In  chemicals  the  leading 
topic  of  discussion  has  been  the  startling  advance  in  raw 
camphor  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese  monopoly.  This  is 
evidently  the  result  of  a  pronounced  scarcity  in  Formosa,  and 
in  viewof  the  prolonged  sagging  in  prices  of  Chinese  camphor, 
the  advance  alters  the  aspect  of  the  market  considerably. 
Kenned  camphor  is  quite  unaltered.  A  slight  reduction  in 
quinine  was  announced  by  all  makers  as  a  result  of  the 
decline  in  bark  last  week,  but  there  is  still  a  full  penny 
margin  between  first-  and  second-hand  prices.  Rumours 
have  been  current  as  to  an  agreement  between  German  and 
American  makers  of  bromides,  which  we  refer  to  on  another 
page.  Glycerin  is  very  firm,  with  a  rising  tendency,  and 
some  makers  are  not  keen  for  business.  In  the  drug  market 
alterations  are  slight,  attention  being  concentrated  on  the 
auctions.  Chamomiles  are  tending  firmer.  Cascara  sagrada 
is  steady.  Copaiba  is  easier,  and  higher  prices  are  asked  for 
aloin.  Tonka  beans  are  scarce,  and  jalap  is  firm  although 
quiet.  Menthol  is  firm,  and  the  improvement  in  American 
peppermint  oil  is  sustained.  Cod-liver  oil  is  firm.  Turpen- 
tine is  flat  and  lower.  The  changes  in  prices  since  our  last 
report  are  as  follows  :

Bergen,  June  19  : — The  total  catch  of  cod  for  the  whole 
of  Norway  since  the  opening  of  the  season  now  amounts  to 
46,340,000,  against  44,675,000  at  the  corresponding  period 
of  1906.  The  yield  of  steam-refined  oil  is  39,123  barrels,  as 
compared  with  36,104  barrels  at  the  same  time  of  last  year. 
The  fishing  at  Finmarken  continues,  and  the  market  for 
finest  non-congealing  cod-liver  oil  is  firm  at  67s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen,  for  prompt  delivery. 

New  York,  June  20  : — Business  in  drugs  remains  quiet. 
Opium  is  dull  at  $3.80  per  lb.  for  druggists'  in  single  cases. 
Quinine  has  been  reduced  to  16c.  per  oz.  Peppermint  oil 
is  10c.  firmer  at  $1.75  per  lb.  Menthol  is  also  firmer  at  $2.60. 
Balsam  Peru  at  $2.50  per  lb.  and  round  buchu  at  23c.  are 
also  higher.  Refined  camphor  is  lower  at  $1.20  per  lb.,  and 
dandelion  is  scarce  at  23c. 

Java  Quinine-auction. 

At  the  auction  of  quinine  held  at  Batavia  on  June  19 
4,912  kilos,  were  offered,  of  which  2,363  kilos.  Ed.  II.  were 
sold  at  an  average  price  of  11.30f.  (  =  3. 40c.  Amsterdam  unit), 
against  llf.  per  kilo.  (  =  3.25c.  Amsterdam  unit)  at  the  previous 
auction. 


Adulterated  Japanese  Peppermint  Oil. 

The  Okayama  prefecture  has  one  of  the  largest  peppermint- 
plantations  in  Japan,  and  business  in  the  article  is  so  active 
(writes  a  Japanese  correspondent)  that  dishonest  traders  have 
been  adulterating  parcels  with  alcohol  and  petroleum.  Three 
traders  in  the  oil  have  been  arrested  by  the  police. 

Saffron-cultivation  in  France. 

In  Gatinais,  the  exclusive  production-centre  of  France,  the 
cultivation  and  production  of  saffron  is  steadily  decreasing. 
In  1869  1,143  hectares  wero  needed  for  cultivation,  whereas  in 
1902  477  hectares  wero  sufficient.  This  decrease  is  attributec5 
to  the  severe  winters  of  1879-80  and  1890-91,  and  also  to  tho 
large  quantity  of  saffron  produced  by  Spain,  which  keeps- 
prices  down.  The  disappearance  of  this  industry  altogether 
would  seriously  affect  the  people  of  Gatinais. 

Heavy  Chemicals.' 

The  good  all-round  demand  noted  for  some  time  past  in  the 
heavy-chemical  market  is  well  maintained,  both  on  home  and 
export  account,  with  the  consequence  that  prices  continue 
very  steady.  Owing  to  continued  heavy  costs  of  fuel,  etc., 
tendency  of  prices  is  more  towards  advance  than  decline. 

Alkali-produce.  —  Main  products  are  moving  well,  and 
existing  contracts  are  being  taken  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
A  fair  amount  of  miscellaneous  business  is  also  being  tran- 
sacted, mainly  on  prompt  account. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia. — There  is  no  very  great  activity  in 
this  branch,  buyers  apparently  not  considering  present  prices 
sufficiently  tempting.  Nominal  figures  are:  Beckton, 
121.  2s.  6(7.  to  12/.  5.s.  ;  Beckton  terms,  117.  15s. ;  London, 
117.  17s.  6d. ;  Leith,  127.  to  127.  2s.  6c7.  ;  and  Hull,  117.  15s.  to 
117.  16s.  Id. 

Bakium-products.  —  The  heavy  demand  experienced  for 
some  time  now  continues,  and  stocks  are  all  practically  on 
what  may  be  termed  the  low  side,  and  immediate  delivery, 
except  in  occasional  cases,  is  not  possible.  Prices  are  naturally 
on  the  firm  side,  but  when  the  higher  costs  of  the  mineral 
raw  products — viz.,  sulphate  and  carbonate — are  considered, 
present  prices  of  the  manufactured  articles  must  still  be  put 
down  as  low.  Mineral  carbonate  of  barytes,  or  witherite,  is 
practically  unobtainable  outside  existing  contracts.  Blanc 
fixe,  pure  precipitated  sulphate  of  barium  in  paste-form, 
67.  15s.  to  77.  10s.  per  ton  in  8-9  cwt.  casks.  Pure  blanc  fixe, 
dried  and  in  powder-form,  is  in  very  short  supply  for  early- 
delivery  at  87.  15s.  to  97.  15s.  per  ton  in  7-8  cwt.  casks;  second 
quality,  77.  5s.  to  77.  15s.  per  ton.  Mineral  sulphate  of  barytes 
very  steady  at  45s.  to  100s.  per  ton,  according  to  quality, 
quantity,  and  package.  Chloride  of  barium  ordinary  refined 
crystals  tends  towards  advancement  from  77.  10s.  to  87.  10s. 
per  ton,  according  to  quantity,  etc.,  in  original  casks.  Pure 
precipitated  carbonate  of  barium,  77.  10s.  to  97.  per  ton  in 
bags.  Crude  calcined  sulphide  of  barium,  in  short  supply. 
70  to  75  per  cent,  product,  57.  to  57.  10s.  per  ton.  Hydrate  of 
barium  crystals.

Galls  are  quiet  but  steady  at  28  to  30  yen  per 
picul,  the  stock  being  rather  light.  Ginger  is  lower  at 
13  yen  per  picul,  owing  to  absence  of  demand.  Refined 
camphor  remains  very  firm  at  2.40  yen  per  lb.  for  1-oz. 
tablets.  Potash  iodide  is  firmly  held  at  3.60  yen  per  lb.  for 
forward  delivery.  Iodoform  is  steady  at  6.00  yen  per  lb. 
Sodium  iodide  is  offered  at  5.00  yen  per  lb.  Menthol  is 
quoted  at  5.30  yen  per  catty  for  round  lots,  but  there  are  no 
important  transactions.  Peppermint  oil  is  firmly  held  at 
4  yen  per  catty.  In  import  articles,  citric  acid  is  firm  at 
1.05  yen  per  lb.,  while  tartaric  acid  is  lower  at  59  sen  per  lb., 
owing  to  a  heavy  supply.  Bismuth  subnit.  is  weak  at 
2.45  yen  per  lb.  Caffeine  advanced  by  5  per  cent.,  the 
present  quotation  being  6.80  yen  per  lb.  Codeine  is  higher  at 
6.50  yen  for  the  pure  salt.  Balsam  copaiba  is  quoted  at 
1.40  yen  per  lb.,  although  it  cost  about  2  yen  per  lb.  to  import. 
Formaldehyde  is  in  demand  at  25  sen  per  lb.  Rio  ipecacuanha 
is  firm  at  5.50  yen  per  lb.  Jalap  is  quoted  at  25  sen  per  lb. 
Morphine  is  quoted  at  55  yen  per  lb.,  with  a  higher  tendency. 
Potash  bromide  is  weak  at  40  sen  per  lb.  Quinine  is  lifeless  at 
30  sen  for  sulphate,  and  50  sen  for  muriate.  Santonin  is  firm 
at  20.50  yen  per  lb.  Phenacetin  is  quoted  at  1.45  yen  per  lb. 
Potash  chlorate  is  weak  at  18.00  yen  per  cwt.  Potash  cyanide 
(98  per  cent.)  is  wanted  at  33  sen  per  lb.  Potash  prussiate  is 
firmly  held  at  40  yen  per  cwt  for  yellow.

Bromides.— We  call  attention  to  a  paragraph  on  another 
page;  but  it  must  be  stated  on  good  authority  that  there  is 
no  foundation  for  the  fact  that  negotiations  are  now  pro- 
ceeding between  the  German  and  American  makers  All 
consumers  appear  to  be  fully  stocked  with  cheap  bromides 
and  the  demand  at  the  moment  is  poor,  the  potassium  salt 
being  readily  obtainable  at  8^6?.  per  lb. 

Calabar  Beans  are  offered  from  the  Continent  at  from 
oos.  to  60s.,  c.i.f.  London,  as  to  quantity. 

Camphor.— On  Monday  the  market  was  startled  with  a 
sudden  advance  of  from  70s.  to  73s.  per  cwt.  on  the  part  of 
the  Japanese  monopoly,  who  now  quote  from  306s.  to  319s 
per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  according  to  grade.  Several  theories  are 
current  as  to  the  advance,  the  one  finding  most  favour  bein<r 
that  of  scarcity.  On  this  announcement  most  holders  of 
Chinese  crude  temporarily  withdrew  from  the  market  but 
subsequently  several  hundred  cases  were  sold  at  285*  spot : 
but  most  holders  now  ask  300s..  though  possibly  a  little 
could  be  had  at  285s.  to  290s.  This  official  advance  has 
come  at  a  time  when  it  was  most  needed,  as  the  general  im- 
pression was  that  the  market  was  on  the  verge  of  a  collapse 
Opinions  vary  as  to  whether  the  stocks  of  Chinese  crude 
on  the  spot  are  large  or  small.  It  is  said  Chinese  exporters 
have  lost  considerably  on  account  of  the  relatively  low 
prices  obtained  for  their  consignments,  in  which  case  they 
are  reluctant  to  make  further  shipments,  but  by  the  action 
of  the  monopoly  prices  are  bound  to  be  sustained.  It  is 
also  said  that  the  May  shipments  of  camphor  from  Japan 
were  50  per  cent,  less  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of 
1906.  Refined  camphor  is  unaltered.  English  bells  offering 
at  4s.  9c?.  per  lb.,  and  for  Japanese  1-oz.  tablets  4s.  bd  is 
asked. 

Chamomiles. — The  first  arrival  of  the  new  Belgian  crop 
is  not  expected  before  the  next  six  weeks.  Meanwhile  the 
demand  has  improved,  and  with  small  stocks  holders  are 
inclined  to  ask  higher  prices,  up  to  125s.  being  quoted  gocd 
•on  spot. 

Cinchona. — The  shipments  from  Java  during  the  first 
half  of  June  amounted  to  672,000  Am'st.  lb.,  against 
325,000  Amst.  lb.  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1906. 

Cocoa-butter.—  At  the  auction  to  be  held  at  Amsterdam 
on  July  2,  65  tons  Van  Houtens,  7^  tons  de  Jong,  and  5  tons 
Mignon  will  be  offered. 

Galls  are  firm  at  77s.  bd.  per  cwt.  for  blue  Persian  ;  green 
are  offered  at  57s.  6c?.  and  white  at  51s.  ;  while  for  ship- 
ment blue  are  quoted  at  74s.  and  white  at  50s.,  c.i.f. 

Glycerin  remains  very  firm.  Makers  are  not  free  sellers, 
as  still  higher  prices  are  anticipated  after  the  turn  of  the 
summer.  Stocks  are  comparatively  small.  Double-distilled 
s.g.

The  exports  from  Bergen 
up  to  date  amount  to  4,993  barrels,  against  6,749  at  the  corre- 
sponding date  of  last  year.  For  the  whole  country  the 
total  export  hardly  reaches  that  of  last  year  at  this  date,  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  greater  production  in  1907  and  the  larger 
supplies  of  oil  to  be  found  in  Norway.

6c/.,  Tokats  at  14s.,  and  Malatia  at  13s.  to 
13s.  6c/.  Persian  meets  with  a  good  sale,  and  business  has 
been  done  at  steady  to  slightly  easier  prices,  including 
lis.  6c?.  to  12s.  for  over  10  per  cent.,  and  lis.  3c?.  for  9j 
per  cent.    Our  Smyrna  correspondents  write  as  follows  : 

Smyrna,  June  7. — The  sales  this  week  amount  to  112  cases 
as  follows,  comprising  81  cases  extra  Karahissar  for  America  : 
27  cases  ditto  for  speculators,  and  four  cases  Karahissar  t.q. 
for  England.  We  have  had  a  very  exciting  week,  as  several 
buyers  came  forward  together.  The  result  is  that  prices  ad- 
vanced fully  10c?.  to  Is.  per  lb.,  as  sellers  having  news  of 
further  damage  by  dry  hot  weather  from  the  producing- 
districts,  and,  seeing  the  large  demand  from  consumer, 
naturally  became  very  reserved. 

Smyrna,  June  8. — Contrary  to  expectation  the  market  has 
been  very  excited  during  the  past  week.  Consumption  and 
speculation  have  sent  up  prices  just  at  the  moment,  when  a 
steady  market  was  almost  a  necessity,  as  these  high  values 
have  reacted  in  the  producing-centres,  and  new  goods  have 
been  bought  at  higher  prices  than  those  obtainable  on  the 
Smyrna  market.  Since  the  opening  of  the  market  a  big 
American  buyer  has  been  able  to  obtain  a  slight  concession, 
which  has  enabled  the  following  business  to  be  done :  Forty- 
nine  cases  extra  Karahissar  t.q.  at  p.  105,  31.50f.,  or  lis.  3c?. 
per  lb.,  c.i.f. ;  but  when  speculators  came  into  the  market  the. 
same  buyer  had  to  pay  the  equivalent  of  lis.  Id.  to  lis.  8c/.  to 
12s.  Id.  for  32  cases  extra  Karahissar  t.q.  Speculators  also 
bought  27  cases  extra  Karahissar  t.q.  at  from  lis.  Sd-r  to 
lis.  10c7.  to  12s.  Id.  At  the  last  moment  an  order  for  10  cases 
for  England  could  not  be  executed,  and  the  buyer  was  only 
able  to  secure  four  cases  Karahissar  t.q.  at  lis.  10c?.,  after 
which  holders  retired  from  the  market.  The  sales  in  all 
amount  to  112  cases.  Market  closes  very  firm,  with  a  higher 
tendency,  and  the  arrivals  in  Smyrna  amount  to  3,235  cases, 
against  1,514  cases  at  the  same  time  of  last  year. 

Smyrna,  June  14. — Early  this  week  buyers  came  forward  at 
full  prices  to  complete  their  engagements,  but  only  three 
baskets  of  extra  soft  Yerli  sold  at  12s.

Oil,  Lime. — Good  West  Indian  distilled  was  held  at 
3s.  2c?.  per  lb.,  an  offer  of  3s.  lc?.  being  refused. 

Puree. — For  dull  yellow  and  wet  9s.  per  lb.  is  the  price. 

Rose-petals. — Two  bales  of  fair  French  sold  without 
reserve  at  Is.  6c/.  per  lb.  net,  gross  for  net. 

Rhubarb. — Small  sales  were  made  at  about  steady  prices, 
including  medium  to  bold  round  horny  High-dried  with 
three-quarters  good  pinky  fracture  at  ll^d.  per  lb.  Good 
Canton  druggists'  trimming  root  was  bought  in  at  2s.  6c?., 
and  medium  round  ditto  at  2s. 

Sarsaparilla. — The  feature  of  the  auction  was  the  offer- 
ing of  about  one  hundred  bales,  comprising  49  native,  37 
grey,  ten  Lima,  and  four  Guayaquil.  Such  a  quantity 
has  rarely  been  exceeded  at  any  previous  drug-auction,  but 


the  all-round  demand  proved  good,  showing  the  scarcity 
privately.  Grey  Jamaica  declined  5c?.  to  6c?.  per  lb.  com- 
pared with  the  previous  auction,  but  Native  Jamaica  was 
irregular,  opening  2c?.  to  3c?.  lower,  but  closing  at  full-up 
prices  for  the  better  qualities.  Genuine  grey  realised  2s.  3c?. 
to  2s.  4c?.  per  lb.  for  good  fibrous,  2s.  to  2s.  2c?.  for  part 
coarse  to  fair,  2s.  Id.  for  slightly  sea-damaged,  and  Is.  11c?. 
for  more  sea-damaged.  Good  red  Native  sold  at  Is.  5c/.  to 
Is.  6c?.,  fair  red  at  Is.  3c/.  to  Is.  4c?.,  pale  yellow  and  dull 
red  mixed  at  Is.  3d.,  common  mixed  pale  yellow  and  red 
ll^c?.  per  lb.  (subject).  Good  rolled  Lima-Jamaica  was 
bought  in  at  2s.  6c?.  per  lb. 

Senna. — Only  seven  bales  Tinnevelly  were  offered  and 
sold  without  reserve,  including  fair  small  greenish  at  2|c?. 
and  dark  pods  at  l\d.  Five  bales  darkish  Alexandrian 
pods  were  held  for  6c/.  per  lb. 

Squill. — Five  bags  offered  and  sold  without  reserve  at 
2d.  per  lb.  for  fair  to  dark  brown. 

Tonka  Beans. — Bold  frosted  Angostura  were  bought  in 
at  2s.  6c?.  per  lb. 

Wax,  Bees'. — In  auction  the  demand  was  exceedingly 
slow,  and  practically  all  the  offerings  of  Jamaica  wers 
bought  in  at  full  prices  at  from  8/.  5s.  for  dark  brown  up  to 
8/.  15s.  for  good.  Other  descriptions  were  also  neglected, 
but  a  few  sales  of  Zanzibar  block  were  made  at  61.  15s.  for 
fair  yellow,  slightly  drossy.  Good  block  was  held  at  11., 
and  for  wormy  61.  17s.  6c/.  was  wanted,  a  bid  of  61.  lbs. 
being  refused.  For  Abyssinian  a  bid  of  61.  15s.  was  also 
refused,  the  limit  being  11.  A  case  of  good  mixed  Tas- 
manian  sold  at  11.  Is.  6c/.,  and  a  parcel  of  twenty  bags  from 
Rhodes  Island  was  offered,  consisting  of  fair  yellow  and 
brown  mixed,  slightly  drossy,  for  which  an  offer  of  11.  Is.  6c?. 
was  refused.  Bleached  Calcutta  was  held  at  from  8/.  to 
8/.  5s.,  and  good  brown  Madagascar  was  limited  at  7/.  per 
cwt. 

French  Casein. 

There  are  now  two  casein-factories  in  operation  near  La 
Rochelle,  and  a  third  will  shortly  be  started.  These  factories 
utilise  the  separated  milk  from  the  co-operative  dairies. 
One  of  these  factories  is  stated  to  be  the  largest  in  the  world 
(that  near  Taillebourg,  Charente  Inferieure),  employing  the 
separated  milk  from  twenty  co-operative  dairies.  In  this 
establishment  the  workmen  are  interested  in  the  profits  of  the 
undertaking,  and  the  production  of  casein  is  constantly  in- 
creasing. 

German  Alcohol  Ring  Renewed. 

Although  elaborate  preparations  were  made  for  some  con- 
siderable time  past  to  ensure  the  reconstitution  of  the  new 
combine  by  June  1,  the  date  had  to  be  extended  for  another 
ten  days.  The  minimum  participation  required  was 
160,000,000  litres  by  the  North  German  and  10,000,000  litres 
by  the  South  German  distilleries  —  an  aggregate  of 
170,000,000  litres.  By  June  11,  however,  the  minimum  ap- 
plications needed  were  exceeded  by  2,400,000  litres  in  North 
Germany  and  1,040,000  litres  in  South  Germany,  so  that  the 
aggregate  output  under  control  will  be  162,400,000  litres  and 
11,040,000  litres  in  North  and  South  Germany  respectively 
The  other  conditions  having  also  been  agreed  to,  the  new 
arrangement  has  been  declared  binding,  so  that  the  extension 
of  the  syndicate  for  a  period  of  ten  years  is  an  accomplished 
fact.  The  Spirit-Centrale  was  first  formed  on  March  29,  1899. 
and  the  old  contract  runs  until  1908,  while  the  new  one  will 
be  in  force  until  1918.  The  hope  is  expressed  that  the  new 
organisation  will  not  take  any  undue  advantage  of  its  ex- 
tended power.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Rhenish  spirit-manufac- 
turers held  at  Dusseldorf  on  June  11,  it  was  unanimously 
decided  after  a  long  discussion  to  join  the  "  Centrale."  The 
feeling  in  the  consuming  industry  regarding  the  new  "  ring  " 
may  be  gauged  by  the  following  remarks  by  the  "  Deutsche 
Distillateurzeitung " :  It  would  be  foolish  to  question  or 
minimise  the  success  and  the  importance  of  the  ring.  This 
success  is,  unfortunately,  not  confined  to  the  figures  given, 
which  do  not  permit  yet  of  an  exact  calculation  of  either  the 
controlled  or  uncontrolled  part  of  the  production.  It  may  be 
regarded  as  certain  that  the  actual  reconstruction  of  the 
ring  will  yet  attract  numerous  applications  to  join  on  the 
part  of  the  distillers  still  outstanding,  since  the  power  of  the 
ring  may  be  trusted  to  bring  this  about.  In  spite  of  all  the 
promises  held  out  to  consumers,  the  latter  will  probably  soon 
feel  the  whip  hand  of  the  ring.  It  may  come  in  the  long  run 
to  the  formation  of  a  giant  trust  of  spirit-manufacturers,  the 
strength  of  which  would  eventually  prove  the  dominant 
factor  in  the  combination.  The  opposition  of  consumers 
henceforth  cannot  be  expected  to  collapse  and  may  seek  legis- 
lative support.  Should  there  be  no  opposition,  matters  under 
the  ring  monopoly  would  soon  tend  to  drift  towards  a  Govern- 
ment monopoly.

Division  of  the  Minor. 
Sir, — I  fully  concur  in  what  you  say  as  to  the  division 
into  parts  of  the  Minor  examination.  There  is  nothing  in 
the  charter,  Acts  of  Parliament,  or  by-laws  to  prohibit  this 
most  desirable  improvement.  To  suggest  that  the  word 
"  examination  "  means  something  which  must  be  completed 
in  a  day,  or  a  week,  or  a  month,  has  no  foundation  in  fact. 
At  the  present  time  it  is  quite  usual  to  conduct  the  practical 
examination  in  one  month  and  the  oral  in  the  next.  By  a 
very  strict  interpretation  of  By-law  Section  X.  19,  the 
words  "  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  imme- 
diately preceding  that  in  which  the  examination  is  to  take 
place,"  it  might  be  questioned  whether  the  present  practice 
is  permissible  ;  but  no  one  has  raised  any  objection.  The  by- 
laws themselves  are  not  always  very  exact  interpretations  of 
the  Acts  of  Parliament,  which  they  are  bound  to  follow. 
My  study  of  the  subject  leads  me  to  the  following  judg- 
ment :  that  while  there  is  nothing  in  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
to  prevent  the  compulsory  division  of  the  Minor,  the  by- 
laws might  be  held  to  do  so.  But  the  by-laws  do  not  forbid 
an  optional  division  of  the  examination.  That  is  to  say,  if 
a  candidate  demanded  to  be  examined  at  one  sitting  (if  we 
can  call  it  that),  his  request  would  require  to  be  granted. 
But  if  he  preferred  (as  the  majority  would)  to  take  it  in  two 
sections  at  a  three-months'  interval,  a  regulation  of  the 
Council  to  that  effect  seems  all  that  is  necessary.  The 
second  term  of  examination  would  be  held  to  be  technically 
the  examination,  on  which  occasion  the  candidate  would 
actually  pass  and  receive  his  certificate.  If  the  examiners 
(acting  according  to  rule)  were  to  say  in  effect,  "We  consider 
that  what  this  man  did  three  months  ago,  along  with  what 
he  has  done  now,  entitles  him  to  a  certificate,"  who  would 
say  "No"?  On  the  other  hand,  if  it  were  considered 
desirable  that  the  passing  of  the  examination  in  sections 
at  long  intervals  should  be  binding  on  all,  a  new  by-law 
would  probably  be  necessary,  but  certainly  not  a  new  Act  of 
Parliament. 

I  am  not  much  in  love  with  the  word  "curriculum." 
Perhaps  we  have  heard  too  much  about  it.  But  it  is 
generally  conceded  that  it  would  be  well  to  be  able  to  insist 
on  a  reasonable  course  of  study.  Without  a  new  Act  of 
Parliament  it  would  surely  be  possible  to  authorise  the 
Boards  of  Examiners  to  receive  certificates  from  candidates 
indicating  the  classes  and  courses  of  practical  study  they 
had  attended.  These  would  be  handed  in  at  the  time  of  the 
practical  examination,  or  previously.  Candidates  would  be 
notified,  by  a  printed  slip,  that  they  were  entitled  to  deposit 
or  exhibit  such  certificates.  Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — Your  editorial  is  almost  too  good  to  be  true,  but  let 
us  hope  that  the  Lancashire  President  will  back  up  Dr. 
Symes.  It  will  be  a  new  source  of  revenue  to  the  Society,  for 
many  men  will  study  at  local  night  schools  who  otherwise 
would  never  have  attempted  the  Minor.  Their  employers 
will  benefit  in  consequence,  and  doubtless  many  of  them  will 
be  willing  to  help  and  encourage  such  men.  The  logical 
outcome  will  surely  be  a  licence  for  those  who  pass  in,  say, 
pharmacy  and  commercial  chemistry  after  the  age  of  eighteen 


or  nineteen.  Such  a  licence  (on  the  lines  of  Ireland  and  some 
of  the  Colonies)  will  benefit  every  chemist  who  helps  his 
apprentice  to  study  by  giving  him  an  assistant  who  can 
legally  take  charge  in  tne  temporary  absence  of  the  master. 

I  expect  much  from  this  very  select  but  long-delayed 
Select  Committee,  though  some  men  who  write  in  your 
columns  seemed  lately  just  a  little  bit  apprehensive  that  the 
process  of  educating  M.P.s  had  not  yet  progressed  far 
enough  for  us  to  risk  our  case  before  a  committee.  Let  us 
hope  the  subject  will  be  gone  into  with  some  show  of  common 
sense,  instead  of  the  silly  pretensions  which  have  given 
swelled  head  to  so  many  men  in  the  past.  The  petty 
jealousy  which  exists  in  most  towns  between  chemists  we 
have  known  of  for  years,  but  it  seems  almost  incredible  to 
me  to  see  so  much  of  it  as  I  do  between  qualified  men  and 
unqualified.  The  former  seem  afraid  of  the  crowd  of  young 
men  coming  on ;  afraid  the  wages  will  be  reduced ;  they 
do  not  want  to  learn  more  so  as  to  keep  ahead,  and  all  they 
ask  is  21.  a  week  and  an  employer  to  find  it  for  them.  Keep 
the  Society  select  is  their  idea ;  therefore  we  cannot  lay  all 
the  blame  on  the  Council  for  not  moving  in  the  matter  before. 
The  Council  have  been  guided  greatly  by  the  local  Associa- 
tions, and  it  is  well  known  that  the  busy  men  with  modern 
businesses  and  ideas  either  do  not  belong  to  associations  or 
at  least  attend  very  rarely.  The  company  men  have  been 
ruled  out ;  the  70  per  cent,  failures  to  pass  the  Minor  take 
little  share — in  fact,  many  of  them  are  actively  hostile ; 
while  of  the  actual  men  on  the  register  only  about  one-third 
are  members  of  the  Society,  and  they  are  all  of  the  same  way 
of  thinking — they  are  mostly  the  dispensing  fraternity  (or 
the  would  be). 

The  Council  need  support,  need  expressions  of  opinion 
from  well-known  business  men  outside  the  local  Associations, 
and  the  present  seems  a  favourable  time.  Let  us  hope  a 
Lancashire  President  and  Dr.  Symes  can  do  better  than  the 
London  leaders  of  the  past,  who  could  not  see  an  inch  past 
the  doctor's  dispensing,  and  such  fads  as  disciplinary  powers 
and  curriculum.  Both  of  these  fads  are  inapplicable  to  the 
great  majority;  both  useless  for  the  public  safety,  since 
doctors  do  nine-tenths  of  their  own  dispensing.  There  is 
plenty  of  money  still  in  the  drug-trade  and  plenty  of  men 
ready  to  join  the  Society,  but  they  will  not  pay  a  guinea  a 
year  to  see  it  squandered,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

What  puzzles  a  great  many  men  is  that  the  by-laws 
have  been  elastic  enough  to  allow  the  Minor  fees  to  be 
raised  from  three  guineas  to  ten  guineas,  and  yet  so  inelastic 
as  to  prevent,  during  twenty  years  any  division  of  the 
examination.  Perhaps  Mr.  Carteighe  will  enlighten  the 
dark  corners  of  our  minds  if  he  has  not  shed  his  responsi- 
bility along  with  his  retail  shop.  Jay  Mack. 

[There  is  nothing  in  the  charter.  Acts,  or  by-laws  to  prevent 
the  Boards  of  Examiners  intimating  to  candidates  who  have 
failed  in  one  cr  more  subjects  that  they  will  be  examined  in 
those  subjects  only  when  they  attend  on  any  future  occasion, 
nor  is  there  anything  which  compels  the  Boards  to  re-examine 
candidates  in  subjects  which  they  have  passed.  By-law  X., 
16,  says  that  examiners  may  grant  or  refuse  certificates  to 
persons,  and  have  to  furnish  lists  of  such  persons  to  the 
Registrar.  This  may  be  construed  into  a  prohibition  of  the 
examiners  doing  anything  but  rejecting  or  passing  a  man,  but 
that  would  soon  be  got  over  if  the  examiners  and  others  con- 
cerned were  in  earnest  about  division  of  the  examination. — 
Editor.] 

Window-displays. 
Sir, — There  is  a  small  matter  in  Mr.  Arthur  Mills's  letter 
I  should  like  to  touch  on — viz.,  21.  2s.  per  week  for  window- 
space.  Whether  the  "cool  impudence"  is  in  asking  such 
a  sum  for  such  a  time,  or  vice  versa,  I  leave  to  unbiassed 
people  to  judge.  In  this  case  much  depends  on  actual 
rental.  I  have  heard  of  men  wanting  this  sum  whose  total 
rent,  rates,  etc.,  for  shop,  cellar,  and  sometimes  house  too, 
including  shop-windows,  was  not  more  than  100?.  a  year.  It 
says  little  for  the  remainder  of  premises  if  the  windows  are 
worth  100Z.  a  year.  Jay  Dee.  (147/73.) 

Sir, — We  fully  endorse  the  sentiments  expressed  by  Mr. 
Mills  in  his  letter  in  last  week's  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
The  trend  of  the  times  is  undoubtedly  for  manufacturers  to 
introduce  a  proprietary,  and  to  boom  it  with  the  idea  that 
the  trade  shall  be  compelled  to  stock  it  whether  it  shows 
them  a  living  profit  or  not.   The  trade  are,  however,  becom- 
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ins  enlightened  and  beginning  to  recognise  that  such  a 
system  is  unfair,  and  our  only  wonder  is  that  attention  has 
not  been  drawn  to  this  matter  before,  for  if  a  chemist  relied 
on  his  income  from  the  profit  realised  on  most  of  the  proprie- 
taries he  handles  he  would  soon  find  himself  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy court.  Personally  we  consider  that  a  chemist  is  en- 
titled to  an  acknowledgment  of  his  co-operation  m  just  the 
same  way  as  a  commercial  traveller,  for  if  he  lends  his 
window  and  in  other  ways  pushes  a  manufacturer  s  goods 
he  is  helping  to  increase  the  manufacturer's  turnover,  and 
in  doing  so  surely  merits  consideration.  During  the  twenty- 
five  years  we  have  been  in  business  we  have  invariably 
adopted  this  policy  with  regard  to  our  proprietaries,  with, 
we  are  glad  to  say,  very  satisfactory  results,  and,  in  the 
case  of  Hansa  Platz  Eau  de  Cologne  and  Grant  et  Cie.s 
Buttermilk  Soap-balls,  we  put  into  practice  what  we  preach.

Dr.  H.  Aldersmith,  of  Christ's  Hospital,  Horsham,  in- 
forms us  that  he  originally  suggested  this  combination  for 
ringworm  in  1882,  but  has  not  prescribed  it  for  many  years, 
other  treatment  having  superseded  it.  The  quantity  of 
10-per-cent.  oleate  to  soft  paraffin  was  adjusted  according 
to  the  age  of  the  patient,  size  of  the  patches,  etc.  The  pre- 
paration is  mentioned  in  the  fourth  edition  of  Dr.  Alder- 
smith's  "  Ringworm  and  Alopecia  areata"  (Lewis),  to  which 
our  correspondent  should  refer  if  the  particulars  here  given 
do  not  suffice. 

Standardisation  of  Disinfectants. 

gIR  —Whatever  their  political  opinions  may  be,  those 
interested  in  sanitary  reform  must  admit  the  sound  common 
sense  that  characterises  the  utterances  of  the  President  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  when  the  subject  under  dis- 
cussion relates  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
vhe  public  health.  In  some  cases  he  is  only  the  mouthpiece 
of  his  expert  advisers ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
Mr.  John  Burns  has  for  many  years  studied  the  subjects 
with  which  he  is  now  concerned  officially,  and  it  is  therefore 
not  surprising  that  he  should  have  so  excellent  a  knowledge 
of  these  matters.  This  thought  occurred  to  me  when  I 
read  the  report  in  the  C.  &  D.,  June  8,  of  the  question  put 
by  Mr.  Bees  to  the  President  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  about  the  manner  of  scheduling  carbolic  acid  ;  and 
after  Mr.  Burns's  reply  Mr.  Pees  asked  whether  it  is  not 
the  case  that  disinfectants  poor  in  character  are  bought  by 
the  public  under  the  impression  that  they  are  not  only 
deodorants,  but  disinfectants ;  and  if  they  are  not  disin- 
fectants, is  it  a  public  advantage  that  they  should  be  sold  ? 
To  this  Mr.  Burns  replied  :  "If  the  hon.  member  will 
supply  me  with  such  cases  I  shall  be  pleased  to  look  into 
the  matter  further. "  It  is  good  news  to  hear  of  the  willing- 
ness of  Mr.  Burns  to  investigate  the  matter  further.  It  is 
a  well-known  fact  that  a  large  trade  is  done  in  the  poorer 
districts  by  oilmen  who  sell  small  quantities  of  coal-tar 
fluids,  such  as  the  3-per-cent.  minimum  allows  them,  and 
that  these  farcical  preparations  are  taken  to  the  home  and 
applied  freely  in  the  belief  that  they  are  capable  of  destroy- 
ing the  organisms  of  infectious  disease.  Mr.  Burns  is 
credited  with  a  sincere  desire  to  encourage  the  purification 
of  the  poor  man's  dwelling ;  he  will  therefore  realise  the 
innate  wickedness  of  allowing  those  who  can  least  afford  it 
to  have  deodorants  palmed  off  on  them  when  they  pay  for 
disinfectants.  The  oilmen  are  not  to  blame,  as  they  offer 
these  worthless  preparations  in  ignorance  of  their  true 
value  ;  but  those  who  manufacture  them  and  take  advantage 
of  their  ignorance  are  deserving  of  the  severest  censure.  It 
is  surprising  that  absence  of  toxicity  (within  the  meaning 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act)  should  be  allowed  to  make  up  for 
deficiency  in  germicidal  strength,  and  yet  that  is  what  it 
practically  comes  to  in  the  case  of  preparations  of  carbolic 
acid  and  its  homologues.

The  £5  Patent  Limit. 

Sir,- — Allow  me  to  make  a  few  remarks  re  Jay  Mack's 
letter  in  this  week's  issue  of  the  C.  <k  D.  Jay  Mack  must 
have  been  highly  fluttered  by  the  remarks  of  "  Xrayser  "  in 
last  week's  issue,  particularly,  I  presume,  in  consequence 
of  "Xrayser"  mentioning  "J.  M.'s"  name.  Jay  Mack 
seems  to  take  great  interest  in  the  "patent"  trade,  and 
appears  to  have  this  unprofitable  branch  on  the  brain.  I 
would  like  Jay  Mack  to  inform  your  readers  about  his 
authority  "  that  there  are  10,000  distributors  willing  to  buy 
and  distribute  '  popular  patents '  even  if  they  could  at 
first  hand  buy  10s.,  20s.,  30?.  worth."  He  says  firms  like 
Elliman's,  Beecham,  and  Allen  &  Hanburys  are  not  in 
business  on  the  "  get-rich  plan."  How  does  he  know  this  ? 
Have  these  firms  given  Jay  Mack  their  confidence?  The 
next  paragraph  in  his  letter  is  very  insulting  to  his  brother 
chemists,  viz.  : 

They  do  not  stick  to  the  rules  of  the  game;  they  would 

send  for  two  instead  of  twelve  as  arranged  ;  they  would 

forget  to  send  cash,  and  they  would  pass  you  in  the  street  if 

you  sent  them  an  account. 

Does  Jay  Mack  speak  from  experience,  and  in  what  part 
of  the  Kingdom  do  these  underhand  and  dishonest  chemists 
of  Jay  Mack's  acquaintance  reside?  I  have  had  about 
forty  years'  experience  of  the  drug-trade,  and  have  been 
living  in  various  parts  of  England  and  Wales,  and  I  can 
assure  your  readers  that  my  experience  of  my  brother 
chemists  is  quite  the  reverse  of  Jay  Mack's.  Further,  he 
says  that  he  never  substitutes  even  when  he  was  a  dozen 
years  with  a  "big  drug  company."  Was  Jay  Mack  a 
manager  of  a  branch  while  employed  by  this  company?  If 
so,  what  was  the  commission  over  and  above  the  stated 
salary  for?  Was  the  commission  for  pushing  own  pro- 
prietaries in  preference  to  "patents"?  Further,  he  says 
that  "he  is  no  cutter."  I  presume  that  he  is  disgusted  at 
the  way  things  were  cut  while  he  was  employed  by  the  "  big 
drug  company,"  and  now  that  he  is  in  business  on  his  own 
account  he  has  no  wish  to  ruin  his  brother  chips.  The  less 
Jay  Mack  says  about  his  favourite  "big  drug  company" 
the  better.  If  they  could  not  get  men  of  his  stamp  to 
serve  them  the  ' '  big  drug  company  ' '  could  not  carry  on 
their  drug-business  to  the  loss  and  detriment  of  those  who 
have  studied  and  qualified  to  make  a  living  out  of  the  drug- 
trade.  If  Jay  Mack  has  such  love  for  "  patents,"  let  him 
by  all  means  love  them,  push  their  sale,  and  prescribe  same 
ad  lib.  It  may  be  that  after  being  a  dozen  years  with  the 
"  big  drug  company  "  and  everything  ready  made,  signed, 
and  sealed,  he  has  such  a  love  for  put-up  things,  the  com- 
position of  which  is  not  known  to  him,  that  all  the  pleasure 
he  has  in  life  is  to  safely  deliver  same  to  his  customers. 
After  being  a  dozen  years  with  a  "  big  drug  company,"  it 
may  be  that  Jay  Mack  is  a  little  out  of  practice  at  emulsion 
and  pill  making.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — Mr.  Jay  Mack's  argument  about  10,000  willing 
chemists  distributing,  etc.,  is  rather  amusing  to  one  who 
represents  a  maker  of  a  proprietary  offering  over  25  per  cent. 
I  put  it  to  him  and  your  readers  generally  that,  when  custo- 
mers ask  them  for  an  advertised  patent,  P.A.T.A.  or  other- 
wise, provided  that  an  opportunity  of  pushing  their  own 
nostrum  presents  itself  (as  happens  ofttimes  in  conversa- 
tion), not  one  neglects  this  opportunity,  and  willingly 
effaces  himself  by  willingly  handing  over  the  article  re- 
quested. One  does  not  blame  the  retailer  for  this  ;  indeed, 
he  would  be  to  blame  if  he  did  not  do  it ;  but  it  is  this  fact 
which  often  prevents  a  maker  giving  as  much  profit  to  the 
retailer  as  he  (the  maker)  would  like  to.  He  cannot  afford 
to  advertise  and  make  sales  which  are  not  effected.  So 
that  no  chemist  can,  in  justice  to  himself,  give  a  "  promise  " 
not  to  substitute  in  the  manner  here  desciibed,  and  by  that 
means  hope  for  better  treatment.  Re  the  F.M.R.  price 
being  placed  on  every  package  ;  if  Mr.  Jay  Mack  will  give 
the  matter  a  moment's  thought  he  will  find  many  reasons 
why  this  is  not  an  actual  fact,  and  the  bulk  of  the  reasons 
will  be  on  the  retailer's  side,  and  certainly  no  fault  of  the 
manufacturer.  Jay  Dee.  (147/73.)

Mr.  Percy  H.  Garnlen,  Secretary  of  the  Hartlepools  and 
District  Chemists'  Association,  writes  to  us  in  regard  to  a 
poster  used  in  some  of  the  northern  towns  by  the  Northum- 
berland and  Durham  Mineral-water  Manufacturers,  etc., 
Trade  Protection  Society,  Ltd.,  125  City  Road,  Newcastle, 
offering  a  reward  of  ^d.  each  for  empty  soda-water 
bottle,  and  3d.  for  each  empty  syphon  returned  to 
the  Society's  address.  The  poster  says:  "Take  them  to 
the  nearest  shop  and  get  your  money.  If  a  shopkeeper 
who  deals  in  mineral  waters  refuses  to  allow  the  money, 
please  communicate  with"  the  Society.  Mr.  Gamlen  re- 
gards the  poster  as  a  temptation  to  children  and  others. 
Respecting  its  influence  upon  chemists  who  own  syphons,  he 
adds  : 

The  chemist  may  keep  a  syphon-book  of  the  most  approved 
pattern,  but  what  can  he  do  if  his  customer  says  the  syphon 
has  been  returned  and  he  has  forgotten  to  cross  it  off  his 
book,  whereas  in  all  probability  the  syphon  may  have  been 
sold  by  the  children  for  3c?. ,  or  handed  to  some  marine  store- 
dealer  at  the  back  door  for  a  similar  amount  ?  If  the  chemist 
charges  3d.  for  his  syphon  with  the  view  of  keeping  a  hold  on 
same,  then  the  usual  notice  on  his  syphon-tickets  concerning 
the  charge  of  2s.  if  not  returned,  etc.,  will  carry  no  meaning 
with  it,  as  the  syphon  is  sold  for  3d.,  and  the  customer  con- 
siders he  or  she  is  absolved  from  all  blame  if  it  be  broken,  or 
lost — say,  to  another  party  for  Ad.  or  6(7. 

Mr.  Gamlen  invites  the  opinions  of  others  on  the  subject. 
We  understand  that  Carnival,  Ltd.,  have  also  had  occasion 
to  complain  of  the  poster  in  question,  and  received  the  reply 
from  the  Society  that  empty  bottles  and  syphons  lying  in 
yards  and  empty  houses  are  specially  referred  to.  Neverthe- 
less, we  think  the  Society  should  stop  the  poster.

— Sixpenny  boxes  of  antikamnia  tablets 
cannot  be  sold  unstamped.  You  may  not  sell  Easton's  syrup 
without  registering  the  sale  in  the  poisons-book. 

If.  C.  0.  (145/82). — The  only  way  to  become  a  barrister  (un- 
less you  happen  to  be  a  member  of  the  Royal  family)  is  to 
attend  one  of  the  Inns  of  Court  and  pass  the  examinations  of 
the  Council  of  Legal  Education.

_  A.  L.  (135/29). — We  understand  that  the  purpose  of  the  ques- 
tions on  general  business  principles  in  the  Fairchild  Scholar- 
ship Examination  is  to  test  the  knowledge  of  business  matters 
acquired  by  candidates  during  their  apprenticeship.  You 
will  find  the  questions  set  at  the  last  two  examinations  in  the 
C.  &  D.  Supplement  of  July  15,  1905,  and  July  7,  1906.  In 
the  1905  examination  four  questions  were  put :  the  first  was 
about  the  schedule  of  poisons;  the  second  about  the  rate  of 
profit  and  returns  from  an  article  sold ;  the  third  about  dis- 
counts from  invoices;  and  the  fourth  about  the  uses  of  day- 
book and  ledger.  In  the  1906  paper  five  questions  were  set : 
the  first  required  a  letter  of  application  for  an  advertised 
vacant  situation ;  the  second  the  difference  between  gross  and 
net  profits;  the  third  about  what  to  do  when  counter-scales 
aue  '"c,orrect !  tne  fourth  about  the  storage  of  poisons ;  and 
the  fifth  required  an  example  of  a  page  of  a  ledger.  We  do 
not  know  of  one  book  that  covers  all  these  subjects;  but  as  to 
bookkeeping  and  general  business-principles,  you  might  read 

How  to  do  Business,"  published  by  Pitman,  84  Fleet  Street 
London,  h,.p  at  Is.  There  are  many  other  small  manuals  of 
a  similar  kind  which  might  be  read.

Coalite,  which 
is  being  boomed  just  now,  is  a  partially  carbonised  coal. 


B.  S.  (129/9). — Careers  for  Boys. — The  books  published 
giving  particulars  of  the  careers  or  professions  open  for  boys 
are  as  follows:  '"Careers  for  our  Sons,"  by  the  Rev.  G.  H.

Stearine  (136/67). -—It  is  oleum  theobromatis  that  is  used  in 
theatrical  grease-paints,  not  coconut  oil. 

Richmond  (136/64). — Essence  of  Chocolate. — Mix  14-  lb.  of 
powdered  chocolate  with  1£  pint  of  glycerin  in  a  mortar, 
transfer  to  a  large  evaporatiag-basin,  and  wash  out  the  mortar 
with  4  pint  of  water,  and  boil  gently  for  five  minutes;  then 
add  lg  pint  of  syrup,  5  oz.  of  essence  of  vanilla,  and  enough 
water  to  make  the  product  measure  1  gal. 

Bucher  (135/16). — Ung.  Sdlphuris  Alkalinum. — This  was 
official  in  the  U.S. P.,  1880.    The  recipe  is  as  follows: 

Washed  sulphur    96  grains 

Potassium  carbonate    48  grains 

Water    £  dr. 

Benzoated  lard      ...       ...       ...  312  grains 

Rub  the  sulphur  with  the  potash  salt  and  water,  then 
gradually  mix  with  the  lard. 

G.  H.  (136/32)  asks  what  is  "Oil  of  Riss "  ?  Can  our 
readers  make  useful  suggestions  ? 

F.  A.  I).  (127/16). — Gapes-powder  for  inhalation.  —  This 
powder,  used  for  the  cure  of  gapes  in  fowls,  is  a  mixture  of 
kieselguhr  or  kaolin  with  about  10  per  cent,  of  carbolic 
acid.  The  directions  are :  Place  the  powder  in  a  saucer  and 
put  inside  a  nearly  air-tight  hen-coop  in  which  the  fowls  are 
confined.  Then  with  a  pair  of  bellows  blow  the  powder  so  as 
to  raise  a  dust  which  the  birds  are  compelled  to  i'tihalc. 

Influenzme  (134/45).  —  The  Influenza-powder  consists  of 
about  8  grains  of  phenacetin.  This  drug  is  useful  in  the  first 
stage  of  influenza  to  relieve  headache  and  the  pain  in  the 
limbs.  It  is  the  safest  of  the  synthetic  antipyretics,  but  we  do 
not  think  it  should  be  recommended  for  children  so  young  as 
four  years  old,  even  in  4-grain  doses. 

/.  S.  (133/29). — The  Mercury  Amalgam  used  for  plating 
policemen's  buttons  is  metallic  mercury  with  a  small  quantity 
of  zinc. 

E.  0.  J.  (139/21). — Dentistry. — Your  best  way  to  begin  this 
subject  will  be  to  procure  Barrett's  "  Dental  Surgery  for 
Medical  Practitioners  and  Students  in  Medicine"  (Lewis, 
3s.  6rf.).  This  will  give  you  an  idea  as  to  which  instruments 
are  indispensable.  The  commencement  of  your  practical 
work  should  be  under  the  guidance  of  some  experienced 
person. 

B.  F.  I.  (140/36). — Solution  of  metol-quinol  in  a  partly  filled 
bottle  becomes  discoloured  through  absorption  of  oxygen, 
which  is  more  rapid  in  the  presence  of  alkalies.  The  remedy, 
not  applicable  in  this  case,  is  an  atmosphere  free  from  oxygen. 
Some  photographers  try  to  get  over  the  difficulty  by  keeping 
a  film  of  oil  on  the  top  of  the  developer  in  the  bottle  and 
drawing  off  the  solution  when  required  for  use  by  means  of  a 
syphon. 

Nirvine  (135/44). — White  Embrocation  without  ammonia. — 
The  following  is  from  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  It  is 
cheap  and  makes  an  effective  liniment :

— We  published  a  formula  for  drain-rockets 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  October  21,  1905,  p.  662.  i»  this  what  you 
refer  to  ? 

W.  P.  (138/8). — Beef-and-malt  Wine. — The  following,  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  can  be  varied  by  using  liquor 
carnis  and  liquid  extract  of  malt  in  place  of  the  solid  extracts  : 

Extract  of  beef    Jiv. 

Extract  of  malt    3viij. 

Port  wine      Cong.  j. 

Rub  down  the  extracts  with  a  pint  of  the  wine  and'add  to  tho 
rest.  Shake,  set  aside  for  fourteen  days,  decant,  and  filter 
the  sediment. 

M.P.S.  (137/41). — (11  We  cannot  explain  why  the  eggs  crack 
after  being  in  water-glass  solution.  Eggs  preserved  in  water- 
glass  often  crack  when  put  into  boiling  water  for  cooking, 
and  it  is  usual  to  prick  the  shells  with  a  needle  to  prevent 
the  trouble.  (2)  Rabbit  Smoke-balls. — These  are  made  by 
first  wetting  sheets  of  cotton  wool  with  an  aqueous  solution  of 
potassium  nitrate,  and  when  dry  cutting  into  pieces  of  suit- 
able size.  A  slight  sprinkling  of  cayenne  pepper  is  next  given 
to  one  side  of  the  cotton  wool,  which  is  then  rolled  up  into 
cartridges  and  tied  at  the  ends  to  prevent  the  contents  being 
distributed. 

Doggie  (126/31).—  Worm  Capsule  for  Dogs.— The  capsule 
was  practically  empty  when  it  reached  us,  but  from  what 
remained  we  think  it  is  an  areca-nut  extract  mixed  with  an  oil. 

Medcalf  (124/36).  —  Boot-cream.  —  You  should  consult 
'  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  in  regard  to  the  various  boot- 
creams.  Here  is  a  representative  formula,  but  some  manu- 
facturers have  succeeded  in  making  a  cheaper  yet  efficient 
product  with  turpentine  substitutes  and  ceresine.  The  diffi- 
culty with  mineral  waxes  is  to  get  them  into  an  emulsion,  but 
this  can  be  done  with  caustic  alkalies  : 

Yellow  wax   £  lb. 

Castile  soap     1  oz. 

Turpentine  2  oz. 

Water   2  oz. 

Aniline  dye   a  sufficiency 

The  turpentine  is  added  to  the  melted  wax,  and  to  this  are 
added  the  soap  and  dye  previously  dissolved  in  the  water. 
Oil  of  citronella  or  oil  of  mirbane  is  added  to  give  a  perfume 
to  the  cream.  The  aniline  dye  is  yellow  or  black,  according 
to  the  colour  required.  In  some  recipes  black  heel-ball  is  used 
as  a  colouring — it  is  good,  but  expensive.

D.  M.JO.  (122/15).—  Hair-wash.— We  make  this  out  to  con- 
tain a  little  ammonia,  a  considerable  proportion  of  spirit,  a 
perfume  (chiefly  lavender),  and  an  alkaloid  (probably  due  to 
tincture  of  nux  vomica).

College  Botes. 

Leeds  College  of  Pharmacy. — The  series  of  botanical  ex- 
cursions organised  on  behalf  of  the  students  of  this  College 
for  the  spring  term  ended  on  Saturday  last.  Visits  have  been 
paid  to  Bolton  Abbey,  Ilkley,  Ripon,  Fountains  Abbey, 
Wind^rmere,  Harrogate,  and  Knaresborough  Between  three 
and  four  hundred  of  the  local  flora  have  been  identified. 
Among  the  more  interesting  "  finds  "  have  been  Paris  quadri- 
folia  and  Pamassia  palustris  at  Bolton;  Symphytum 
officinale,  Daphne  Laureola,  and  liuscus  aruleatus  at  Foun- 
tains Abbey  ;  Meni/anthcs  trifoliata,  Coniallaria  majalis.  and 
Poh/yonatum  multiflorum  at  Windermere;  and  Atropa  Bella- 
donna at  Knaresborough.  One  of  the  rooms  at  the  College 
has  been  fitted  up  as  a  botanical  laboratory  during  the  summer 
months,  and  this,  equipped  with  a  comprehensive  botanical 
ibrary  and  a  weekly  supply  of  fresh  specimens,  has  been  the 
means  of  inducing  a  healthy  enthusiasm  for  field  botany. 

Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy. — On  Wednesday,  June  19, 
the  students  were  taken  by  the  principal  and  demonstrators 
to  the  St.  Rollox  Chemical-works,  where  Mr.  Fleming,  of  the 
laboratory  staff,  guided  them,  showing  the  manufacture  of 
vitriol,  the  salt-cake  process,  and  the  production  of  soda 
crystals,  as  well  as  the  allied  processes  in  alkali-manufacture.

(3)  preparation  of  ferri  et  quininre  citras;  (4)  preparation, 
dose,  etc.,  of  extract  of  strophanthus ;  (5)  doses  of  six  medi- 
cines: perchloride  of  mercury,  chloral  hydrate,  iodine,  picro- 
toxin,  elaterine ;  (6)  changes  in  prescriptions ;  (7)  a  tem- 
perature question  ;  and  (8)  re-percolation  and  percolation.

Zeitung "  of  June  12  gives  an  extensive  resume  of  the 
recent  article  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  on  English 
specialities  in  German}',  and  finishes  up  with  the  following 
comment  : 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  hit  the  mark  with  regard 
to  the  mistakes  enumerated  committed  by  the  British  in- 
dustry in  its  endeavours  to  capture  the  German  market.  On 
the  whole,  its  complaints  are  justified,  with  a  certain  reser- 
vation.   There  are  a  large  number  of  good  English  and 
American  specialities  that  have  found  a  secure  footing  in 
Germany,  but  naturally  this  is  only  possible  when  such- 
preparations  in  the  first  place  offer  something  really  good 
or  novel ;  and,  secondly,  if  their  introduction  is  in  accord- 
ance with  what  law  and  habit  in  Germany  prcccribe.    It  is- 
not  only  extensive  advertising  that  will  do. 
The  last  sentence,  by  a  contemporary  which  otherwise 
urges  the  apotheker  to  remember  that  he  is  also  a  merchant 
and  should  keep  pace  with  the  times,  is  certainly  a  depar- 
ture.   Practical  experience  leads  to  the  conclusion  that 
American  specialities  command  a  larger  sale  than  English 
ones,  and  the  assiduous  advertising  in  Germany  practised 
by  American  firms  ought  to  furnish  the  clue  (writes  a  corre- 
spondent).
